Be IT REMEMBERED, That on this day, at the place aforesaid, 
being the time and place designated by law, for the assemblage of 
the Legislature of the State of Mississippi, the members of the 
House of Representatives ‘convened in the Representative Hall, 
at half past 11 o'elock, A, M., were called to order by Mr. Har- 
grove, a member-elect from the county of Tippah; and, upon his 
motion, Mr. Leake, of the county of Lowndes, was called to the 
chair, 

Qn motion of Mr Hargrove, 

Nathaniel G. North, of the county of Hinds, was requested to 
actas Clerk, tempora, until: ‘thé House shall have been organ- 
ized. 

The Clerk then administered the oath, prescribed i in the, Consti-

to he respected. The high court of errors and appeals has deci- 
ded that the, Chickasaw treaty vested a fee simple title im the 
Indians to ihe reservations allowed them by that treaty, and that 
the approval by the President, of the sale of such lands by the. 
Indians, was a condition subsequent, and merely intended to se- 
gure to the Indians a fair compensation for their lands.. The

by'the President,” A period of near nine years has elapsed since 
the. Fatification of the Chickasaw treaty, and justice surely re- 
¿quires that all the Chickasaw reservations should be taxed. If 
no taxes are imposed on those lands until'the President approves 
ithe sale, they. may be forever exempt, The, „present owners of 
the land could withhold dsking his consent fór any period they 


, may chose, A.large portion of the finest lands in the Chickasaw 


‘Purchase, are held by non-residents, who-ask a high price for 
them, and will not sell until forced by-the imposition of taxes. 
They are generally uncultivated, gnd if thrown into market at a 
fair price, would soon be occupied by an industrious people, 
able and ready to assist in advancing the wealth, population 
and resources of the “State. “The hardy pioneer who cuts his 
way in the pathless forest and erects his humble dwelling, has 
to bear the hurthen of opening roads and building bridges. His 
laber brings the land of the speculator into notice, and enhances 
its value. The property of the latter should contribute to the 
improvements which add so much'to jts value. Public policy 
démands that suitable measures be taken to bring speedily into 
cultivation all the lands held, by persons who do not intend to 
cultivate them. ^ 

The revenue law requires the assessors of each county in the 
State to give bond in the penal sum of ten thousánd dollars. In 
a large majority of the counties this penalty is too great, and 
may prevent the office being filled. A bond in the penalty of 
halfthe ámount of the tax collectors would be amply sufficient. 
The assessors arid collectorsin four counties, resighed their offices 
last year, and assesment rolls have not been réturned from those 
counties. - Tt would be proper to clethe the Executive with pow- 
er to fill vacanciós in the offices of assessors and collectors of 
taxes, in cases where the people failor refuse to elect them. 

, In former messages I have called the attention. of the Légis- 
Jature to various measures, which I deemed f hetessary, in order 
that our statutes may be made to conform to, and carry out the ' 
"provisions of the revised constitution of the State: Ideem it un- 
necessary tá repeat those súggestions, trusting that they will yet 
commend themselves to your favorable consideration. 

. The ‘twelfth séetion of the seventh article of the constitution 
provides, that * ‘Tt. shall bes ‘the duty of the Legislature to 1 re gu 


ats 
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. late, by lawy tho cases in which deductions’ shall be made from 
: salaries of public officers, for neglect of duty in their official ca- 
. pacity, and the amount of such deduetion." This salutary i in- 
` junction, although repeatedly recommended tà your favorable 
' consideration, has always heen - -disregarded,, ‘Those who neg 
- lect their official duties have no claims on the public treasury. 
. The duties of many of our officers are for, long periods of tinie' 
; performed by depüties and clerks. H they are competent to 
; discharge: such duties, they deserve the salaries drawn by their 
| prineipals,—if undeserving, they are unfit to be entrusted with ` 
; the management of such important offices. "Phe existing laws 
. do not give the Executive sufficient control over the Auditor of 
- Pablic Accounts, State Treasurer, and Secretary of State, "The 
. constitution requires those officers to reside at the seat of govern- 
` ment, and the laws do not authorize them to substitute clerks to 
i discharge their appropriate duties. ‘They frequently absent 
. themselves for long periods of time, without even notifying the 
Executive of theirintentions. During their absence, the busi- 
ness of their offices is left in the charge.of clerks, who neither 
give bonds nor take-the, oaths of office. Under such circum- 
stances, the public business is often neglected, and the fünds of 
the State endangered, The Legislature i is clothed with ample 
_ power to remedy these defects in our legislation, and the.public 
' safety requires immediate action. ‘The thirteenth section of the 
. fifth article of the constitution provides that ** all vacancies not 
- provided for in the constitution, shall be filled in such manner 
- as the Legislature may prescribe." I therefore urge the pas-* 
sage of a law authorizing the Executive to. make provisional ap-' 
| pointments to fill vacancies occasioned by the absence'or disa- 
bilities of the officers designated; and to give the salary: to the 
person actually discharging the duties of the Office. Tt is also 
deserving of your, consideration, whether the Executive should : 
not be clothed with the power of suspending such officers, in cer- 
tain cases, until the end of the next session of the Legislature. 
. Under existing laws, the public offices may be closed, the State 
funds wasted or embezzled, and no power can remove the cul- 
prits until regularly impeached, Experience ha& demonstrated 
the extreme difficulty of recovering «on the bonds of public offi- 
cers ; sureties that are entifely solvent when taken, become 
worthless or die in & few years, It appears by a feport of a 
committee of the Legislature, made in the year 1839, that the 
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former Auditor is indebted to, ie State i in the sum of about fifty- 
four fhodgand dollars, Suit: has been pending on his hond for 
near three years, Assistant. counsel have.been employed by the 
State, but no judgment has: been recovered. In the meantime 
» his sureties havé become insolvent, and the whole debt may be 
considered lost. This extensive defalcation was caused by the 
» power unwisely given to the Auditor to collect the sinking, 
, seminary, three per cent, and town lot funds, I have repeatedly 
urged your predecessors to change and consolidate all the laws 
in rëgard to the duties of the Auditor and "Treasurer. The for- 
mer should not be permitted in any case to receive money, and 
the latter should be debarred from auditing accounts. Both of- 
fices should be kept entirely separate, and neither should be 
` -permitted to aid the other in any contingency whatever. For 
` a period of near two years the Treasurer has been unable to 
eash the pay warrants of the Auditor. He has therefore in a 
measure ceased to be a check upon the Auditor. I therefore 
deem it important that the State Treasurer be required to accept 
and register the Auditor’s warrants, issued hereafter, before 
their delivery to the public creditor.

: the Mississippi Union Bank. Twelve hundred and fifty thou- 
“sand dollars were made payable in twelve years, and three mil- 
, lion seven hundred, and fifty thousand -dollars in twenty years 
from the fifth day of February, 1838. The, bonds were made 
: payable in dollars, current money of the United States, bearing 
: interest at the rate of five per cent per annum, payable semi-an- 
f nually at the place stipulated in the endorsement thereon* 'The 
+ interest on those bonds has not been paid during.the past year. 
The Mississippi Union Bank will not he able hereafter to pay 
' any portion of the interest or principal-of those bords. I, trans- - 
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mit ‘herewith; humieious letters fiom the holders of the bonds is- 
sued in 1831 and 1833,and sold by the Planters’ Bank, and 


' from the holders of those issued in 1888, and disposed of in Au- 


gust, 1838, by the Mississippi Union Bank; also a copy of iny 
letter to Messrs. Hope & Co.; of Amsterdam, Holland. A copy 
of that letter was sent to each of the holders of the Mississippi 


- State bonds, who had addressed me on the subject o£ their re- 
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spective claims. 1 have heretofore commimicated to your pře- 
decessors all the documents in my possession relative tø those 


bonds and the terms of their sale. 1 also ayowed my belief that 


the State is not bound for-the redemption of the bonds issued in 
1838. The letter teferred to, will plate you in full possession of 
the grounds on which I have deemed it my duty to advise the 
bond holders, that this State never will pay the five millions of 
dollars in State bonds delivered to the Mississippi Union Bank, 

or any part of the interest due or to become due thereon. An 
appeal has been made to fhe sovereign people of the State, on 
this question; and their verdict, From which no appeal tan be 
taken, Las triumphantly sustained the principles for which I 
have long contended. Nó powér can compel them to pay a'de- 
mand which they know to be unjust. This result hay gloriously 
sustained the sacred truth, that the toiling miltion never should 
be burthened with taxes to suppott ihe idle few. Our constitu- 
ents have wisely resolved that the highest obligations of honor, 
faith and justice, demand of us a strict adherence to the consti- 
tution, and that the laws of the land cannot be set at defiance. 
Whenever a different principle shall prevail, and the doctrine 


‘be firmly established, that any agent of the people or corpora- 


tion, can, in violation of law, burtlien unbarn genérations with 
oncrous debts—freedom will no longer exist, and our star will 
be blotted forever from the constellation of republican States. 
You, gentlemen, have a highly responsible duty to perform. Idle 
resolutions and faithless promises will neither sátisfy the holders 
of the bonds in dispute, nor the people of the State. It is prob- ` 


“ able that all the facts in regard to the sale òf the bonds delivéred 


to the Planters’ and Union ‘Barks, have not come to light. 
you are clothed with power to send for persons ànd papers, and 
to examine witnesses on oath. F therefore earnestly recommend 
a searching enquiry into all the facts connected with the sale of

An attempt was made to dispose of those bonds also, which most ` 

fortunately failed, An enquiry into the instructions given to the 

agent charged with the negotiation of those bonds might throw 

some light on the manner,in which State stocks have been shuf- 
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fled off. .I trust that at an early day that part of the charter of . 


the Mississippi Union Bank, authorizing the issuance and sale 
. of ten and a half millions of dollars in State bonds, remaining 
‘unsold will be repealed, and that the five millions now in the 
¿ vaults ofthé Mississippi Union Bank, he recalled and. cancelled. . 
‘Tn order that suits against the State, as well as those.in her favor, 
(may be speedily tried, Y most respectfully urge the establishment of 
¡an Inferior Court of Civil Jurisdiction, clothed with power to try all 
¡causes in favor of the State, or any officer of the Government, a- 
igainst all defanlters and, other persons indebted to the State on any 
‘account whatsoever. Provision should be made for the removal of 
; all such suits now pending in the Chancery and Circuit Courts to.

alties, from issuing a warrant in such cases, unless the dmount is 
specially appropriated ky the Legislature. The judge of the con- 


- templated court can either be appointed for a limited period by the 
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Governor of the State, by and with the advice and. consent of the 

Senate, or elected by the two Houses on joint ballet. There is 

nothing inthe constitution requiring such an officer to be elected by 

the People, and I feel quite confident that they do not:desire the 
election of persons to fill offices created by law. 


The eleventh amendment tothe Constitution of the United States 


provides that “The Judicial power of the United States; shall not be 
construed to extend to aby suit in low or equity, commenced or 
‘prosecuted against one of the United States by citizens of another 
State, or by citizens or subjects ofany foreign State." — In no pos- 
sible contingency cah a suit against the State, be instituted in, or ta- 
ken to any court of the United States, by a citizen of any State of 
this Union, or by citizens or subjectsof any foreign State. The 
consent of this State could not give jurisdiction to any of the Fede- 
ral Courts, in suits against the State. The question has. been long 
settled, that the consent of parties cannot give jurisdiction to any 
Judicial Tribunal. The Constitution has not clothed the Legisla- 
ture with the power of submitting claims against the State to arbi- 
tration. If the Legislature shall ever determine that the Bonds de- 


livered to the Mississippi Union Bank in June 1838, should be - 


paid, notwithstanding the illegality of the sale—their proper cóurse 
will be to pass a law providing for their redemption as required by 
the ninth section of the seventirarticle of tke Constitution—to submit 
and publish the same, in order that à. succeeding Legislature may a- 
gree to and pass such luw,or disagree to the same if they deem it un- 
wise, unjust, inexpedient or unconstitutional. 


In accordance with my request,the Chancellor of the State, has giv- | 


en mehis viewsas tothe propriety of establishing vice Chancellor's 
Court, and in regard to the constitutionality and expediency of the 
‘same. His letter is herewith transmitted and deserves your most fa- 
vorable consideration. I have always concurred with the Chancellor 
on the questions discussed in his letter, He truly remarks that "The 
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business ofthe Chancery Court has increased and is increasing to . 


“an extent uüparalleled in this State, whilst-the business of all the 
other courts.is diminishing in an inverse ratio. It seems, now to 
be universally admitted that the labors of one man will be wholly 
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| by one Judge, My opinion is that one Vice Chancellor's district 
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inadequate to the discharge of the equity docket ofthe State, Hi is 
a little remarkable that whilst the other branches of Judicial labor 
are distributéd out among numerous Judges, that it should be ex- 
pected that the whole Chancery business of the State, could be done 


; for the Northern part ofthe State, will bé sufficient, if they leavethe 


' court always open at this point, so that I can sit at all times when 
; business demands it". The numerous fraudulent conveyances of 
; property—the immense amount of property mortgaged, and the mul- 


titude of trusts, growing out of the pressure of the times, must cause 
the business in the Chancery Court to increase for- many years. 
The fourteenth section of the Bill of Rights, declares “That all 
Courts shall be open, and every person, for an injury done him in 
his lands, goods, person or teputation, shall have remedy by due 
eourse of law, and right and justice administered without sale, de- 
nialordelay? I therefore urge the establishment of a Vice Chan- 
céllor's Court in the Northern part of the State clothed in that terri- 
tory with jurisdiction concurrent with that of the Superior Court of 
Chancery. Appeals and Writs of Error from that Court, should be 
aHowed to be taken directly to the High Court of Errors and Appeals. 
The Constitution does nót require such cases ta be taken to the 
Chancellor. By making the jurisdiction of the proposed Court 
cóncurrent with the Superior Court of Chancery, cases in which 
eitherthe Chancellor or Vice Chancellor may be interested could be 
transferred and speedily determined. Parties in the Northern Dis- 
trict could also institate their suits in the Courtat this place, ifthey 
should prefer that course.

In my last annual Message, I called the attention of the Legisla- - 
ture to the subject of frauds in the packing of Cotton, and recom- 
mended suitable legislation to prevent such practices. Ihave late- 

‘ly received a letter from R. G, Beasley, Esq. the American Consul 
, at Havre, in France, covering a memorial of the Chamber of Com- 
. merce of that city, complaining of “the numerous frauds which, for 
; several years, but principally this year, have been mêt with in the 

Cotton arriving from divers ports in the United States, particularly 
‘in that from New Orleans, which every day furnishes new and griev- 
. ous examples" These documents are submitted to your conside- 
ration, and I trust that suitable measures will speédily be adopted to 
prevent the gross frauds alledged to have been committed jn the 
, packing of Cotton growed in this State. 

The annual Report of the Commissioner of Public Buildings, is 
herewith transmitted. ‘ He states that .“On entering upon the dis- 
charge of the duties of Commissioner, T found the Governor's 
Housein a ruinoüs condition and have taken steps to finish said 
House by contracting with some workmen who were in debt to the 
State for Town Lots, and others to do other parís of the work and 
rely on the Legislature for pay. R. Clark, it seems, had partially 
contracted to do the Carpenter's work on the Governor's House in 
` 1840, though he did not consummate his contract with the contrac- 

tor. Ifound him going on with the work, and there being no appro- 
priations for the building, 1did not consummate the contract, He 
has, however, gone on and has doné the work well, confident that 
the Legislature would compensate him. AlLof which contractsand 
bonds will be found recorded and filed in their proper places" A 
statute of this State authorizes the Executive, to have the notes ta- 
keh for Town Lots.discounted by any Bank in the State, and ap- 
propriate thet same to the Public Buildings. No Bank in this 
State was ciber willing or able to discount any portion of those, 
notes, during the past year. The Architect has been enabled to 
purchase a large amount of materials and get some work done, to 
* be paid in these notes. ‘The Lots were sold ata very high price 
and the purchasers were generally unable to make their payments. 
Under these circumstances, I feel confident that the arrangement 
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will meet with the approbation ofthe Legislature. In órder to pro- 
cure the glass, paints, and some other articles, 1 had to become re- 
sponsibte to Morris Emanuel, for their payment in par funds, du- 
ring your present session, The Work could not have progressed 
without those articles. I request an appropriation to pay his ac-* 
count.

| The convicts have been principally employed in building a sub- 
- stantial high wall around the Prison and improving the grounds. 
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This work is now finished. Many of the Prisoners have learned 
trades, and their labor hereafter will be more profitable. Their 
number also is annually increasing without adding much to the 
expenses of the establishment. Hereafter payments for supplies 
and materials will bè made i in par funds. All these circumstan- 
ces will'tend greatly to increase the profits of the institution, and 
| in a short time will prevent its being a charge on the Treasury. 

The expense of conveying Prisoners to this place and keeping 
and guarding them, during the petiod their causes are pending 
in the High Court of Errors and Appeals, is a heavy charge on 
the State Treasury. Ina few weeks a suitable prison could be 


. erected-on the Penitentiary grounds by the convicts, where such 
. persons could be safely kept at a small expense.

: I submit for your action “An act to appropriate tlie proceeds 
; of the sales of Public Lands and to grant Pre-emption Rights,” 
| passed by the Congress of the United States, September 4th, 
1841. The first section of the act allows to be paid to this State 
“ten per centum upon the nett proceeds of the sales of the Pub- 
lic Lands,” made within her limits after the 31st of December, 
1841—exclusive of the five pez cent guaranteed by the cofapact, 
entered into between ‘the United States and this State upon her 
admission into the Union, The second ; section provides that af- 
ter certain enumerated, deductions, the residue of the nett pro- 
ceeds “of all the Public Lands of the United States, - whereyer 
situated, which shall be sold subsequent.to the 31st of Decem- 
ber, shall be divided among the twenty-six States of the Union, 
and the District of Columbia, and the Territories of Wisconsin, 
Iowa, and Florida, according to their respective federal repre- 
sentative population, as ascertained by the last census; to be ap- 
plied by the Legislatures of said States, to such purposes as the 


. said Legislatures may direct," The act further provides that 


UN 


such distribution shall be suspended during the cqntinuance of 
any War, and during the period. that the duty imposed on any 


- arücle of import shall exceed jwenty per cent on the value there- 


of. It is truly most extraordinary that Congress should have 
thus distributed the proceeds of the Public Lands at a period 
when the National Treasury was empty, and the Goverament 
compelled to borrow twelve millions of dollars to meet the eur- 
rent demands upon the Treasury. The result will be that a ' 
great National Debt will be fixed upon the country in a time, of 
peace. This measure will tend to place the States in the atti- 
tude of suppliants to a Government of their own creation. The 
amount distributed will not average three millions of dollars per. 
annum. This State will not annually receive more than forty- 
eight thousand dollars. The increased duties on imports, caused 
by diverting the proceeds. of "the public lands from the National 
Treasury, will fall prineipally on the Southern States: The 
growers of Cotton, Tobacco, and Rice, will haveto bear the 
burthen. The new States have a meritorious claim on the Pub- 
lic Lands remaining unseld in their borders. I trust they will 
insist upon theír rights. Under these circumstances it becomes 
you to consider whether it is not proper for you to instruct our 
delegation in Congress to use all their effürts to procure a repeal 
/ 
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pf that portion of the act referred to, which authorizes the nett 
proceeds of the Public Lands to be distributed, The act also 
provides for granting pre-emption rights to settlers on the public 
lands, and has a prospective operation. “Fhis portion of it is cer- 
taialy commendable, and establishes a principle which will en- 
gure all the occupants a home and rapidly advance the resour- 
ces of this State. The 8th and 9th sections of the act grant to 
this State five hundred thousand acres of land to be selected in 
such manner as the Legislature may direct and ‘‘applied to ob- 
jects of Internal Improvement within this State, namely: Roads, 
Railways, Bridges, Canals, and improvement of water courses 
and draining swamps.” tds important that provision be im- 
mediately made for selecting those lands. The extreme scatei- 
ty of money and the low price of real estate would seem to for- 
bid their being forced into market at present. The sad experi- 
ence of the United States, as well as this State, admonish us that 
they should not be sold on a credit. 

The sixteenth section of the Distribution act, relinquishes to this 
Btate “the two per cent of the nett proceeds of the lands sold, or 
that hereafter may be sold by the United States in the State of Mis- 
sissippi, since the’ first day of December, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and seventeen,” provided, “that the Legislature of said State 
shall first pass an act, declaring their acceptance of said relin- 
quishment | in full, of said fund, accrued and accruing, and also em- 
bracing a provision, to be unalterable without the consent of Con- 
gress, that the whole of said two per cent fund shall be faithfully 
applied to the construction of a a.rail-road, leading from Brandon, 


in the State of Mississippi, to the Eastern boundary of said State, 


in the direction, as near as may be, of the towns of Selma, Ca- 
hawba and Montgomery, ithe State of Alabama.” 

You will no doubt speedily pass an act in accordance with this 
proviso. The amount stariding to the credit of the two per cent, 
fund, on the books of the Treasurer of the United States, now 
amountsto four or five hundred thousand dollars. I have called on 
the Secretary of the Treasury for an exact statement of the amount 


of the fund, and expect to receive his reply i in a few days. This 


fund, judiciously applied in time, will make the contemplated’ road, 
The money could not under existing circumstances, be safely “ex- 
pended under contrácts-—one half the amount of the fund expended 
in the purchase of slaves would enable the State soon to make all 
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necessary excavations and build the brid ges. A portion ofthe slaves 
might then be sold, and their proceeds invested i in the purchase of 
railroad iron. A glance at the map of the United States will 
convince you of the vast importance of the contemplated road, and 
1 feel assured that áll proper precautions will be taken by the Legis 
- lature to insure the faithful and proper application of the fund. ` 

Y lay before you a letter from the commissioner of the General 
Land Office, and my reply thereto. Headvises me “that the three 
per cent fund account of the State of Mississippi, has been adjusted 
up tothe 31st December, 1839, and a balance of sixteen thousand 
. one hundred and twenty-three dollars found to be due the State ton 
thatday.? It will be your duty to designate who shall draw that 
sum, and to appropriate it to roads and canals within the State, 1 
have written to the Secretary of the "Treasury for a full statement 
of all the moneys drawn on. account of that fund, and for the amount 
which has accrued since the 31st December, 1839.

“long of dollars Jn State Bonds; "disposed of in 1838, were. all wasted 
: dm less then mud months. aier o Bank commençed discount- 
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ing in September in 1838. Near a million of dollars had been los 
by advancing on cotton alone. The deed of assignment con- 
tains the following clause: ‘Provided, also, that if the Legislature is 
dissatisfied with the terms of this assignment and wish to take said 
institution into its own ‘hands to windi itup, it may do so upon con- 
dition that it releases the individual stockholders from all liability to 
said State, and assumes the paymentof the debts of the institution. 
in which case, when said assumption is legally made, and release 
given, this assignment is to cease and be void—provided, however, 
that all the act of the said assignees done in pursuance, of ‘this as- 
signment, before such release and assumption is legally made, shall 
be valid and have full force; and in the event that such act of release 
and assumption is legally passed, it shall be the duty of the above 

named assignees, to deliver over all the books, papers, notes; &c, 
and copies of the books kept by themselves, to such person or per- 
sons as the Legislature may designate, and shalf make sueh con- 
veyance of the property as may be deemed | newessary: ' provided, 
any trusts or contracts heretofore mede by the ua shall re- 
main valid and effectual, both in law and equity” 

I cannot believe that the Legislature of this State will ever have 
the foily to assume the management of the bank on such terms, 
Such an act would fix an annual charge on the Treasury of tho 
State, of about one hundred thousand dollars f for a period of more 
than ten years. The people never will bear the burden. 1f the 
State undertakes to close the affairs of the bank, on terms different 
from those specified —a tedious and expensive lawsuit would be ne- 
cessary in order fo setaside the trust; in the mean time, the remaining 
assets of the bani: would be wasted. This institution has always de- 
fied legislative control. Now thatitis utterly insolvent, it desires 
the State to come to itsaid, The courts of the couhtry are always 
open. Letthose interested seek their aid and abide the consequen- 
ces. An att tempt may be made to release the stockholders’ of the 
bank. If they are bound, no legislative act can release them. If 
they are not.bdund to the creditors of the bank and: the bond-nelders, 
no action of the Levislatare can make, them, Hable. Under existing 
circumstances, it is proper for this State to ‘Tet the patties interested 
in the Mississippi Union Bank; resort to the courts of the State to 
setile their business, and bear the burthen of the suits growing out 


of their litigation. The State is not to be found among the list of: 


stockholders reported by the bank. No certificate of stock has

Sin:—1 have received from the Executive Department of the 
State of Mississippi, a copy of a letter addressed by your Excel- 
lency to the Messrs. Hopes of Amsterdam, denying the obliga- 
tion of the State to provide for the bonds issued to the Union 
Bank of Mississippi. 

The interest which, as a Native American, 1 feel in preserving 
inviolate the faith of each and every State, and the frequent oc- 
easions which a residence of more than two years past in Europe, 
has afforded me of learning the views of her capitalists, induces 
me to make a few remarks in reference to the positions assumed 
by your Excellency in the letter to which I have alluded. 

In Europe, our several Statesare regarded as one nation, sub- 
_ Jeet to a common code of moral, as well as legal obligations, and 
the departure of any one from its well defined line would be con- 
sidered as a breach of the entire national faith. Hence the de- 
sire which would be felt throughout the Union, that before any 
arguments are adduced to justify an act so solemn as the repud:- 
ation of a State debt, it should be well ascertained to be capable 
of undergoing the severest scrutiny, as well abroad as àt home— 
for reputation, either national or individual, is of little value, if 
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confined to the judgment of those who entertain it merely as a 
boast, while they impair its best understood attributes. 

If Y understand the ground taken by your Excellency, the ob- 
ligation on the part of the State to pay the interest and princi- 
pal of these bonds, would not have been questioned, but for cer- | 
tain conditions entered into between the Union Bank, as vend- 
ers, and Mr. Biddle, as purchaser, stipulating for their payment 
in London, at 4s. and 6d. sterling to the dollar, or in other words, 
contractors to pay 84 85-100, at a future day, for $4 44-100, 
now received, and in like ratio for every instalment of iiterest. 

Your Excellency appears to have forgotten that a contingency 
might arise, and is very likely to arise long before the maturity 
of these bonds, when the obligation ta discharge the principalin 
London, instead of the United States, may prove of great advan- 
tage to the obligors. 

For twenty years the notes of the Bank of England were at a 
discount of from twenty to thirty percentbelow the specie stand- 
ard of that county, yet all the while constituting a legal tender 
in payment of debts, and many merchauts are now living in this 
country, who have negotiated bills on England at from twenty 
to twenty-five per cent discount, instead of eight to ten per cont 
premium, as at present. 

- In 1839, the Bank of England was again on the brink of sus- 
pension, and was saved only by aloan made by the Bank of 
France. A continental war would, beyond a doubt, produce 
that result, and as the principal of your State debt does not be- 
come due until some twenty years lence, the chances are great- 
ly in favor of a revival ofthe paper currency of England—and 
then I would-ask, whether on the fluctuating scale of profitable 
nutrality, the privilege of paying the debt in England, instead of this 
country, would not be deemed of great advantage to your State. As 
an evidence of how little additional value is imparted in making the 
bonds payable abroad, I would refer your Excellency to the fact 
that the sterling bonds of Indiana may, atthis moment, be purchased 
about as low as the dollar bonds, and many of the shrewdest inves- 
ters in Europe, consider the latter as the preferable object of pur- 
chase for the reasons I have just stated: 

Another alledged urged by your Excellency is, that these bonds 
were sold on a credit, and payable by instalments. — So far as the 
State however, is concerned, I should doubt the validity of this ar- 
gument, since the whole were paid for long before the State was ap- 
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pealed to by the holders, and consequently no loss of interest on the 
deferred instalments was sustained by her, but on the contrary one 
or more instalments of the interest due ón these bonds, were pro- 
vided by the United States Bank, for the credit of youn State. 

My memory, however, leads me to recollect and to comment on 
an argument urged by your Excellency, that these deductions of 
the premium of exchange and interest on the deferred instalments, 
have essentially interferred with the profits of the Bank, and there- 
by diminished the ability of the institutión to lay aside those profits, 
out of which the payments were to be made. Iam much mistaken 
if the reports of the Bank wil! not show that the use of the proceeds 
of this five million loan, enabled the Bank to keep up a discount 
liue of some nine or ten millions of dollars, which, it was supposed 
at the time contributed greatly to the commercial facilities of the 
State, as well as to the profits of the institution; and ifthese facilities 
have been abused, and the loans have resulted disastrously, the cu- 
pidity for large business on the one hand, and great dividends on 
the other, ought not to constitute à. ground for disavowing the obli- 
gation to repay the Bond holder, who has been privy to none of 
these negotiations, but reposing on the integrity and ability of the 
State, has invested his money at a low rate of interest, many having 
paid parand upwards for the bonds. 

I cannot presume that your Excellency would seek to throw be- 
tween the State and her Bond holders, the-shield of her irresponsi- 
bility as a sovereign. However, such a plea might serve as the 
means of getting rid of ‘one just debt, it would effectually prevent 
her ability ever to create another, and react with tenfold prejudice 
to her honor and prosperity. Ofall the catalogue of junior States, 
. Mississippi can best afford (if such an expression is allowable) to 
remain true to her engagements. Other States might shrink under 
the apprehension of inability to meet a debt thus suddenly and unex- 
pectedly imposed upon them—but Mississippi, favored by nature 
with a soil of surpassing fertility and producing a staple in constant 
demand, can look all her contracts in the face, confident that a brief 
period of economy andindustry, will repair all the “injuries which 
injudicious legislation or improvident financiering, may have inflict- 
ed upon her. | ' 

It would be, indecd, a matter of lasting regret, that such a State 
should place her reputation for future ages, on a point so equivocal, 
as whether the engagement to pay adebt on one side of the Atlantic 
or the other, constitutes an apology for not paying it at all. 
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That the stipulation to make it payable any where out of this 
country, is binding on the State, Ido not mean to affirm, but then 
I would humbly suggest, it would be sufficient to deny any liabili- 
ty on the part of Mississippi, to provide funds in Europe, and in 
the correctness of such a position, 1 believe the bond holders abroad, 
would, on a fair explanation, acquiesce, reserving their right to 
look to the parties negociating the bonds for the difference of :ex- 
chang e. 

While the commercial world abroad is rapidly discarding that 
relic of barbarism, the usury law, from their statute books, many of 
our own Legislatures are disposed to make it more strong, and yet 
in the face of this law, not a day elapses without its being evaded, 
but any man who strives to avail himself of such a defence to get 
rid of a debt, finds his subsequent credit destroyed, although acting 
under the direct protection of the laws of his State. Admitting, 
however, your Excellency to be right in .the rigid construction of 
the law to which you have referred, were your case that of an indi- 
vidual, I doubt whether a court of equity would grant relief with- 
outa tender of the money advanced,. and.the world at large would 
treasure in its memory a fact sufficientto exclude for ever the name 
of the people as well as the State itself, from confidence and credit, 

I know that there are many citizens of States, which have re- 
mained faithful to their engagements, who think that the repudia- 
tion of debts by other States, would narrow the circle of competition 
and inercase their own facilities. Such is not my opinion. É do 
not believe that the repudiation ofany one can be impaired without 
affecting in a greater or less degrec, that of the whole. . 

Heretofore confidence has been implicit among foreigners in our 
strict adherence to public faith. They have witnessed the entire 
payment of a debt contracted at exorbitant rates in the infancy of 
our national existence,and there are few who believe that any por- 
tion of that nation will swerve from the bright example set by our 
predecessors of the revolution. — 1 hope that every sister of ‘our re- 
publican connexion, will feel that the honor of the whole family is 
involved in her continuing not only “pure, but unsuspected. »

^ "Phe undersigned being holders of Bonds of the State of Mis- ` 
sissippi, respectfully represént to his Excellency, the Governor 
and the Honorable, the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the State of Mississippi, that the dividends thereon, due on the 
1st January last, and also, as they are informed, those due in 
New York, 1st March last, which are made payable by the State 
at the Phoenix Bank, in New York, remain unpaid. 

They will not attempt to express their surprise and disap- 
pointment at the circumstance, it being a direct breach of the 
faith of the said State, an entire confidenee upon the sacredness 
of which, alone induced them to become holders of its stock; 
they are, however, induced to believe, that this non-payment 
has been caused by the defaleation of an agent of the State 
itself, and not from any deliberate inattention to the interest of 
those who haye shewn their réliance on its honor, or any indif- 
ference to its own high character and credit. 

Believing that the authorities of the State will allow no delay 
to take place in resorting to measures caleulated to do justice to 
the holders of the said bonds, and to make prompt provision for 
the payment of the dividends now over due, as well as for that 
of all future dividends, and of the payment of the bonds them- 
selves, as they arrive at maturity, (the first of which payments 
will be on the first July next) the undersigned abstain from 
pressing upon the State at greater length, the injury whichthe 
present default has inflicted upon them, as also upon its own

credit; neither do they consider it necessary to point out the 
damage in degree, which this irregularity must do to that of all 
the sister States of the Union, if not speedily remedied. 

Having full confidence in the integrity of the authorities of 
this State and in that of its citizens, knowing its fertility and 
abundant resources, and that of the cotton alone, weich is grown 
in the United States, about one third is the produee of Missis- 
sippi, they have great satisfaction in the conviction that the 
means of the State are abundantly adequate to sustain its faith 
inviolate, and thus to re-establish its credit upon a par with the 
most flourishing portion of the republic.

Sir: —I am a holder of two Missippi six per cent bonds, 
which were purchased in this country at 1123 dollars per cent. 
which is certainly not under, but above par. Their present quo- 
tation in England, although not saleable, is 76 per cent. Was 
the State of Mississippi to purchase up their bonds at the above 
price, they would save several millians of dollars. 

After America has been so particular with France about mo- 
ney matters, having received some millions, and talked so loud- 
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ly of of her honor, itis to be hoped that the holders of her stock 
in Europe, will not be duped of their money, (as cash was ad- 
vanced, not goods,) if. so, their name, honesty and national hon- 
or, will.be held in utter contempt, more so than the Spaniards 
or free States in South America, hut I hope better things of 
them, and that there are men of honor and honesty belonging 
to the United States. It appears strange that the South America, 
Spanish and Portuguese stock can be bought and sold for cash 
in England, France and Holland; but that belonging to the U. 
States holds a price in the market, but no person will buy, con- 
sequently not saleable. 

Y willthank you, honorable sir, to inform me what I am to do 
with my bonds, amount (82000.) If by transmitting them to 
New York or Mississippi, can they be sold? Or will the 
Treasurer of Mississippi purchase them at the market price of 
$75, as I am willing to loose the difference between 112} and the 
above, whichis 373 dollars per cent.

"Those bonds were not sold in accordance with the Constitution and. 
laws of this State. They were delivered hy me as escrows, ta be, 
sold at not less than their par value, and for cash, as the statute of 
this State required. The charter of the Mississippi Union Bank 
prescribes not only the substance, but the form of the bonds, and 
provides that they shall be in the sum of two thousand dollars each, 

“which sum the said State of Mississippi promises to pay in current 
money of the United States,” to the order of the Bank, with inter- 
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est atíhe rate of fivé per cent per arinum, payable half yearly, at 
the place named in the endorsement of the bonds, The act further 
provides that “said bonds shall not be sold under their par value.” 
The bonds having been delivered to the managers of the Bank to 
be sold on certain conditions, the State cannot be bound for their 
redemption unless the terms prescribed were complied with in the 
sale; The constitution of this State expressly provides that “no law 
shall ever be passed to raise a loan of money upon the eredit of the 
State, or to pledge the faith of the State for the payment or redemp- 
tion of any loan or debt, unless such law be proposed in the Senate 
or House of Representatives, and be agreed to by a majority of the 
members of each Housé and entered on their journals, with the yeas 
and nays taken thereon, and be referred to the next succeeding 
Legislature, and publislied for three months previous to the next 
regular election, in three news-papers in this State, and unless a 

majority of each branch of the Legislature so elected, after such 
publication, shall agree to pass such law; and in such case the yeas 
and nàys shall be taken and entered on the journals of each House:

Jung; 1838, were sold by the commissioners appointed 
by the Mississippi Union Bank, to Nicholas Biddle, Esq. on the 
18th day of August, 1838, for five millions of dollars, lawful money 
of the United States, payable in five equal instalments, of one mil-. 
lion of dollars each, on the first day of November, one thousand 
eight hundred and thirty-eight, and on the first days of January, 
March, May and July, in the year one thousand eight hundred and. 
and thirty-nine,” and “made payable at the Agency of the Bank of | 
the United States in London in sigrling money of Great Britain, 
at the rate of four shillings and sixpence to the dollar, with interest 
payable semi-annually, at the same place and rate. No authority , 
was ever given by any act of the Legislature of this State to change 
the eurrency in which said bomds were made payable.

From the above statement, it will be perceived that one hundred, 
and eiglity-three thousand three hundred and thirty-eight dollars 
and thirty cents, were lost, by selling the five millions of bonds on 
a credit, and paying interest thereon from their respective dates; 
and the further sum of nine hundred and one thousand three hup. 
dred and forty-three dollars was lost, by changing the bonds from 
dollars current money of the United States to pounds sterling of 
Great Britain. ‘These two items amount to the enormous sum of 
one million eighty-four thousand seven hundred and eighty-one 
dollarsand thirty cents. Surely such a sale cannot be binding on 
the State of Mississippi. The faith of this State was pledged for. 
the payment of those bonds only upon the condition that they were 
sold at not less than their par value. The State expected the full 
amount of those bonds to be paid into the vaults of the Mississippi 
Union Bank. If the fuli amount had been received, and the cug- | 
rency in which they were made payable not have been changed, the * 
bank would have been better enabled to indemnify the State. 
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It appears that the bonds were endorsed in blank by the officers 
of the bank and delivered to the commissioners charged with their 
sale. Neither their power of attorney nor letter of instructions au- 
thorized those gentlemen to fill up said endorsement, by making the 
bonds and coupors payable in pounds sterling of Great Britain, at 
the rate of four shillings and sixpence to the dollar, If such a 
change had been made on the face of the bonds after their execu- 
tion and delivery to tlie bank, the parties making the alteration 
would have been guilty of forgery, and could have been immured 
in the penitentiary for the offence. It will be no answer to the 
argument to alledge that the endorsement could only Lind the Mis- 
sissippi Union Bank. That institution has undertaken to pay both 
the principal and interest of the bonds. If the bank is compeiled 
to pay the one million eighty-four thousand seven hundred and 
eighty-fonr dollars and thirty cents, for the loss sustained by the 
credit sale of the bonds and the change in the currency in whick, 
they were made payable, her means will be reduced that amount 
and the risk of the State thus greatly increased. The State was 
willing to entrust her credit to the bank on conditions prescribed 
in the charter. The faith of this government has never becn 
pledged for the illegal and fraudulent sale of those bonds. 

This is a constitutional government, and all its officers take an 
oath to support the Constitution of the State, and faithfully to dis 
charge the duties of their respective offices. Her Chief Magis- 
trate is tequired to take care that the laws be faithfully executed. 
He would be recreant to his trust and violate his official osth were 
he to suffer the laws of the land to be trampled upon and the con- 
stitution disregarded. 

The contract for the sale of the State bonds, shows that the sta- 
tutes dí the State in relation to the bonds, were made a part of the 
contract, The purchaser was well aware ot the conditions on 
which they were issued, and kuew that the purchase was neither 
santtioned by the constitution and laws of this State, nor of Penn- 
sylvania. "Phe contract was guaranteed by the Bank of the U. 
States. The whole of the purchase money was paid by that insti- 

.ütion. The name of Mr Biddle was merely used in the contract 
as a device, to get round the clause in the charter of the Bank of 
the United States, which prohibits her from dealing in State stocks. 
Thecurréncy in which the bonds were made payable, was changed 
from dollars to pounds sterling, to give a false coloring to the 
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transaction, and make it appear that the bonds. were sold at par 
value. The principle is universal, that fraud vitiates all contracts. 
The commercial law of this State relative to negotiable paper, is 
‘different from that ef most other countries. The transfer of bonds 
and notes, does not prevent the drawer from setting up any defence 
against an innocent purchaser which would be made available 
against the original payee. 

The State, therefore, denies all ghligation to pay the bonds held 
in trust by you, for the following reasons: 
Ist. The bonds were sold on a credit. 

2d. Thecurrency in which the bonds were made payable, was 
changed from current money of the United States to pounds ster- 
ling of Great Britain, at the rate of four shillings and sixpenve to 
the dollar. 

3d. The contract of sale was fraudulent. 

4th. The Bank of the United States was not authorized to make 
the purchase. i ; 

5th. The bonds were sold at less than their par value, in viola 
tion of the charter of the Bank, 

The money paid for those bonds did not come into the Stato 
treasu:y. The officers of this Government had no control over its 
disbursement. The b-nds were disposed of in August, 1838, by 
collusion and fraud, in violation of the Constitution and laws of 
this State. The Mississippi Union Bank, and the Bank of the U. 
States were parties to this unlawful transaction, You have the en- 
dorsement of both these instituti ons, and to them you must look for 
payment. ‘This State never will pay the five millions of dollars 
of State Bonds issued ia June, 1638, or any portion of the antares 
due, or to become due thereon. e 

When f ascertained in January, 1839, the terms on which the 
bonds had been sold, 1 communicated.the same by message to the 
Legislature and denounced the sale as illegal. At that time, only 
two millions of dolars had been paid on the bonds by the Bank of 
the United States. By a Proclamation I subsequently issued, the 
sale of the second five millions of dollars of State bonds. delivered 
tothe Mississippi Union Bank, was prevented. I absolutely re- . 
fused to execute the last 5,500,000 dollars of State bonds de- 
manded by that institution. These decisive measures preyented 
the illegal disposal of ten anda half millions of dollars of State 
bonds, and will convince you that the government of this State 
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never has countenàriced, and cannct be made responsible for the 
fraudulent acts of the Mississippi Union Bank. 
I have forwarded to your address, the Journals of the Legisla- 
ture of this State, for the years 1840 and 1841. It will afford me 
. much pleasure to forward you such other documents as you may 
desire. Iam anxious that the bond holders should be possessed 
of all the facts in relation to the issuance and disposa] of the bonds 
“held by them. ‘Your great experience in commercial affairs, no 
- opt has made you familiar with the principie, that partics con- 
tract with reference to the law and that in a constitutional and free 
government, every act of a public functionary is merely an exer- 
cise of delegated power, entrusted to him by the people for a spe- 
cific purpose, and that his acts are the. acts of the people, only 
while within the powers conferred upon him.

To A. G. M'NvrT, Governor, EE 
Dear Sini— Your Excellency some time since suggested to 
to me, that you intendee at the ensuing session of the Legisla- 
ture, to bring to their view, in your regular message, the proprie- 
ty of establishing a Vice Chancellor's Court, and réquested me 
to furnish you with such views of the constitutionality and ex- 
pedieney of that measure, as my reflections and researches 

might afford, which Y will here briefly do. | 

The first general reflettion which occurs upon this subject is, 
the acknowledged rule which permits a State to. exercise every 
power necessary to its complete organization, not ceded to the 
Federal Government, and not prohibited expressly, or by impli- 
cation, by its own constitution, But we need not resort to a 
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source so genéral and indefinite, to show that the proposed 
measure involves no infringement on the. constitution. That 
instrument furnishes the broad warrant for authority, both by 
strong implication, and express provision. ; 
“The sixteenth section declares that a separate Superior Court 
of Chancery shall be established, &c. The: phrase “Superior 
` Goéurt of Chancery, &c,” would seem of itself, by the strongest 
possible implication, to confer the power to establish an Inferior 
Gourt of Chancery; any other construction would render the 
. phrase “Superior,” mere idle surplusage, When we apply the 
word “Superior,” to any-thing, we admit the present or prospec- 
tive existence of a thing of like kind, but inferior in character. 

The convention evidently foresaw that the progressive exten- 
sion of our population, and the consequent increase of the busi- 
ness relations of society, would render one court of Chancery, 
with but one judge, ‘wholly inadequate to the administration of 
that branch of remedial justice; and henec employed the phrase 

“Superior Court of Chancery,” so as to leave tothe discretion 

of the Legislature, by the strongest implication, the power of 
-creating an Inferior Court of Chancery. But the constitution 
does not stop here. After defining in what tribunals the judicial 
power shall repose, it provides, by the 24th section, that ‘the 
Legislature may from time to time establish such other Inferior 
Courts as may be deemed necessary.” 

A Vice Chancellor’s Court may be brought mosticlearly with 
in the pale of this grant of power, as well by: territorial limita 
tion of its jurisdiction, as by a limitation as to the value of the 
thing ih controversy. This construction was expressly recog- 
nized, both by the Legislative and Executive Departments of 
the government, by the creation of a Criminal Court for the 
counties of Adams, Jefferson, Claiborne and Warren; for Cri- 
minal jurisdiction, is expressly conferred by the 4th section of 
the constitution, on the Circuit Courts. It is under an analogous 
provision, that the Federal Circuit and District Courts have 
their existence. 

The Federal constitution declares that “the judicial power of 
the United States shall be vested in one Superior Court, and in l 


such Inferior Courts as Congress may from time to time estab- 
lish, 
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Article 8, section. 1, The constitution of this State confers 
the judicial power upon several enumerated -courts, and upon 
` such other Inferior Courts, as the Legislature may deem: Jeges- 
sary; 24th section. ; 

The legalidea of an Inferior Court, isat once complete, 
when we limit its jurisdiction with reference to another ¢ourt, by 
either sum or territory, “The necessity and expediency of the 
proposed measure, is so obvious, as to leave no discretion, Hit 
ean be brought within the pale of the Consütution. "The busi- 
ness of the Chancery Court has intreased and is increasing to 
an extent unparalleled in this State, whilst the business of all the 
other courts is diminishing in an inverse ratio, It seems now to 
be universally admitted, that the labors of one man will be whol- 
ly inadequate to the discharge of the equity docket of the 
State. ‘ 

Isis a little remarkable that whilst the other branches of judi- 
cial labor are distributed out among numerous judges, that it 
should be expected that the whole Chancery business of the 
State, could be.done by one Judge. D 

"These views are hastily thrown. together, and doubtless > pre- 
sent nothing which has escaped the reflection of your Excellen- 
cy. My opinion is, that one Vice Chaneellor's district for the 
Northern part of tho State, will be sufficient if they leave the 
court always open at this point, sé that I can sit at all. times 
when business demands it. , os .

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Copy of Assignment of the Mississippi Union Bank, 
to James Elliot, Charles W, Clifton and Chas. Scott. 


Da motion of W, J. Austin, 

The foilswing preamble and resolution was adopted unanimously: 

Wauersas, the present situation of the Missis-i sippi Union Bank 
requires that its business should b» brought to a close as speedily 
as possible, and to effect this object as well as to de justice to all 
parties interested, and if possible, to secure its debts, or as many of 
them as can by every possible exertion be saved or secured, it is 

elieved necessary that an assignment of all its effects.and propefty 
should be mad”; and whereas, by the directions of the Board the 
draft of such an assignment was prepared and is now before them, 
which draft is now sabmitted to the Board for its examination and 
laspection, and is as follows, to wit: 

This indentare, made and entered into this 20th day of October, 
1841, between the Mississippi Union Bank of the first part, and 
James Eiiiott, Chaslcs Scott and C. W. Ciifilon, of the second part, 
and various other persons and corporations, creditors of the said 
Mississippi Union Bank, who shall become parties to this deed of 

assignment in the manner hereinafler pointed out, of the third 
part, witnesseth: that whereas the said Mississippi Union Bank is 
desirous to secure and pay all its creditors to the utmost extent of 
its liability, and to attain that object it is deemed necessary that great 
care and prucence should be exerciszd in the collection and secur- 
ing of its debts; and wherens, itis a principal object with said in- 
stitution not caly to pay out of its assets the debts due by the Insti- 
tution, but also by predent management aud care, endeavor to re- 
fund tothe State as much of its capital stock as it possibly can; and 
whereas, it is believed that the interest of the creditors of the Insti- 
tution requires that an assignment should be made of said Missis- 
sippi Union Bank of all its effects for the benefit of its creditors 
generally; therefore, to effect the foregoing purposes, this indenture 

witnesseth, that the sail Mississippi Union Bank, in consideration 
of the premises and of ten dollars to the said Mississippi Union 
Bank in hand paid, by the said parties «f the second part, the re- 
ceipt whereof is hereby acknoívleged; ond further, in considera- 
tion of the covenanis, stipulations and agreements in this deed con- 
tained, ani hereinafter stated, has given, granted, bargained, sold, 

assigned and transferred and sit over; and by these presents docs 
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give, grant, bargain, sell, assign, transfer and set over to the said 
James Elliot, Charles Scott and C. W. Cliffton, and to the survivors 
of them, the said James Elliot, Charles Scott and C. W. Cl.ffton, 
and to their heirs, executors, administrators and assigns of such sur- 
vivors, all the property, real, personal and mixed, which either in 
law or equity belong to the said party ofthe first part, to wit: its real 
and personal estate of every kind and description, situate in the 
counties of Hinds, Warren, and any other county in said State of 
Mississippi er elsewhere, its stocks, goods, wares and merchandise, 
bills receivable, bonds, notes, books, accounts, claims, demands, 
judgments, choses m action, and all of its property of every kind and 
description, whether enumerated and specially mentioned or not 
provided, however, that no propeity, the use of which consists in 
the consumption, is hereby intended to be conveyed; such as wood, 
conl, fuel, &oc., to have and to hold to the said James Eiliot, Charles 
Scott and C, XV. Clifton, and to the heirs, executors, administra- 
tara and. assigns and survivors of each of them, in trust however 
and for the following uscs and purposes, to wit that the said as- 
signees shall proceed in the manner that may bo deemed by them 
most beneficial for the interest of all concerned, to sell and dispose 
of either at private sale or by auction, and to exceute good and 
sufficient deeds, bills of sule, releases, and all other instruments of 
conveyances, to eifeet a sale or transfer of the real and personal 
estate, goods and stocks, of the said party of the first part, herein 
conveyed ta such person or persons, and for such prices as in their 
judgments may appear best for the interest of all cancerned; and to 
collect. and hoid the proceeds of such s.les, and also to celleet and 
realize in money the most tht may be practicable from the bonds, 
bills of exchange, bills reccivabie, notes, accounts, claims, judg- 
ments, demands, choses in action, of said Mississippi Union Bank: 
provided, however, that said trustees shall in no case refuse to re- 
cuire from debtors to the said Mississippi Union Bank, the 
banke notes, checks, past notes, and certificates af deposite due irom 
said. Bank or any of its branches, in payment of debts due to said 
Mississippi Union Bank, and saul assignees ur trustees are hereby 
declared ta have power and authoiity, and the same is hereby given 
ta them to compromise or settie bad or doub'ful debts, in sach man- 
Uer ag will best secura the same, and upon sueh conditions as in theiz 
judgments will be to the interest of the creditors of said Bank; . 
and from: the proceeds of such sales and collections, the said trus. 
tees and the survivors of them shall pay all just and reasonable ex- 
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penses and charges of making and carrying into effect this assign- 
ment and the objects thereof in doing which, the said trustees are 
hereby authorised, according to their discretion, to employ one or 
more attorneys, agent or agents, who shall by them be paid a 
reasonable eompensation for their services; and it is further stipu- 
lated that the said trustees shall receive or retain as compensation 
for their labor, trouble and responsibility in the ptemises'atthe raté 
of each, per annum, which sam shall be in ` 
lieu of all commissions, and be a full compensation for their several 

services; and said trustees shall also pry, in the first place, all the 

necessary expenses of the said assignment and the execution of the’ 
same, in manner as hereinafter provided for. provided, howe- 

ver, that in order to save the expense of a regular salaried attórney, 

one of the assignees Shall always be an efficient and induétrious 

lawyer, whose special duty it shall be to attend to all business of 
said Mississippi Union Bank, in all the courts held in Hinds 

county, and such other counties as he may be enabled to attenil, 
without interfering swith his duties as legal adviser and assignee: 

provided, however, that the said assignees shall have power to em- 
ploy other attorneys and to assist in important and difficult cases, 
and to attend to such business of the'Bank at a distance as will be 
impossible for the legal adviser to attend to without conflicting with 
his duties at Jacksón: provided, also, that said legal assignee shall 

receive no other or greater comperisation than his salary as as- 
signee, but nothing herein contained shall prevent him from being 
paid his necessary expenses when absent, attending to the business 
of the Bank; and the said trustees, from the nett avails or proceeds 

whieh shall remain after the payment of the expenses aforesaid, 
shall pay all the just debts, balances and sums, due from the party 
of the first part, of every kind and description, @ „and for the payment 

of which, the said party of thé first part is legally liable; and | 
after said debts are all paid, the surplus, if any, shall be paid to the 
State as a repayment of so much of her capital stock, and should 
the remainder of said nett avails or proceeds not be enough to pay 
off all the debts and liabilities of said party of the first part in full, 

then the same shall be by said trustees applisd in such manner as 
to pay off all pro rata, or ia equal proportion to the amouht of 
each debt or claim: provided, however, that no creditor of the-said 
party of the first part shall be entitled to be paid any part of pot 
tion of the nett avails or proceeds aforesaid, except upon the terms 
and conditions hereinafter stated; and itis hereby made the duty of 
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said trustees to make publication in such newspapers as they may 
deem. necessary, to afford information to all creditors, and thereby 
to notify all the creditors of the said party of the first part to file 
their claims, judgments, bills, bonds, notes, or other evidences of 
indebtedness, with’ said trustees, within eight months from and af- 
ter the registration of this deed of trust, in the county of Hinds, 
and State of Mississippi; and all the creditors of the first part, who 
shall file their debts or claims as aforesaid, shall be considered and 
taken to be parties ta this deed of trust; and all such person or per- 
sons, creditor or creditors, who shall file their claims as aforesa:d, 
within the time aforesaid, shall be considered as relinquishing all 
claim for more than seven per cent interest on the debt or claim so 
filed from and affer the registration of this deed of trust in the said 
county of Hinds; that is, the principal and all the interest at the 
rate allowed by the charter, due on the claim, shall be added to- 
gether, and a certificate be issued for the whole amount as herein 
provided fot, whieh certificate shall state on its face that it bears 
seven per cent per annum from the day this deed is registered as 
aforesaid: provided, also, that all creditors who file their claims as 
aforesaid, within said time, shall be considered as preferred cred- 
itors, except us hereinafter mentioned; and it shall be the duty of 
the assignees to pay said claims and debts so filed as aforesaid out 
of the assets or property of the said Bank, in the first place, ex- 
cept as heteinafier provided for, and in exclusicn of all creditors 
who do not file their claims as aforesaid; and after payment of said 
debts or claiíns so preferred, the surplus, if any, shall be appropri- 
ated to pay all other debts not filed as aforesaid; and after they are 
paid, the surplus, if any, shall be paid in reduction of the State 
stgck: provided, also, that said assignees shall issue and deliver to 
the pérson or persons who file their claims as aforesaid, a certificate 
in favor, as lee

No. 1. - A B, (or persons filing claim or claims, naming him 
or her) has filed with the undersigned assignees of the Missis- 
sippi Union’ Bank, post notes or certificates of deposites or other 
eláim (as the case may be) amounting, principal and interest, up 


to the ' day of ` to the sum of dollars, 
which, said sum or its pro rata proportion, with seven per cent 
intérest thereon, from said day of until paid, 


the said ‘A B; or bearer, or holder of this certificate, will be en- 
titled to receive out of the assets and property of the said Mis- 
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sisippi Union Bank so soon as the same are collected or reduced 
to money by the assignees, and dividends of which from timo 
shall be declared by the assignees.” 

And it is hereby declared fo be the duty of the said as- 
signees to receive said certificates from any of the debtors ‘of 
the said bank, in payment of their debts due té said bank, as 
well as all its notes, certificates of deposite, &c., as herein pio- 
vided for, whether said notes or certificates of deposit &c., are 
filed or not, with said assignees: provided, also, that it shall be 
the duty of said assignees, to number the said certificates issued 
by them, and they shall keep a book in which they shall state the 
number of certificates so issued, to whom and when issued, and 
the amount thereof and kind of claim, as whether bank notes, 
certificates of deposit, é&c., together with the number and 
marks thereon for which each certificate issued. They shall 
also keep an exact account of all the certificates|received in pay 
ment of debts or otherwise taken up, so that théy may at any 
time see the amount of certificates Qut, to enable them to. de- 
clare the pro rata dividends: provided, also, that when elaints 
over three hundred dollars and not less than five hundred dollars 
are filed, the assignees may issue as many certificates therefor 
as the poen wishes, but no certificate i is to issue in such case 
for less than two hundred and fifty dollars: provided, however, 
when any debtor wishes to pay his debt and the certificate or 
certificates amount to more than his debt, the assignees may is- 
sue a certificate for the balance end make the necessary entry 
on their books; but, when a debtis paid in notes TON after the 
time of filing has expired which amount te mare than the debt, 
the re ee shall then pay the balance in notes &c,, and make 
the necessary entries: and whereas, in order to efiectually se- 
cure the debts due to the banks, time may be required to be 
given to its debtors, said assignees are hereby declared to have 
power and it shall Be their duty in all cases, unless the deht has 
heretofore been arranged upon time, by the directory, to give to 
such of the debtors of the institution as will secure the debt hy 
mortgage or otlierwise, time to pay seid debt in instalments of 
from one to five years; and in cases of bad or doubtful debts 
longer time if necessary, or they may, as already provided for 
| compromise it as they may deem best; and when they.compro- 


~ 
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tise and receive property, real or personal, or buy the same at 
execution sale, under judgments rendered in favor of said bank, 
the title thereof shall be vested in them as assignees for the uses 
of this assignment and shall be subject to their disposal for the 
use of this trust as other property hereinsmentioned. 

And whereas, many debts or claims may be presented which 
are of donbiful character, or which may not be legally just, or 
which may have been paid, o£ which may orherwise be inequi- 
table, therefore no claim or demand other than the bank notes, 
drafts, checks, bills of excliange and certificates of deposites 
of said bank should be considered as received or filed with said 
trustees, nor shall any claim or claims other than those above 
enumerated, or any part thereof be paid by them, unless the 
board of directors of, or a committee ,appointed by them shall 
approve the same by endorsing the same as yalid; and it shall 
be the duty of each and every creditor or claimant before filing 
his or her claim or claims with said trustees to present the same 
(unless the claim consists of bank notes, or drafts, or checks, 
bills of exchange or certificates of deposite issued by said bank, 
or bonds made or executed by the said bank) to the beard of di- 
rectors of said bank or to the committee appointed by them as 
aforesaid for their approval; and in all cases where suits may be 
brought on any claim or claims whieh have been rejected by 
said board of directors or said committee, or on which they 
refuse or neglect to act, if the party er parties who hold sueh 
claim or claims shall notify the trustees that suit has been com- 
menced thereon, he or they shall be considered as a party or 
parties to this deed from that time, provided, he or they suc- 
ceed in obtaining judgment against said bank, and hé or they 
shall be entitled te à pro rata HO of the dividends, if as afore- 
said, he or they obtain a judgment; provided, however, that in 
all such cases, the said trustees and the claimant or claimants 
may ‘submit the matter to three arbitrators to be chosen by the 
parties, whose award shall be final and conclusive; and the said 
trustees are to have possession aud control of the books, notes, 
bonds, monies, choses i in action &c., of the said bank, and all 
the branches thereof, so far as to the said trustees may seem ne- 
cossary for them to collect and adjust; and the said assignees 
shall retain possession of the seme at the banking house at 
Jackson, and in the banking houses of the branches of said. 
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bank, fot the tafe-keeping of the same and convenience. of all 
parties, until they may think proper to remove them—and it is 
expressly agreed that the acts of a majority: of said trustees shall 
be the acts of all, and ns biiding as if “all had assented thereto; 
and the said parties ofthe second part, covenant, stipulate arid 
agree to, and with the party of the first part and with all and 
each of ercditors of the said party ef the first part, who may 
become parties hereto, as herein before provided that they will 
exhibit a statement of their eccounts to the board of directors 
of said bank, orto the Legislature as they may from time te 
time be called on; and it is further stipulated and agreed, by and 
between the said parties, that if the trustees herein named or 
either of them, dies, resigns, or refuses to act, then, and in ei- 
ther of said cases, the board of directors of said bank shall have 
power to appoint any other trustee or trustees, in place of such 
as have died, resigned or refused to act: provided, however, that 
the appointment of said substituted trustee or trústces, shall be 
entered upon the minutes-of the proceedings of said board of 
directors, andctho said substituted trustee or trustees, shall have 
all the power and authority of the trustecs herein appninted, 
end shell be sabjéct to all the responsibilities and duties belong- 
ing to the trostees herein particularly named as aforesaid in the 
derd of trust; ond said substituted trustee or trustees shall be en- 
titled to thesame compensation as is herein provided to be paid 
to th» said trustees herein named; and it is hereby declared to 
be the intention of the parties to the instrument, that the trans- 
fer of all the property, ehoses in action and effects, befare enu- 
merated, is to embrace and does, by these presents include and 
erabrace all of the property real and personal, choses if action, 
effects te., of the said party of the first part and all its branch- 
es, the proceeds of all judgments recovered by the said party of 
the first part, amd all claims now in suit and mot reduced to 
judgment, and such as may bein the hands of attorneys for 
collection or agents for collection, are to be prosecuted or ather- 
wise settled and arranged, and the proceeds thereof, together 
with the proeeeds of such claims as are reduced to judgment are 
to be collected and received by said trustees, and applied in the 
saine manner as is providcd herein, for the application of 
the proceeds of the property, choses in action and effects Herem 
before mentioned, and said claims, judgments &c., are to be

subject in every respect to this deed, and the control of the trus- 
tees herein named, as any other claim is subjected to their con- 
trol hereby-—and it is hereby declared that the provisions of this 
deed of trust are to apply, in all respects, not only to the said 
principal or mother bank of Jackson, but to alk its branches; and 
this transfer embraces and is intended to embrace all the proper- 
ty of the said party of the first part not herein excepted, 
whether situated in Mississippi or elsewhere, and it is further 
agreed that out of the proceeds of the property herein assigned, 
the said trustees shall pay any debt or debts for which any of 
the property herein assigned is bound or on which a lien. exists 
either by operation of lew or by contract, and such property 
when so diseharged ‘of such lien shall be and is hereby vested in 
said assignees of this trust; and whereas, it may be necessary, 
in order to éarry this trust into execution, so as to benefit all par- 
ties that money wilf have to be raised to pay salaries of the offi- 
cers and all other expenses of the bank and this trust—and 
whereas, to sell or hypothecate the notes or issues of the bank 
at the enormous discount they are now selling at, would pro- 
duce a great loss to the institution, therefore, in order to raise 
the necessary means to defray the annual expenditures, the said 
assignees are hereby authorized to issue in the name of the Mis- 
sissippi Union Bank, and to which the seal of the bank shall be 
affixed, quarterly, each year, a bond for the expenses of the pre- 
ceeding quarter, which bond shall be payable to the assignees or 
bearer, with interest at the rate of seven per cent per annum, 
the interest to be paid annually at such place as may be desig- 
nated m the bond. The bonds for each year shall be unibered 
from one to four, inclusive, and it is hereby declared that all the 
bonds to be issued as aforesaid, for the purposes aforesaid, are 
hereby declared to.be secured by this deed of trust, and they 
are hereby declared to have a preference over all other elaim or 
claims whatever, and shall be first paid out of the assets of the 
bank, and fortheir repayment all the real and personal estate 
now héld by the bank, and hereby conveyed to the assignees ` 
or which may héreafter be conveyed to said assignees for the 
use of the bank shall stand as specially pledged, and it is hereby 
déclared that the said assignees shall provide for the payment of 
the interest annually, by sale or rent of any property hereby 


—— 
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conveyed to them, or they hold as assignees,or by sale of so 
much of the notes or issues of the bank or by collections as will 
be necessary to meet the said interest punctually, and said as- 
signees are hereby declared to have powerto sell said bonds to 
any person or personsto the Eastward or elsewhere, and to 
transfer the same by delivery merely, and the principal of said 
bonds shall be payable from two to five years after date, at the 
discretion of the assignees; and more effectually to carry out 
this provision, it is further declared that, when agreements have 
been made heretofore by the bank to receive real estate for any 
of its debts, said real estate shall be,conyeyed to said assignees 
to hold, together with the property herein conveyed for the uses 
and purposes herein declared. 

And whereas, it is the ebject of the directory to close the af- 
fairs of the bank as soon as possible, therefore, itis declared 
that, in all cases where the bank has heretofóre made arrange- 
ments with its debtors, giving time to pay in instalments from 
one te four or more years, or where such arrangements are here- 
after made, said assignees shall have no power to give further 
time on any of the instalments as they respectively fall due, un- 
less it be necessary, in their opinion to save the debt, but in all 
such cases and in all other cases where debts are due and not 
arrranged satisfactorily to said assignees, it shall be the duty of 
said ussignees to institute suit, either personally or to foreclose 
any morigage or deed of trust given to secure the debt or the said 
instalments. 

And it is further stipulated that the accounts, proceedings &c., 
of said assignees shall always be openáo the inspection and ex- 
amination of a committee appointed forthe purpose, by the di- 
rectory of said bank, orto the examination or inspection of any 
three persons o be appointed by the Legislature if itthinks pro- 
perto do so. * 

It is further stipulated that said assignees may, in order to se- 
cure and save debts, purchase any property at execution sale, 
upon judgments belonging to said bank, provided, also, that 
the notes, certificates of deposite, checks and certificates 
issued under this assignment which may be received by said as- 
signees, shall (except to such amount as may be necessary to be 
retained for the purposess of this trust) be burntin the presence 
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of at least seven directors of the bank, an entry of. which descrip 
tive of the instruments burnt, shall be entered upon the books of 
the assignees and be signed by said directors; provided, also that 
if the Legislature is dissatisfied with the terms of this assignment 
and wish to take said institution mto its own hands to wind it up, 
it may do so upon condition that it releases the individual stock- 
holders from all liability to said State, and assumes the payment 
of the debts of the institution, in which ease, when said assump- 
tion is legally made and release given, this assignment is to cease 
and be void: provided, however, that all the aets of the said as- 
signees done in pursuance of this assignment, before such re- 
lease and assumption islegally made, shall be valid 2nd have 
full force; and in the event that such act of release and assump- 
tion is legally passed, it shall be the duty of the above named as- 
signees to deliver over all the books, papers notes &e, and copies 
of the books kept by themselves, to such person or persons as 
the Legislature may designate, and shall make such conveyance 
of the property as may be deemed necessary, provided any trusts 
or contracts heretofore made by the directory shall remain valid 
and effectual both in law and equity—And whereas, it may be- 
come necessary in the prosecution and defence of suits for said 
bank, to give security for costs, in all such cases the said as- 
signees shall hàve power to pledge such of the property or notes 
of said bank, as may be deemed necessary to procure said secu- 
rity: And said assignees shall have, and are hereby declared to 
have full power to purchase or buy in any property which may 
be sold under any decree which may be rendered in favor of said 
bank, upon the foreclosure of any mortgage made to said bank, 
or which may be sold under any deed of trust or any other de- 
cree whatever 
In testimony whereofthe said Mississippi Union Bank hath 
hereunto affixed the common seal of said bank the 
TL.

In further reporting on this department, I will respectfully 
state to your Excellency that, on entering on the duties of Com- 
missioncr, I found no appropriations for either the Governor's 
House or State Capitol. Claims, however, came before me, cer- 
tified hy the State Architect, which were allowed by me to the 
amount above stated—the claims charged to the State of Mis- 
sissippi isthe pay of officers of Public Buildings. ` 

I would further call the attention of your Excellency to the 
State of this department and the great difficulty on the part of 
the commissioner, to act with any degree of certainty in the 
present state of the office—the books have not been kept so as 
to show settlements, debits and credits of eontractors and the 
amount of each department of the State Buildings—one or two 
instances T will give you. . 

1 undertook to examine the account of John Long, underta- 
ker to furnish lime for the State, and from all the information I 
could get from the old bouks, there seems to exist a disparity in 
his account in favor of the State, of $8,500. 

Wm. Wing, painter of the State capitol, has presented a claim 
remaining in his favor against the State of $8,400, which 1 have 
not allowed for want of sufficient time to examine into his ac 
count. 
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On entering upon the discharge of the duties of commissioner, 
I found the Góvernor's House in a ruinous condition, and have 
taken steps to finish said house, by contracting with some work- 
men who were in debt to the State for Town Lots, and others to 
do other parts of the work and rely on the Legislature for pay. 
R. Clark, it seems had partially contracted to do the carpenter’s 
work on the Governor's House in 1840, though he did not con- 
sumate his contract with the contractor. Ifound him going on 
with the work, and there being no appropriations for the building, 
I did not consumate the contract; he has, however, gone on and 
has done the work well, confident that the Legislature would 
compensate him; all of which contracts will be found recorded 
and filed in their proper places. 

1 would further respectfully state to your Excellency, that I 
am fully persuaded that the duties of Treaxurer and commission- 
er are quite too arduous for one person to attend to, and to this 
end I would respectfully suggest the propriety of appointing a 
Commissioner of Public Buildings for one year, at an advance 
salary, say 82000, and get a man who can attend to the busi- 
ness of commnissioner, and at the same time, who will, in the 
course of next year transcribe the wld commissioner's book 
from the begining, debiting and crediting all contractors and 
placing the several amounts expended, to their proper depart- 
ments—all of which can be done in one year, when the office 
may be dispensed with or so relieved that any one officer can 
then do the business without proving burthensome. 

By which expenditure of two thousand dollars, I have but 
little doubt from the examination of the office, the State may 
save thousands.

Boi enacted by the Senate aud House of Representa- 
tives of the United States of America in Congressessembled, That 
from and after the thirty-first day of December, in the year of our 
Lord one thousand eight hundred and forty one, there be allowed 
and paid to each of the States of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Alabama, 
Missouri, Mississippi, Louisiana , Arkansas and Michigan, over and 
above what each of the said States is entitled to bythe terms of the 
compacts entered into between them and the United States, upon 
their admission into the Union, the sum of ten per centum upon the 
nett proceeds of the sales of the publie lands, which, subsequent to 
the day aforesaid, shall be made within the limits of each of said | 
States respectively, Provided, That the sum so allowed to the said 
States respectively, shall be in no wise affected or diminished on ac-

'98 and 1800, and wholly unnecessary to the vigor and efficiency 
of the administration of the Government, are avowed as among 
the cherished objects of the new. political reform. To such an ad- 
ministration of the General Government, the Republican party 
have been opposed from the adoption of the Constitution; and time 
and experience have added innumerable proofs of the correctness of 
their principles, and the importance of their continued ascendancy 
to secute the safety and integrity of the American Union, and the 
sovereignty of each of the States of which it is composed. 

: Although at different periods in the history of the country, their 
principles have received temporary checks, very soon the recupera- 
tiva energies of a people determined to be free ,have surmounted 
the barriers and given them success. . Ambitious and designing 
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men have sometimes risen to power, and by torturing the Constitu- 
tion, have enacted laws reckless of the provisions or prohibitions of 
that sacred instrument; but their career has been limited; their ób- 
noxious measures indignantly condemned; their partial and unequal 
enactments repealed; and the Government transferred from federal 
to republican hands. It lights up and brightens the pitriot’s hope 
that this Government will endure, when he remembers how short, 
lived has been the domina ion of assumed and constructive pow- 
ers, and how soon those principles which are based upon their lim- 
itation, and which recognize the Constitution as tlieir only legiti- 
mate source have been re-estublished by the triumphant verdict of 
the American people. 

“ Eternal vigilance,” it is truly said, “is thesprice of liberty; 
and it is' only b the most unceasing zeal aud laborious industry, 
rousing the latent republicanism of the land, and giving vigor to 
every-movement, that so many and such signal victories have been 


achieved by the Republican party; enabling them to detect and ex- 


pose the insiduous efforts of their opponents, first to mislead, and 
then to betray the people into the support of measures in direct hos- 
tility to their own riglts, and calculated to devolve the most perni- 
cious effects on the integrity ard independence of the country, 

“The Committee believe that a crisis has again arrived, sufficient, 
to awaken the anxiety, excite the sol citude, and stimuldte the ex- 
ertions of every lover of free institutions and guarded limitations of 
power; and it is cnly by sounding the alarm in season, and appris 
ing the. people of the aj preaching and apprehended danger, that 
we may expectto arrest the ev ls which threaten the Republic, 
from the adoption of a system of measures at variance with the 
constitutional policy of the country, and fatal to the essential princi- 
ples of our civil institutions, 

A new Administration, obtaining power 5j the mest lavish pro- 
mises of economy, retrenchn ent and reform, is scarcely in the pos- 
session of the ensigns of command, v hen. its moyt ments attract at- 
tention, and aie suffcientl y marked to afford cause for.all alarm to 
all acquainted with the elevated principles upon which the Govern- 
ment was founded, and competent to take an enlarged view of its 
political relátions, 

The convocation of Congress, and the morive alleged for the act, 
that for supplying an exhausted treasury, and the immediate intro- 
duction and adoption of measures tending to defeat the pretended 
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purpose for which it was convened, by draining the treasury, fur- 
nishes abundant proof to every min not blinded by party zeal, or 
dazzled with the lust of power, of a secret and premeditated de- 
sign to consammate a system of most ovjectionable measures, of 
which the people had received no notice, and that were carefully 
concealed during the progress of the Presidential ‘canvass. No 
more conclusive evid2nce is requisite to establish the mischievous 
views of the dominant puty, and their full appreciation of the 
odious and unpopular character of the measures they intended thus 
surreptitinasly to fasten on the country, than the particular period 
selected for the convocation of the late éxtra session--at the close 
of one of the most animated political conflicts ever witnessed, and 
before time was given to allay the bad passions it had engendered. 
The specious and pretendedly imperative reasons assigned for its 
call, and the real mo ives so svon developed, anl so totally different, 
however they may be viewed by hones', though mistaken party 
zeal, mustand will receive the stern condemnation of impartial his- 
tory. 

The system of legislition adopt:d was scarcely less reprehensi- 
ble than the measures submitted, The infringement of the right of 


- debate in the House of Representatives, denying to it the charac- 


ter of a d dibsrative body—-tha rapid and indecent haste with which 
the most important laws, of the most s:arching and pervading char- 
acter, were passed; the com inations and organizations so anti-re- 
publican ip their character, and so dangerous in their tendency, by 
which the support of one measure was made to depend üpon that of 
another, thus securing the adoption of all—and the general un- 
blushing and reckless managment on the part of the majority, 
looking alone at the ends regardless of the means by which they 
were attiined, have no parallel, it is believed, in the legislation of a 
people governed by a written constitution . ! 

Not only have the rales of legislation adopted at the extra ses- - 
sion of Congress-—the character of the measures there proposed, 
and the unusual and extraordinary means resorted to, to secure 
their immediate passage—impressed with serious” apprehensions 
the impartial individuals of every party, and led them to fear the 
introduction into the administration of the General Government 
of a spirit of persecution, of exclusiveness, and of despotie action, 


„at variance with the wholesome rules of American policy; but 


these appr ehensions have been immeasurably strengthened by bold 
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uvowals of a determination to render inefficient one of the impor- 
tant and independent departments of the General Government. 

it is not within the recollection of this Committee that, at any 
period since the formation of this Government, or at any moment 
even of the most embittered party excitement, when encouraged 
and elevated by the flattering prospect of wielding without control 
the power of the country, there has been even a wish expressed, 
much less a determination avowed, by thóse who composed a'ma- 
jority of one branch of the Government, tó abridge and impair the 
constitutional powers of a co-ordinate branch of the department; 
and to obliterate one of those checks and balances which give 
strength and stability to our admirable political system, the preser- 
servation of each of which. with ali its original powers and func- 
tions, can alone perpetuate the peace, harmony and integrity of the 


' American confederacy. 


Rallying under the deceptive and delusive declaration of ‘the 
will of the nation, uncontrolled by the will of one man,” it is 
sought to concentrate all power in the hands of, one branch. 
Shall we destroy the veto power because it is exercised by one 
man? If so, why not, with the same propriety, and for equally 
cogent reasons, destroy the power of the judiciary? Itis a pow- 
er equal in its sphere to either of the other two, and its negative 
operatons, sometimes greater than both, as it may render the law 
void which has received the sanction, both of Congress and the 
Executive, and this too, by the casting vote of one man, a single 
Judge. Jn this organization of our political system, there is 
safety, there is stability, deriving its weight from experience and 
sound philosophy; and yet an attempt is now making to abol- 
ish this power, end give exclusive. control to one branch of the 
government, and that the least stable of the three—thus convert- 
ing our admirable sysiem, with its three separate and indepen. - 
dent departments, each restraining the excess and correcting the 
errors of the other—a system which has secured to us happiness 
and prosperity at home, and political importance abroad, into 
mere shadow, where every crude opinion may have weight, 
where inexpedient measures may be adopted by the aid of some 
influential impulse, as sudden and as short as itis violent; and 
where a party, in periods of excitement, and govertied hy the 
prevailing; delusions of the times, may urge measures in direct 
hostility to the solid interests of the people. 
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It has produced both regret and astonishment in the minds of 
this committee, that acquiescence in this step, which con- 
templates nothing less than a radical change in our form of go- 
vernment, by a'concentration of its powers in one branch in- 
stead of a division, as we now have it, into three, should have 

been, not only readily yielded, but to our astoxishment recom- 
mended by a distinguished citizen of Georgia, the Hon. John 
McPherson Berrien, now holding the station of a Senator in 
the Congress of the United States. ; 

"This committee deny that, in the course this Senator has pur- 
sued respecting the abolition or modification of the veto power, 
he consulted the wishes, the interests or opinions of the people 
of Georgia. 

This committee believe also, that the same honorable Sena- 
tor, in the support of the nomination of Mr. Everett, as Minis- 
ter to-Englaud, consulted neither the good of the country, nor 
the feelings and interests of a vast majority of his constituents. 

| “The ground upon which opposition to that appointment is 
based, is believed by this committee to be a souud one, which, if 
it had been earried out by the rejection. of Mr. Everett, would 
have exercised a salutary influence in allaying abolition move- 
ments, and thus have contributed both to the peace and security 
of the whole country. : 

It does indeed appear somewhat extraordinary to this commit- 
tee, that while we are resisting the agitation of the abolition 
question in every form whatever, as unconstitutional, dangerous 
and tending to the dissolution of our glorious Union, characteri- 
zing by the harshest epithets, all who, by indirection, given to 
the slightest countenance, a Southern Senator should be found 
to contribute to the elevation of one so obnoxions to our feelings 
and so hostile to our interest, and particularly of an individual 
who has avowed his aboltition principles, in their most imposing 
form and amplest extent. 

This committee are compelled by an imperious sense of duty 

- to express their unqualified disapprobation of the course of the 
honorable Senator upon the subject of a National Bank, and 
the bill to distribute the proceeds of the public lands among the 
States—The bankrupt bill, the revenue and loan bills, deeming 
. most of them udconstitutional, and all of them unjust, oppres- 
sive and highly injurious in their effects, affording indications 
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motto be misunderstood, of the locss and dangerous constitu- 
tional opinions which he entertains. 

While this committee are sensbly impressed with the wis- 
dom of the constitution in prescribing such tenure to office as 
may guard against sudden ebullitions of feeling, or the violence 
. of party triumph, they feel themselvas relieved 1 from the delicate 
and responsible task of instruction, in accepting the invitation 
of the honorable Senator, in his address to the people ‘of the 
United States, wherein he invekes the action of the Legislative 
councils of the sovereign States of the Union. - 

This committee, ffesh from their immediate constituents, and 
latest in communication with them, humbly claim to have ascer- 
iained the public will in in relation to these great questions upon 
which the Senator has invoked the expression of that will; and 
in obedience to the Senators requisition upon the representatives 
of the people, to exert themselves to give it effect, they feel bound 
for the infermatien of the Senator, to condemn, in decided terms, 
the action of the honorable Senater upon all the great meas- 
ures which are made the subject matter of this report. Nor 
can the committee entertain the opinion so adverse to the can- 
dor of the Senator in seeking the information, that the invoca- 
tion was made, on his part uhder any other determination thon to 
regard as obligatory the expression of the public will, and to give 
effect to that expression, orto yield his place to one who will 

This committee canso! withheld the expression of their appro. 
bation of the Executive for bis inflexible adheret-ce to his constitu- 
tional opinions, under the mast emborrssing erenmstanees, upon 
the subject of a bank of the United S ates. by which the country 
has been spared yet longer from the blighting cure of a vast mo- 
nied o with power to sway the interests and control the 
business of the people of every section of this extended re public. 

And the measures adepted by tbe party towlich the President 
is attached, to bring disgrace and disrespect upen their official head 
for the conscientious performance of a publ'e duty, are no! the least 
among the alarming indications, which, in the opinicn of this com- 
mittee ought to excite the apprehensions and enlist the exertions of 
the people. 

The attem pt made to bring odium upon the Chief Magistrate by 
contumely castupon kim in the Halls of Congress—in newepa- 
pers of bis own political stamp, repudiating the officer whom they 
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had elevated to power—proclaiming him unworthy of confidence, 
for an exercise of the very authority which he had always 
claimed, of repairing the breach in the constitution whenever an op- 
portunity offered, does exhibita disrega:d vt one of the departments 
of the government—a «ontempt for the established institutions of 
the land, and a recklessness of party spirit, so pregnant with mis- 
chief, that, if not arrested will relax attachment to the laws, engen- 
der dissensiong pernicious and incurable among the supporters of 
a wholesome government, and operate to the destruction of al! mor- 
aland poli-ical o! ligations—wherefore, 

Ist. Resolved, Tiat this General Assembly, speaking in behalf 
of the whole people of Georgia, declares its undiminishid confi- 
dence in in the confederated system which forms the Government 
of the United States. 

Qnd. Resolved, That the system, as it now stands, duly ad- 
ministered, will protect the rights and s cure the interes's and hap- 
piness ofthe whole people of the United States. 

9d. Resolved, "That the powers expressly granted by the Con- 
stitution, and the exerc'se of those without which the granted pow- 
ers cannot be carried into effect, are amply sufficient for all the pur- 
poses ofan useful and effici: nt adin'nistration of our Government; 
leaving to the S ates all the reserved powers. 

4th. Resolved, That the distribution of the powers of the Gen- 
eral Government into thee distinetand indep ndent heads, Execu- 
tive, Legislauve aud Jud cial, affords evidence ofthe wisdom ofthe 
framers of the Constitution, and isthe only safegua d of sectional 
rights, person l interests, and private property; and that the de. 
struction or modification ofthe power of either, rendering it less 
independent or less efficient in its operation, would destroy the har- 
mony and stability of our whole political system. 

5th. Resolved, That we view the attemp' now making to abol- 
ish the veto power of the Executive branch, as a dangerous attack 
upon the Lbertiesof the people, und hostile to the first principles of 
a republican government. 

6th. Re olved, That wedeny the right of Congressto incorpo- 
rate a Bink of the United States, by the name ofa Fiscal’ Agent, 
or a Fiscal Co: poration, or by any other name, either in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, or in any of the States or avy territory, with or | 
without power to establish branches or agencies, with or w thou, 
the assent of the States, as being unauthorized by the letter and spirit 
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of the Constitution, repudiated by the framers of that instrument 


and as not necessary to collect, keep and disburse the publie 
funds. 


7th. Resolved, That the act for the distribution of the pro- 
ceeds of the public lands among the States, is unconstitutional, 
was intended to lead the way to the assumption of State debts, 
and to create a necessity for a protective tariff, and ought to be 
repealed. 

Sth. Resolved, hat the system of legislation, by which the 
success of one measure is made to depend upon that of another, 
is not only improper and dangerous, but affords conclusive 
proof of the obnoxious character of some, if not all of the mea- 
sures owing their suecess to a species of political barter. 

9th. Resolved, That our Senators in Congress be instructed 
and our Representatives requested, to vote against the establish- 
ment of a United States Bank, in every aspect and by every 
name that it may be presented, and that they use their exertions 
to effect a repeal of the distribution bill, and the bankrupt bill. - 
and so to modify and reduce the loan bill and revenue bill, as to 
limit the sum raised for the support of government to an amount 
only, which economy i in the publie service may require. 

10th. Resolved, That the Honorable John McPherson Ber- 
rien, in requiring a modification of the veto power of the Execu- 
tive of the United States, has acted without consultation with 
either of the political parties in Georgia, and against the known 
wishes of a vast majority of the people of this. State. 

iith. Resolved, That the opinions publicly proclaimed by 
Edward Everett, now Minister to England, of the power and 
the obligation of Congress to abolish slavery in the District of 
Columbia—to interdict the slave trade between the States, and 
to refuse the admission into the Union, of any Territory tolera- 
ting slavery, are unconstitutional in their character, subversive 
of fhe rights of the South, and if carried out, will destroy this 
Union:—And that the Honorable John McPherson Berrien in 
sustaining for an important appointment, an individual holding 
such obnoxious sentiments, has omitted a proper occasion, to 
give an efficient check to such sentiments, and in so doing has 
‘not truly represented the opinions or wishes of the people of 
Georgia, of either political party. 

19th, Resolved, That in our opinion, the act passed by the 
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present Congress at its late extra session, making a donation 
«from the public Treasury of $25, 000, to Mrs. Harrison, is un- 
constitutional, unequal and oppressive, and calculated to lead 
to the establishment of a civil pension list, which will eventually 


„saddle the people of this country with an unjust and enormous 


` debt. 


13th. Resolved, That the bill passed by the same Congress, 
to borrow $12,000,000 for the National Treasury, was not ne- 
cessary to supply the wants of the Federal Government, if eco- 
nomically administered. 

14th. Resolved, That the repeal of the' act Gast the 
Independent Treasury, wasa positive injury inflicted by the 


“majority that passed it, upon the best interests of this country.

15th. Resolved, That the Whig Tariff or Revenue Bill, 
passed by the Same Congress, is unconstitutional, oppressive, 
partial and unjust, because it was not needed to support a frugal 
administration of the General Government, and because it is 
protective and discriminating in its character. 

16th. Resolved, That the appropriation for the post office dc- 
partment was an unwise and prodigal expenditure of money, 
directly increasing the charges upon, a treasury said to be alrea- 
dy exhausted, and calculated to add additional weight to the bur- 
den of customs which now clog and encumber our foreign im- 
portations. 

17th. Resolved, That the cost of the extra session itself, is 
a burden without necessity upon the people; and, Resolved, that

Joint Resolutions of the General Assembly of the State of Alabame, 
in relation to the distribution of the proceeds of the public lands, 
and to grant pre-emption rights to setilers. 


Wuersas, lt has become the duty of the General Assembly of 
the State of Alabama, to take into consideration an act of the Con- 
gress of the United States, approved on the fourth day of September, 
in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and forty-one, 
entitled “an act to distribute the proceeds of the sale of the public 
lands, aud to grant pre-emption rights to settlers? Some of the pro- 
vis'ons of which actmust materially, if not vitally effect the welfare 
and happin ss of the good people of the State of Alabama: where- 
fore it behooves their representatives maturely to deliberate what 
action shall be taken thereon in theirbehal£ Whilst this General 
Assembly deprecates an undue interference on the part of the 
States in the affairs of the General Government, which properly 
belong to it, it isnevertheless held to be an indisputable right as well 
as the bounden daty of the States, in the exercise of their soverignty, 
to interpose their authority, whenever their reserved rights are in- 
vaded, or any act may be done, that. is calculated to affect their inde- 
pendence, or destroy the peace and well being of their people. In 
the exercise of this right the General Assembly does therefore de- 
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elare that, however much the people of the State of Alabama may 
feel the burthens which already oppress, or may possibly be im- 
posed on them, in oder to relieve them from the embarrassment 
consequent upon improvident Legislation, no matter how specious 
the arguments may be, founded upon their necessities, they reject 
with indignant scorn, the idea thatany suff-rings with which it 
may please the Great Ruler of nations to afflict them in the shape 
of pecuniary embarras ments, can ever so far debase our people as 
to cause them to look upon gold otherwise th.nasthe dustin the 
balance, when compared with the proud and precious inheritance 
bequeathed to us by our fathers, of lofty integrity, and unbought in- 
dependence, or with the no less estimable possession ofthe individ- 
ual sovereignty of this State. 

That although our sister States may entertain other and different 
views than those whieh we feel ourselves called upon to express, and 
may be disposed o rece v» their share of the national spoil, yet we 
will remain uninfluen ed by their action, "and never, by our accep- 
. tance of the proffered bribe, sanction the d ngerous and immoral 
maxim, that the end justifies the means. We. do this, because we 
hold our honor and independence above all price, and because we 
entertain a fixed «nd unalterable determination to inaintain them, 
irrespective ofall fu ure.consequences. 

This General Assembly does furth 1 declare, that that portion of 
the act above referred to, which distributes the proce ds ofthe sales 
of the public lands to the several States, isa gross and palpable vio- 
lation of the const tution of the United St tes—distribut ng asit does 
under existing circums ances, the revenue atising from customs; and 
that it will, unless arrested, pave the way to an assumption of the 
power on the part of the General Government, to seize upon the 
national Treasury for any and for all purposes, without regard tothe 
source ftom whence its revenue may be derived. and that it will ul- 
timately make the several States the stipendaries and pensioned vas- 
shoot a great-centr. | power, thereby carrying into effect the princi- 
ples of old fashioned ultra federalism, as proclaimed by its most 
daring advocates in the gloomiest period of our political history. 

Be it therefore resolved by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly convened, That 
no authority shall be given to the Governor of this State or any oth- 
er person in its beh .If, to receive that portion of the proceeds of the 
sales of the public lands, which may be allotted to this State by vir- 
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tue of an act of the Congress of the United States, “entitled” an act 
to distribute the proceeds of the sales of the public: lands, and to 
grant pre-emption rights to settlers, and that the State 6f Alabama 
does hereby refuse to receive the same or any put thereof. 

Be it further resolved, by the authority aforesaid, That our Sen- 
ators in Congress be,and they are hereby instructed, and our Rep- 
resentatives aré requested to use their utmost endeavors to procure 
a speedy repeal of the above recited act. 

Be it further resolved, by the authority aforesaid, That the Gov- 
ernor of this State be requested to forward acopy of the foregoing 
preamb:e and resolutions to the Governors of the several States of 
this Union, and also to each of our Senators and Representatives in 
Congress.

Mr, SPEAKER— 

The Committee on Federal Relations, to whom were referred so 
much of the late Governor's Message asrelates to the distrib-.tion 
of the proceeds of the public lands, and so much of his Me:sage as 
relates to the distributive share that Indi.na would be entitled to 
receive under Mr. Clay's Land B ll after the payment of the Na- 
fional debt; also the accompanying documen's upon the same sub- 
ject, being a Report from a Select Committee made to the New 
-York Legisleture on the 4th dıy of M y 184%; al~o sundry resolu- 
tions of the General Ass mbly of the State of Connecticut on this 
subject, adopted at their Mav s ssion 1840; als, two several reso- 
lutions of the General Assembly of the State of Vermont, sdopte:lon 
the 20th of November, 1839, on the same subject; also, a p'eamble 
and resolutions of the General Assembly of the State of Kentucky, 
approved February 12 h. 1.40, embracing the same 1ua.ter, have 
had the same under their consideration, and have directed me to 
make the following Report: 

The Committee have devoted that attention fo the subject that 
its great importance deserves, and after a careful and full examina- 
tion of the whole subject, they cannot but express their full convic- 
tion of the correctness of the sentiments exprcss d in the resolutions 
adopted by the Legislatures of New York, Vermont, Ci nnecticut, 
and Kentucky; as well as the opinions expr: ssed in the Annual 
Message of our late Governor, Davip Warzacz, upon the right of 
the Statesto the proceeds of the sale of the public domain, after the 
extinguishment ofthe National debt, The Committee are happy to 
find the sanction of our present Executive given to those s»ntiments 
in his Inaugural Address, in. which he has taken the samé elevated 
ground as that occupicd in he resolutions above referred to. 

The Committee do not dex m it necessary to enter into a lengthy 
or detailed argument upon this subject, or to refer to- the various 
deeds of cession, which hive been made by the States ceding the 
public lands, or to the purchase of Louisiana and the Floridas, in 
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which a large potti-n of the public lands is situated, They feel 
themselves relieved from the performance of this arduous duty, by 
the report of the Committee to the New York Legisl ture upon this 
subject, and now laying üpon the desks of members in a printed 
form, and in which the claims of the several Sates to the proceeds 
of the sale of the public lands are set out in the most clear and for- 
cible manner. 

The resolutions of the States of Vermont, Connecticut, and Ken- 
tucky, your Committee are happy to find present the same views as 
those expressed by New York. The right of the States tothe pro- 
ceeds of the public lands, smce the p yment of the National debt, 
up to the pres-nt period, and until the G neral Government. shall 
take steps to disburse to the States their proceeds, is a subject of 
much importance, and one in which the States are greatly interest- 
ed. if the United States Government isa trustee for the several 
States as claimed by the Message of our late Governor, the subject 
is divested of all doubt. That the Gen ral Government stands in 
this relation to the States, is in the opinion of your Committee es- 
tablished by the documents before spoken of, ani that the public 
domain cannot, by any principle of law or moral sight, be diverted 
from the object, for which it was originally ceded to the United 
States. l 

The States h .ving slumbered upon their rights during the pay- 
ment of the National debt, bave not surrendered nor weakened their 
Claims upon this subject. 

The applieat on o: the proceeds of the sale of the public lands to 
. the payment of the Natioral debt, wasin discharge of a solemn ob- 
ligation the Goveriment ow: d to her public creditors, and the reser- 
vation to Government purposes of these proceeds afforded the only 
guaranty they possess d, for the ultimate payment of their cl:ims. 
The fulfilment of thes » eng .gements has left that vast fund to be ap- 
plied to the use of the States as express d in the various grants and 
cessions mad «to the General Government as a Trustee for all the 
States that became m mbers of tne Federal compact. 

From this view of the subject, the Committee are clearly of the 
opinion, that the Uoited States is bath. legally and morally” bound 
to pay over toth- States all of the.proceeds of the public lands that 
have accrued since the p«ym nº of the public debt. 

"There is ne pri: ciple better established th n that a Trustee is 
morally as well as legally bound to account for his agency to the 
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party in whose favor the trust has been created, and although in the 
case before usthe States have no means ef enforcing their legal 
claims upon tue General Government, yet the Committee do not for 
a moment doubt, bu! that the United States Governm nt will, when 
properly advised, be actuated and governcd by those great moral 
principles on which our republic is based, and pay to the Státestheir 
just demands, as the adop ion ofa different course w: uld be a viola- 
tion of public faith, and calculated to subvert the principles of the 
Government. 
Fiom these considerations, the Committee have directed me to 
report the following Joint resolution, and recommend i's »doption.

quired by the common sacrifices of the people of the several 
States which originally composed this Union, or purchased by 
appropriations from the public treasury, are the common proper- 
ty of all the States, and ought to enure to theit common benefit.

Translation of a letter from the Chamber of Commerce at Havre. 


CHAMBER OF COMMERCE OF HAVRE, 
" Havre, Sept. 26, 1841. 


Sir-—The most respectable houses of our city which trade more 
particularly in cotton, have addressed complaints to us respecting 
the numerous frauds which, for several years, but principally this 
year, have been met with in the cotton arriving from divers ports 
in the United States, particularly in that from New Orleans, and 
which every day fumishes new and grievous examples. It is as- 
suredly of the greatest interest for the French commerce, at the same 


time for the maintenance of relations between France and the Uni- 


- 


ted States, advantageous to both, to endeavor to find a remedy tosuch 
a grievous sfate of things. 

The signers of the E O A have thought that one of the 
means to accomplish that object, would beto beg of you to transmit. 
our complaints to the Governors of the States which export cottan, 
principally to those.of Louisiana and Mississippi, requesting them 
ta give publicity to the same. They also think that it would be ad- 
vantageous to obtain from the Legislatures of these States a law, 
which would oblige the sellers and planters toreimburse, upon reg 
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ular documents, the loss proceeding from fraud well and duly veri- 
fied and authenticated, and the expenses incurred thereby, an in- 
demnity of filty per cent. ' ` 

But itdoes no: belong to usto point out the proper steps to be ta- 
ken in this affair—your knowledge in such matters, your experi- 
ence and zeal, of which you have so oñen given us proof, make it 
fit that the whole should be left entirely to you.

Havre, October 28, 1841. 

Siz—I have the honor to transmit from the Chamber of Com- 
merse of Havre, a letter with a translation, complaining of frauds 
ip the packing of cotton. 

I have frequently been called by — to ses bales of cotton 
which had been so frauded and found, On the outside, as far as it 
was supposed a sample would be taken, the cotton was good. Then 
it was either bad eotton, cotton in seed, or parcels of seed, and in 
one instance I remember there were stones in the middle. When 
these > things occur, the seller here is frequently put to great incon- 
venience, besides loss, the purchaser in the interior coming back up- 
on him for indemnity. 

The tendency of the maipractices described, cannot fail to bring 
into disrepute our planters and dealers; and ultimately be seriously 
felt by every one connecied with the trade. — It is the interest, there- 
fore, of ali, to consider the subject immediately, and in all the cotton 
planting country to concert some means fo put en endto the cupidi- 
ty complained of. Ifthe name and placeof the press and the owner 
of the cotton were marked on each bale or bag, it would be a step 
towards the object in view, but if an inspection of cotton could he 
established, it would be much more effectual and give confidence to 
thetrade. Itisa bad practice which some planters have, of mixing 
ap goodand bad cotton together, There has been so much mad

. speculatión in the article in the principal shipping ports, of late 


years, thata due distinetion in quality has not been made, and the 
slovenly planter has found his account, but this cannot occur again; 
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. thecarefal planter who classes and marks his cotton, will be proper- 
ly remunerated under a different state of things, and the slovenly 
planter who mixes good and bad. together, and who does not'attend 
” to.the cleaning, will only be able to sell in seasons of scarcity, which, 
judging from experience of production and consumption of the ar- 
ticle, is not likely to happen often. 

The loss on sales of cottoa this year has been very heavy, which 
will make dealers in Europe more particular in giving orders, and 
in selecting agents to execute them, Never, perhaps, has cotton 

generally, come to Europe in so bad condition asthis year. The 
bagging rotten by having laid in water—the bales frequently weigh- 
ing eight hundred pounds.  lfthere were inspectors and proper 
warehouses iu the ports, the factors and brokers would not be able 
to sell but at depreciated prices, cotton so soaked in water, and in- 
creased in weight, which is scarcely less deserving the name of 
fraud on the honest dealer, or less deserving the consideration of the 
cotton growing interest. ‘Fhe want of proper attention on the part 
of commission merchants in suffering this abuse by which the freight 
is increased on a damaged article, has destroyed confidence in them 
and determined most of the principal houses in the trade, to send 
out special agents to transact their büsiness. These agents general- , 
ly have a knowledge of the article, and it will be found that their 
principals will make money, while those who do not imitate them 
will lose, 

My residence for many years in this great cotton market, has 
brought to my knowledgethe facts and circumstances above recited, 
and 1 shall have great satisfaction in learning this communication 
has been of some service to the interests concerned.

In conformity with the provisions of the 10th section of an 
act, approved Feb’y. 5, 1841, entitled “an act to revive the Jack- 
son and Brandon Rail Road and Bridge Company, and to se- 
eure to the State of Mississippi the debt due from the Mississip- 
pi and Alabama Rail Road Company," requiring the directors 
of said company at each session of the Legislature, to report 
tothe Governor of the State, fully, the condition of the said 
road, the undersigned beg leave to submit the following 

REPORT: 

The directors met at as early a day as convenient afier their 
appointment by the State, and organized in conformity with the 
charter of said company and entered upon the discharge of their 
duties. 

Upon an investigation it was ascertained that the right of way 
for the construction of said Rail Road had not been secured to 
the company for any portion of the route, with the exception 
_of two sections of the road; one near the town of Brandon, about 
half amile in extent and the other overthe lands belonging to the 
estate of James Gourley, deceased, about a mile or a mile and 
a half in extent, and within about 5 miles ofthe City of Jack- 
son. |, 

It was deemed indispensable to secure the right of way for 
the entire route before any contract could be entered into for 
the completion of the road or for any materials for the: same, 
and to this the attention ofthe directors was first directed. After 

. securing the right of way, as far as practicable, by "agreement 
with the owners pf the land intersected by said road; application 
was made to the police court of Rankin County, in conformity 
with the provisions of the original charter of said company, for 
a jury to view and value the remaining portion of the route 
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and assess damages, if any, who discharged their duties in ac. 
cordance with the law, and reported their valuation to said court; 
whereupon, a conveyance was ordered tó be made to the compa- 
ny ofthe right of way for the portion of the route not voluntarily 
relinquished, and by these means the right of way of the entire 
route has been secured without any expense to the company. 

An interview was had with Wm. Petrie, late contractor, with 

the Mississippi and Alabama Rail Road Company and this com. 
pany as originally chartered, for the construction of the road, 
for the purpose of ‘ascertaining the condition of the work and 
the extent to which his contract had been complied with on his - 
part. Mr, Petrie claimed to be released from any further per- 
formance on his part of said contract, by virtue of a settlement 
with the Mississippi and Alabama Rail Road Company, in Dec. 
1839, and by the failure on the part of said company to secure 
the right of way and furnish the necessary iron for the comple- 
„tion of the road. He then made a new proposition to complete 
the work, which it was deemed impracticable for this company 
to accept. 

An effort was made to procure the necessary assistance from 
the assignees of the Commercial and Rail Road Bank of Vicks- 
burg, who manifested a commendable and enligtened zeal to 
afford all the aid in their power for the purpose of ensuring the 
construction of the road, but owing to their pecuniary embar- 
rassments, they were unable to do more than furnish iron which 
they had on hand, sufficient’ for the completion of about six 
miles of the route.—Believing that if this iron could be pocured, 

and six miles of the road completed, it would confer a great 
benefit on the Eastern section of the State by extending the 
Rail Road to the East of Pearl river swamp—the company 
made every effort to procure the necessary funds to construct 
the bridge over Pearl river and lay down the iron proffered by 
the Vicksburg Company, for that distance. 

An effort was made to procure the loan of the necessary 
amount of money from the Commercial Bank of N. atchez, for 
which twenty of the most solvent citizens of our county offered 
to stand as security. 

Efforts were also made to procure the amount by private sub- 
scription, but a sufficient amount to justify a commencement 
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could not be obtained. In addition to the heavy pecuniary 
pressare bearing upon our citizens, eausing ah unusual scarcity 
of money, the litigated state of the title to the road in conse- 
quence of the proceedings instituted by sundry creditors of the 
Brandon Bank against the late contractor for the rail road, and 
a pretended sale under execution of the lands heretofore donated 
for the right of way to this company, were found to present an 
insuperable obstacle to any successful negotiation for the pur- 
pose of getting funds to complete the road. Under these cir- 
cumstances the company have not been able to do more up to 
this time, than to secure the right of way for the greater portion 
of the route. : 

By the 11th section of the above mentioned act, it is made 
the duty of this company to commence the rail road in ninety 
days from the passage of the act, and complete the same within 
two years. The company have done all that they could do un- 
der the circumstances. Whether the measures which have been 
taken for securing the right of way, and other overt acts taken 

by the company constitute such a commencement as in ‘contem- 
 plationof law will be valid, is submitted to your Excellency 
for the consideration of the Legislature. 
The propriety, likewise, of granting by legislative provisions 
a further extension of time for the completion of the road is sub- 
mitted. Although it is desirable that the road should be com- 
pleted, if practicable, at an earlier day yet, as the Legislature 
after its present session, may not meet again until after the ex- 
piration of the time limited for its completion, to provide against 
the contingency of a forfeiture, and perhaps of an ultimate loss 
to the State—it might be well enough to extend the time or re- 
peal the restriction. 
By virtue of an execution issued upon a judgment obtained 
at the October Term, 1839, of Rankin Circuit Court in favor of 
i vs The Mississippi and "Alabama Rail 
Road Company; a levy and sale was made of a tract of land, 
bounded by lines parallel to the Rail Road from Jackson to Bran- 
don, supposed to belong to said company for the ,-purpose of 
building the rail road upon, as before, stated. However it was as- 
 €ertained upon investigation that the right of way had been se- 
cured from but two owners of land intersected by the rail road, 
embracing a distance of one and a half or two miles, previous 
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to said sale, and if such sale could be of any validity, it 
could only embrace the portions of the route then secured. 

It is believed however, that the right of way being an incorpo- 
real franchise, is incapable of being alienated by such a pro- 
ceeding, and thatif said creditors aequired any right to said 
lands by virtue of such sale, it will be like any other lands sub- 
jectto be seeured by purchase or the condemnation of a jury for 
the location of the rail road. 

Proceedings have also been instituted in the Superior Court of 
Chancery of this State, by the Real Estate Banking Company 
of Columbus Mississippi, vs Wm. Petrie, late contractor for 
the building of the rail road, founded also, on a judgment ob- 
tainéd at the Oct term, 1839, of Rankin Circuit Court, against 
the Mississippi and Alabama Rail Road Company, for the pur- 
pose of appropriating any unexpended surplus in his hands of 
the funds advanced by the said Mississippi: and Alabama Rail- 
Road Company to him as contractor for the construction of the 
road. 

This company, by the 4th section of the above recited act, 
was empowered to enforce and cause to be fiulfilled any con- 
tract heretofore made, eiiher by the Jaekson and Brandon Rail 
Road and Bridge Company, or the Mississippi and Alabama 
Rail Road Company, for the purpose of completing said Rail 
Road and Bridge. Believingthatifany such surplus remains, 

that it should be expended in furtherance of the original con- 
- tract the directors of this company felt it to be their duty to make 
themselves a party to said proceedings in Chancery, by inter- 
pleading in said suit, and on their individual responsibility, en- 
gaged the services of competent legal counsel for the purpose of 
prosecuting said suit in behalf of the company. The delay in- 
cident to a proceeding of this character, will be an additional 
reason for the extension of the time limited for the completion 
of the rail road. 

The undersigned are unable to present any thing like a cor- 
rect estimate of the amount necessary for the completion of said 
road. One important item in the expense will be the completion 
of the bridge over Pearl River. The piers have been comple- 
ted for two or three years, and appear to be durable and well 
adapted for the purpose. A considerable quantity of the neces- 
sary timber for the bridge is also onhand. ' 
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A sum of ten or twelve thousand dollars would probably be suf- 
ficient for putting up a bridge suitable for the passage of a rail road. 
The grading of the road has long since been completed, and most of 
the wooden superstructure laiddown ready forthe iron. Much ofthe 
wood laid down would have to be repaired, although upon examin- 
ation it was found to have stood exposure to the weather with but lit- 
tle decay. Most of it is sawed, of the white and post-oak, indigen- 
ous to our State, which, for durability and adaptation for rail road 
purposes, is believed to be of a superior quality —otherwise the con- 
dition of the road is much more favorable than might have been ex- 
pected, from its neglected and exposed condition. There isno route 
in the United States, of the same length, combining more advantages 
for the construction of a rail road, including the convenience of 
suitable timber and the very favorable location of the route, as well 
as the character of soil. The grading of the road is such that there 
are no cuts or embankments of any great depth, and although the 
road has been graded for several years, owing to the favorable qual- 
ity of the soil, it is now in a state of good repair. But little injury 
has resulted from washes so destructive to most rail roads in our 
State, Itis believed that if once completed, it could be kept in re- 
pair at as little expense as any rail road in the world. The princi- 
pal item of expense, besides the bridge, will be in furnishing the iron 
for the road, and the expense for this will depend so much upon the 
quality used, that no estimate has been attempted of the amount. If 
no arrangement is made for procuring iron from the Vicksburg 
company, it is thought that economy, as well as interest, would sug- 
gest that the iron be procured of the medium size, neither so light. 
as to be insuitableand dangerous, nor so heavy as unnecessarily to 
increase the expense. The undersigned are not prepared to make 
to your Excellency any definite suggestions as to the most advisa- 
ble plan of procuring means for completing said road. It will de- 
volve upon your Excellency,in conjuction with the Senate, to ap- 
point a new directory to take charge of the matter. 

The State is now virtually the owner of the road, and more deep- 
ly interested, pecuniarily, than any one else, and although it might 
be sume years before she would realize the debt due her from the 
Brandon Bank, through the profits of this road, yet it is believed 
that ifit could be completed, it would certainly yield a sufficient profit 
for that purpose, in the course of time; and looked upon as a matter 
o£ mere dollars and cents, the. State would consult her interest by 
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doing any thing she could to promote its speedy completion. The 

importance of completing this link in our chain of rail road commu- 

nication, is becoming: more and more apparent every day, particu- 

larly to the eastern portion of our State. The completion of the 

rail road from Vicksburg and Jackson, has already had a most sal- 

utary influence on the trade and prosperity ofthe centre of our State, 

manifested by the great increase in the population and commerce 

of the capitol of the State, in the reduction of the price of all pro- 

ducts of home consumption, and in the division of a large trade from 

Mobile and other points tothe very interior of our own State. Every 

mile added to this chain of rail road, will increase the advantages. 

The eastern portion of our State, containing a thriving, intelligent, 

and enterprising population, a fertile soil, and a climate which is 

surpassed by none on the globe forsalubrity, has been long neglectz; 
ed. And this negleet has arisen in a great degree, from its remote- 
ness from market, and the want of somesuch communication ascan 

be furnished alone by a rail road on which to convey itssurplus pro- 
ductsto market. These are now doubling almost annually; and in 
a few years will more than quadruple their present amount. 

There is another view ofthis matter, which increases greatly the 
importance of a speedy completion ofthis portion of rail road. The 
last congress of the United States have generously relinquished to our 
State the two per cent fund, reserved on the sale of public lands, 
within the limits of this State, and instead of applying it to its origi- 
nal destination, where it could have been of but little benefit to this 
State, have (on the condition that this State will accept of it for that 
purpose) appropriated it in a manner calculated to confer a lasting 
bénefit on this State, and to further, at the same time, great, wise 
and useful, national purposes. This fund has been granted to the 
State, as above stated, to beappropriated to the construction of a rail 
road, commenctng at the terminus of the one from Vicksburg to 
Brandon, leading on to the eastern boundary of our State, with the 
view of ultimately connecting. , by a chain of rail roads, the city of 
Vicksburg with the Atlantic c cities of Charleston, Baltimore, Phil- 
adelphia, and New York. 

Besides the merely local advantages which will be conferred up- 
on our State in promoting the commercial prosperity of our people 
from the completion of this magnificent project, we will become 
liberal sharers in the more enlarged benefits proposed to be derived 
from if. It will bring to us the mails from Washington city, New 
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York and Europe, in advance of their reception at New Orleans, 
It will open a new and expeditions thoroughfare from west to east, 
from New Orleans to New York, This would be the route the 
traveller would choose to avoid the dangers and delays incident to 
; the ocean on one hand, and the north western rivers on the other; and 
when it is remembered. that travelling custom is that which more 
than any other rendérs rail roads profitable, it will be readily per- 
ceived to what extent the profits of the rail road from Vicksburg to 
Brandon would be enhanced by such a connection, : 

Another great national object'to be obtained by means of this 
Work, isthe great military advantages it would afford to our com- 
mon country in case of foreign invasion. A great military rail 
road on which to transport troops and munitions of war, ranning 
parallel with our Atlantic coast, and touching at all the important 
points, would be of incalculable servicein such an event; and when 
we reflect upon the wonderful changesnow going,on in conducting 
the military movements of the world, from the introduction ofsteam 
power and its application to these purposes, by means of which not 
only our Atlantic citiés, but even our river towns will be exposed 
to sudden incursions from the ocean, the importance of a rail road, 
by means of which, movements upon land can be made with equal 
celerity, with those upon the main, is too evident to o be longer ne- 
glected. 

In case of a war with any foreign power, no State in the Union . 
would be more exposed than our own, and none would have more to 
hazard. We should, therefore, beamong the foremost in providing 
for such a contingency by all the means in our power. — It is true 
the sum ‘appropriated may seem inadequate to effect the purpose, 
but it will be a nucleus on which to build hereafter; and if once com- 
inenced, there is no doubt but the energies and resources of our 
country will in a few years lead to its accomplishment. Although 
the ultimate advantages of the work may not be felt for a few years, 
the local advantages to our State will be immediate. 

We have said this much in reference to this work, for the purpose 
of showing the importance of completing the rail road from Jackson 
10 Brandon, which is not destined to stand isolated, but as the con- 
necting link in a great and national work, as well as to show the 
probability that when ‘completed, it must, from its locality, in con- 
nexion with other roads, yield a large interest on the amount ex- 
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pended jor itscompietion. Ail which is respectfully submitted.

Sir—The undersigned, trustees of the Mississippi and Ala- 
bama Rail Road Company, in addition to the report made by 
themon the Ist of January last, beg leave to submit the following 
repori in relation the affairs of said company, embracing the peri- 
cd of time from our last report to the present time: Ñ 

When we entered upon the discharge of our duties, we found 
no assets of much value to take possession of; but such as we found 
we icol possession of consisting of the few bills receivable re- 
maining ia the old tanking house, and the old bank furniture, as 
well as all the old books and papers remaining in the banking 
house. Sometime last spring the safes went out of the possession 
of the trustees, as well as the old banking house, being private pro- 
periy, and we were compelled, atsome expense and considerable 
trouble, to remove the books, papers, and the few articles ef bank 
furniture remaining in our possession, to the upper room of a house 
then oseupied by Mr Austin as a store house, having first obtained 
permission from him to appropriate, for a time, said room for the 
purposes aforesaid. ‘Within the last month, all the bank furniture 
being there deposited as aforesaid, has been levied upon and sold 
by the sheriff of Rankin county, on some process issued by Wm. 
D. Hathom, late clerk of the Probate court for said county, founded 
upon (as we are informed) a claim or demand of said Hathorn 
against said company for recording services, in favor of said com- 
pany, performed whilst he was clerk of said court. The trustees 
forbid the sale, but the warning and notice they gave was disre- 
garled, We have been annoyed a great deal for information in 
relation to legal contests pending in the courts, which the books 
and papers in the bank might afford, or to examine in relation to 
the various and intricate matters which an inspection of the books 
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and papers-disclose—but no money has been paid into the hand- 
of the trustees, either in coin or in the shape of current or uncur- 
rent bank bills, since they entered upon the discharge of their du- 
ties, except the sum of twenty-fóur thousand eight hundred and 
eighty-eight dollars and sixty cents, paid by the debtors to the com- 
pany on their bills receivable, or notes which came into our pos- 
session in the bills or issues of said: company, which sum of Bran- 
don money, in addition to the amount 1eported in our last report, is 
in our hands, and we would suggest the propriety of having the 
same burnt We are allowed by the law creating our office, the 
sum of fifteen hundred dollars each, annually, but have not re- 
` ceiveda cent of salary yet, and we cannot expect to obtain any sa- 
lary out of the assets of the company, unless we receive, from some 
‘of the debtors of the bank, on their bills receivabie in our hands, 
in payment, good or current funds, at the current or maket value 
of Brandon money; which we have determined to do, as the mo- 
ney, as well as the bills receivable, seem to be valueless, and no 
body will pay. Legislative provision may become necessary to 
save the books and papers, or generally in relation to the affairs 
of the company.

It is due to the Jackson Corporation to remark, that since the de- 
livery of tho Governor's Message, the three dollars and sixty-two and 
a half cents of shia plasters, issued by the corporation, and which 
have been in the treasury for years, have been redeemed. 

There is no probability however, that theo:her shin-plasters in 
the treasury issued Ey the Mississippi Unien Bank, the Grenada, 
Sank ond the other banks above enumerated, will be similarly 
redecmed, “jedging from the lights before me.” It is probable 
that this money is worth more at the present time than it ever will 
beagain. Whether in the embarrassed condition of the treasury 
department it would fot bs advisabie to.sell this depreciated trash, 
and thus assis: in redeeming the outstanding Auditor'spsy warrants 
moris the attention of the Legislature. 

The judgmént against the Brandon Benk for the sum of two 
hundred and and thirty-iwo thousand three hundred and twenty dol-

your most serious consideration at your present session; some of 
whieh, I will presume at this time briefly to notice. 

Tue ques tion as to the liability of the State, on account of the 
Mississippi Union Bank, may obtrude itselfupon your consideration. 
“For myself 1 consider that important question seitled by the high- 

cst tribunal known to free governments: I mean the people them- 

selves; they having decided in-effect, that the transactions connected 
with said bank, both i in its inception and final consummation, were 
not governmental, but were on the contrary individual transactions, 
performed, not only withont the authority ofthe constitution of the 
Siate, but contrary to the express provisions thereof ‘thoug gh should 
the legislature feel- under any obligation, either Tegal or moral 
(which I do not) or should deem it a matter of policy to discharge 
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thia obligation, and should determine to assume and pay the debt or | 
liability, thé constitution of out State has provided a mode by which 
the debt or liability may be assumed and paid as it has for the as. 
sumption and payment of any other individual debt or liability, 
namely, by passing a law for that purpose in the mode prescribed 
in the constitution, pledging the faith of the State for the payment 
of the debt or liability, and referring such law to the next Legisla- ` 
ture so that the electors may vote for representatives who may re- 
pass such law at the next session. 

Another question that may, and no doubt will, at the present ses“, 
sion demand your serious consideration, is, as to the liability of the | 
State fbrthe bonds executed and sold by the State to pay for stock 
inthe Planters’ Bank of this State. In my opinion a marked dis- | 
tinction exists between the liability of the State on account of the 
Planters’ Bank, and of the Mississippi Union Bank; in the case 
ef the Planters’ Bank, the bonds were executed and sold (fairly so 
fat as E am informed) in accordance with the constitution and will 
of the people of the State, In the case of the Mississippi Union 
Bank, the bonds were executed and sold (illegally and fraudulently 

_ as the evidence demonstrates) contrary to an express prohibition in 
the constitution and to the will of the people of the State.—I know 
of.no ground, either legal or moral prohibiting or forbidding the 
State to pay the bonds executed and sold to purchase stock for the 
State in the Planters Bank unless such bonds should be considered 
such bills of credit as the constitution of the United States prohibits 
the States from emiting, which is a question of vast importance, and 
one that is considered as remaining in doubt. 1 shall therefore most 
cheerfully co-operate with you in such legislation as may best- se- 
cure the effects of the State in, or connected with the Planters’ 
» Bank, or the Mississippi Rail Road Company, for the purpose of 
"the final payment of the principal and interest of the State bonds, 

executed for, and on account of the Planters? Bank — And if found 
- indispensably necessary to save the State from a violation or breach 
« 0f its contract, E will unite with you in providing the means, even 

, by taxation, to pay them. 

Other grave and important questions growing out of the provi- 
sions of the act of the Congressof the United States, entitled "an 
act to appropriate the proceeds of thesales of the public lands and 
to grant pre-emption rights,” will speedily demand your attention 
and final action; though some of the provision of the act would 
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greatly advance the interests of the State, and may be considered 
justiy due to the State, yet, if the rights and interests of the State 
areoniy to be obtained when coupled with the objectionable and 
unconstitational provisions of this act, I submit whether the State 
would not degrade itself by accepting of the entire provisions of 
the act, 1 feel tiatican cheerfully unite with you in refusing m 
the most enacalificd mannor, to accept the provisions of that act. 
beliaving as I do, that the people of the State, though greatly op- 
pressed by the alluring schemes of financiers aud speculators, 
would szorn te accept a pecuniary or any other advantage, or even 
their just dues at the expense of a viviation, either of the most ap- 
proved moral code, or of their State or Federal Constitution, 

in echzlusion, E would remark, that it will afford me the great- 
est pleasure, to co-operate with you in the advancement of the legiti- 
mato interests of the people ef the State. I deem the best mode to 
e&eet thet desirable objest, to be a strict edherance to the provisions 
and principles of the constitution which the people have published 
tous and to the world, as their writen will.

That your commitice, deeply impressed with the importance of 
the subject submitted to their consideration, have given it us faith- 
fal an examination as their means of information end time would 
permit, and have come io the conclusion that the expenditures of 
the State nre greater than a due regard to economy and the 
pablic interest require. The State is deeply involved im debt, 
which good faith, justice, and our honor and dignity demand 
should be speedily liquidated. Taxation in part, at least, if not 
wholly, must be relied on for the means of payment. Much com- 
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plaint is already made in all parts of the State, that our present 
taxes are onerous, and yet the nett revenue of the past year will, ' 
probably, not exceed $250,000.« The expenditures of the go- 
vernment under existing laws, can scarcely be less than two 
hundred thousand dollars per annum, leaving an excess of revenue 
over the expenditure of only about fifty thousand dollars—a sum un- 
equal to the liquidation of the annual interest on the public debt. 
And, although, at the present rate of taxation, the revenue will in- 
crease in a ratio proportioned to the increase of wealth and popula- 
tion, yet the committee cannot indulge the hope, that without a re- 
duction in the expenditures authorized by existing laws, the reve- 
nue can- be sufficient, for years to come, to meet the currént ex- 
penses of the State, the interest! on the publie debt, and provide a 
sinking fund to liquidate the principal  Ifwe are correct in these 
conclusions, then additional taxation is inevitable, oz the public faith 
and credit .must perish. The embarrassed ecndition of the coun- 
try forbids a resort to the former, and the latter is revolting to the 
pride of every Mississipp'an, and abhorent to the feelings of every 
patriot. To relieve the State from this dilemma, only one avenue 
for escape is presented to the view of the committee, and that is re- 
trenchment, Your committee believe that there are men, within 
the bounds of the State, of virtue, intelligence, moral worth, and 
high literary attainments, sufficient to fill the various offices under 
the goyernment, with honor to themselves, and advantage to their 
country—men, who conscious of the obligations of duty and patri- 
otism, will consent to serve the public with much lower salaries 
than are now authorized by existing laws. The scarcity of money 
has greatly increased its value, while the expenses of living are 
reduced in a like ratio; and, if, while money was plenty, and there- 
fore cheap, and the prices of the necessaries of life were compara- 
tively dear, efficient and qualified men could be obtained to fill the 
official stations of the government, surely, if we reduce salaries no 
lower than to render them of equal value io those formerly al- 
lowed, competent men can still be found to perform the public ser- 
vice with salaries only nominally reduced. The services of able 
men are obtained in other States for smaller salaries than like of- 
ficers of this State receive; and certainly, the low state of our fi- 
nances, the heavy liabilities of the State, the exhausted condition of 
the treasury, the embarrassment and distress of a whole people, 
and the preservation of our former high character, demand the trial 
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ai the experiment whether Miss ssissippi catmot have ss as cheap a 
government as that of other States.

Sir—I have just been informed ofa resolution of the House, call- 
ing on me to exhibit a plan-for a State Seminary, as required by an 
act of 1841, I would beg respectfully to reply, that the 12th section 
of theact making it the duty ofthe Architect to report drawings, &c. 
for a State Seminary, was appended to the bill without reflection, at 
alate hour of the last day of the session. The directions therein 
given to me, arealtogether vague. Plans for education must pre- 
cede plans for the requisite buildings. Is the seminary to be con- 
fined to a single college? or must it consist of an assemblage of col- 
' leges, usually denominated a university? — Is a primary school of 
instruction to be attached to it, as is sometimes the case? The ac- 
commodation for conducting the business of the institution, must be 
' governed by the extent of the course of instruction to be given in 
the various languages and sciences, as wellas by the method of 
communicating such instruction, be it by public lectures and- exam- 
ination by the professors, or otherwise; and then the whole will be 
influenced by the amount that the State will be willing to appro- 
priate for such purpose.

Taylor, have had the same under consideration, and believe there 
js much contained therein entitled to the serious consideration and 
attention of the representatives of the people. We believe the true 
policy of our laws should be to afford that protection to the citizen 
which will most certainly secure his attachment and fidelity to the 
State, and to do this the State must regard all with equal interest, 
and extend the protecting arm to the poor and the weak rather than 
to those whose condition places them independent of such aids. The 
theory of this government is, that all the citizens are “free and equal,” 
but this is mere mockery to the poor and unfortunate, while laws 
exist upon our statute book, which authorize the more fortunate, 
more wealthy, and creditor portions to harass and grind down in 
poverty and absolute want, the unfortunate poorer and dehtor por- 
tions Much ofthe legislation of our own, as well as that of our 
sister States, seems to have been of that character, to recognise the 
citizen not possessed of wealth or independence in point of property, 
as of but little consequence to the State, whereas the history of these 
United States, and indeed ofall other free countries, proves that it is 
on this class the State must rely for its protection and the preserva 
tion of its liberties, 

The idea of the right of a relentless creditor to sell into bondage 
aud servitude his unfortunate debtor and his family, had its origin in 
ancient times, and has for a long time been recognized and prac 
ticed in despotic countries, who even claim to becivilized. The 
spirit and genius of our government repudiates, it is true, such a 
thought, but in practice there is but little difference between the 
right to sell a debtor into bondage, and that of having a right of sell- 
ing and seizing on his property, so far as to deprive him ofthe means 
of comfortable subsistence for himself and family. 
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Our forefathers, it is true, broke from off our necksthe yoke of 
foreign bondage, but that is of but little avail if we are to live under 
the tyranny of their pre-existing laws and notions, that one portion of 
men are to be booted and: spurred, while another portion areto be 
their beasts of burden. — In our opinion the whole system of legisla- 
tion, which has for its object or tends to give one portion of men ex- 
clusive advantages and privileges to the prejudice and injury of the 
other portion, such as banking, selling State bonds, for any other 
purpose than that of raising money to preserve the existence of the 
State or the liberties of its citizens, and creating corporations which 
have this tendency, is rapidly leading us back to that state of ser- 
vility in which our forefathers once were, and the concomitant re- 
sults of making wealth by the modern system of financiering—that 
is oftransfering by a kind of legerdemain, the labor, which is the 
true wealth of the country, from the hands of those who toil, into the 
hands of those who toil not, has, in many instances, changed the or- 
der of nature, by rendering destitutethe productive and useful class- 
es, and giving bounteously to the dronesand non-producers.

The question before the House was on the engrossment of the 
resolutions reported from the committee of the whole, 

Mr Harney offered the tollowing amendment to the resolution, 
viz: 

Amend by inserting, after the 33rd line, on page 3, the follow- 
ing; it being the 7th of the Virginia resolutions, viz: 

That the good people of this commomwealth having ever felt 
and continue to feel the mostsincere affection for their brethren of 
other States, the truest anxiety for establishing and perpetuating the 
union of all, and the most scrupulous fidelity to that constitution 
which is the pledge of mutual friendship, and the instrnment of 
mutual happiness, the general assembly doth solemnly appeal to 
the like dispositions in the other States in confidence that they will 
concur with this common wealth, in declaring, as it does hereby de- 
elare, that the acts aforesaid are unconstitutional, and the necessary 
and proper measures will be taken by each, for co-operating with 
this State, in. maintaining unimpaired, the authorities, rights and 
liberties reserved to the States respectively, or to the people." 

Amend by inserting after the 4th line on page three, the follow- 
ing, being the Ist and 4th of the Kentucky resolutions, viz: 

“That the several States composing the United States of Ameri- 
ca, are not united on the principle of unlimited subm'ssion to the 
General Government, but that by a compact under the style and 
title ófa constitution for the United States and of amendments there- 
to, they constituted a general government for special purposes, dele- 
gated to that government certain definite powers, reserving each 
State to itself the residuary mass of right to their own self-government 
and that whensoever the general government assumes undelegated 
powers, its acts are unauthoritative, void and of n» force—that to 
this compact each State acceeded as a State, and is an integral par- 
ly, its co-States forming as to itself the other party—thst the go- 
vernment created by this compact was not made the exclusive or 
final judge of the extent: of the powers delegated to itself, since 
that would have made its discretion, and not the constitution, the 
measure of itg WETS, but that as in all other cases “of compact» 
among powers having no common judge, each party has an equal 
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tight to judge for itself, as well of the infractions as of the mode 
and measures of redress.” 

4. That alien friends are under the jurisdiction and protection of 
the laws of the State wherein they are, that no power over them 
has been delegated to the United States, nor prohibited to the indi- 
vidual States distinct from their power over citizens, and it being 
. true ss5 general principle, and one of the amendments of the con- 

stitation having also declared that the powers not delegated to the 
United States by the constitution nor prohibited by itto the States, 
are reserved to the States respectively or to the people. 

The actof Congress of the United States passed. on the 
day of July, 1798, entitled “an act concerning aliens" which as- 
sumes powers over alien friends not delegated by the constitution is 
not law, but is altogether void and of no force. 

After the 12th line on page three, insert the following, it being 
the th resolution ef Kentucky, viz: 

& That a committee of correspondence beappointed who shall 
have in charge to communicate the preceeding resolutions to the 
Legislatures of the several States, to assure them that this common- 
wealth continues in the same esteem for their friendship and union, 
which it has manifested from that moment at which a common dan- 
ger first suggested a common union—that it, corsidess union for 
specified national purposes, and particularly for those specified in 
their late federal compact, to be friendly to the peace, happiness 
and prosperity of all the States, that faithful to that compact, accor- 
ding to the plain intent and meaning in which it was understood 
and acceeded to by the several parties, it is sincerely anxious for its 
preservation; that it does also believe that to take from the States all 
the powers of self government and transfer them to a genezal and 
consolidated government, without regard to the special delegations 

and reservations solemnly agreed to in that compact, is not for the 
peace, happiness or presperity of these States; and that, therefore, 


this common wealth is determined, as it doubts not its co-States are, 
to submit to undelegated and consequenily unlimited powers in 


no man or body of men on earth—that in cases of an abuse of the 
delegated powers, the members of the general assembly being 
chosen by the people, a change by the people would be the consti- 
tutional remedy, but when powers are assumed which have not 
been delegated, a nullification isthe rightful 1emedy—that any 
State has a natural right, in cases not within the compact (casus non 
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federis) to nullify of their own authority all assumptions of pow- 
er by others within their limits, that without this right they would 
be under the dominion absolute and unlimited of -whomsoever 
: might exercise this right of judgment for them—that nevertheless, 
this commonwealth, from motives of regard and respect for its co- 
States has wished to communicate with them on the snbject, that 
with them alone it is proper to communicate, they alone being par- 
ties to the compact and solely authorized to judge in the last resort 
of the powers exercised under it, Congress being not a party, bat 
merely the creature of the compact, and subject, as to its assump- 
tion of power, to the final judgment of those by whom and for 
whose tise itself and its powers were all created and modified and 
that if the acts before specified should stand, these conclusions 
would flow from them, that the general government may place 
any act they think proper on the list of crimes, and punish it them- 
selves, whether enumerated or not enumerated by the constitution 
as cognizable by them, that they may transfer its cognizance to the 
president or any other person who may himself be the accuser, coun- 
sel, judge and jury, whose suspicions may be the evidence, his 
order the sentence, his officer the executioner and his breast the 
sole record of the transactions; that a very numerous and valuable 
description of the inhabitants of these States being by this prece- 
dent reduced as outlaws to the absolute dominion of one man, and 
the barrier of the constitution thus swept away, for us all no ram- 
part now remains against the passions and the power of a majority. 
of Congress to protect from a like expatriation or other more grie. 
vous punishment, the minority of the same body, the legislatures, 
judges, governors and counsellors of the States, nor their other 
peaceable inhabitants who may venture to reclaim the constitutional 
rights and liberties of the States and the people, or who for other 
táuses good or bad may be obnoxious to the views or maked by the 
suspicion of the president or be thought dangerous to his or their 
elections or other interests public or personal, that the friendless 
alien has indeed been selected as the safest subject of a first experi- 
ment, but the citizen will soon follow, rather has already followed, 
for already has a sedition act marked him as its prey, and these 
successive acts of the same character, unless arrested atthe thresh- 
hold, will necessarily drive the States into revolution and blood, and 
will furnish new calumnies against republican governments and 
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new pretexts, who wish it to be believed that man cannot be governa 
ed but by a rod of iron, that it would be a dangerous delusion were 
a confidence in the men of our choice to silence our fears for the 
safety of our rights, that confidence is every where the parent of 
despotism.” 

Free government is founded in jealousy and not in confidence. 
It is jealousy, and not confidence, which prescribed limited consti- 
tations to bind down those wham we are obliged to trust with pow- 

«er; that our constitution has accordingly fixed the limits to which, 
and no farther our confidence may go. And let the honest advo- 
cate of confidence read the Alien and Sedition acts, and say if 
the constitation has not been wise in fixing limits to the govern- 
ment it created, aud whether we should be wise in destroying those 
limits? Let him say what the government is, if it be not a tyranny 
which the men of our choice have conferred on our President, and 
the President of our choice has assented to and accepted, over the 
friendly strangers to whom the mild spirit of our country and its 
laws has pledged hospitality and protection; that the men of our 
choice-have more respected the suspicions of the President than 
the solid rights of innocence, the claims of justification, the sacred 
force of truth, and the forms and substance of law and j justice. In 
questions of power, then, let no more be heard ofconfidence in man, 
but bind him down from mischief by the chains of the constiution; that 
this Commonwealth does, therefore, call on its co-States for an ex- 
pression of their sentiments on the acts concerning aliens and for 
“he punishment of certain crimes hereinbefore specified, plainly 
, declaring whether these acts are or. are not authorized by the fed. 
eral compact. And it doubts not that their sense will be so an- 
nounced as to prove their attachment unaltered to limited govern- 
ment, whether general or particular, and that the rights and liber- 
ties of their co States will be exposed to no dangers by remaining 
embarked in a common bottom with their own; th«t they will con- 
cur with this Commonwealth in considering the said acts as so pal 
pably against the constitution as to amount to en undisgúised de- 
claration, that that compact is not meant to Le the measure of the 
powers of the General Government, but that it will proceed in the 
exercise over these States of all powers whatsoever; that they will 
view this as seizing the rights of the States and consolidating them 
in the hands of the General Government, with a power assumed to 
bind theState (not only in the cases made federal, casus s federis) but 
‘. in all cases whatsoever, by laws made, not with their consent, but 
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by others against their consent; that this would be a strrender of 
the form of government we have chosen, and to live under one de- 
riving its powers from its own will, and not from our authority; 
and that the ¢o-States, recurring to their natural right, i in cases not 
made federal, will concur in declaring these acts void and of no 
force, and will each take measures of its own for providing that 
neither the acts nor any others of the General Government not 


plainly and intentionally authorized by the constitution, shall be 
exercised within their respective territories.”

Today 1 have yours of July 2d, with accompanying package, In 
your letter of 23d June, you promise to forward the laws of Janu- 
ary session, 1837, of April session, 1837, and of January session, 
1838, but in the letter of the 2d inst. you omit the January session, 
1837, and only a part of the April session, 1837, and January, 1838. 
Imuch regret the omission to send the acts of January, 1837, as 
this will cause farther delay. Your Excellency may have sup- 
posed that they were furnished by Col. Fall, but they are not on 
ihe list I made of his copies, and could not have been printed when 
he left Mississippi, On reference to my letter of June 5th, you 
will find I ask for all the laws passed since 1835. I must ask you 
to forward them immediately, and assure your Excellency that the 
delay in furnishing the laws to the State, shall not Le my fault. 
The balance that we have in consecutive order, can be done in a 
few days, and we only shall wait for the session Ist January, 1837. 
If Lean get them here, Lwill go on, but have no hope to be able to 
do so, as I have tried before. 
l will now give your Excellency a brief history of the whole 
business as requested. 
. In Merch, 14th or 15th, 1837, Colonel Fall was introduced to 
me at my office, by Mr Skinner, and I made at his instance aa esti- 
mate of the cost for printing, paper and binding 2250 copies of the 
laws as ordered to be published. Mr Skinner stated that any assis- 
tance he could render inthe way of endorsing, if necessary, &c. would 
be cheerfully given, but it was promptly remarked by Col. Fall, 
that I should have money as I wanted. I accordingly made the esti- 
mate at the lowest rates, amounting in all to $3,012 50-180, which 
was agreed to by Col. Fall, and I waited on him at his room and 
“received the copy and directions how to proceed. He was to see 
: what money he could provide here, and to plage me in funds as the 
ork progressed. On the evening of the 17th, he addressed a let- 
ter o Mr Skinner, saying “I shall be compelled to leave the agency 
for my priting with you. You will be placed in all necessary funds 
sin fify days, and in the interim I hope the work will progress.” 
He did nor cali on me. Mr Skinner, anxious to serve Col. Fall 
in the business, agreed to give his note for the paper and advance

 MrSkinner has made many attempts to get the funds promis:i 
by Col Fall, but none has ever come to hand, He (Mr S) has 
paid $553 on account of the work, and is responsible, by ‘his note, 
for 8203 more. Thisis aki that has been paid. 

You state thot Col. Fall says he had forwarded me funds ani 
expected the laws soon. I have never received one cent fom him. 
nor has he ever written to me since he left here, in 1837. Al tho: 
1 have received is what is sicted above from Mr Skinner. 

1 now depend upon your Excellency alone for the payment, ani 
on that faith have prozeeded. The work will of course cost more 
than was contracted for with CoL Fall, as it will have several ses- 
sions added. ‘Tus index isin the hands of a very competent and 
experienced man, The expense of making it owt, was to hove been 
paid by Col. Fall, bot will not exceed $200. "Phe expense, how- 
“ever, will not be much more, asthe binding will be the same. 

‘You do not say Any thmg about the sheets I sent ont by Mr 
Skinner. Task that they might be examined, and if omissions arc 
found (though ali is printed as marked) they could be inserted by 
a ntice in the end of the book. TI have the work, as done, in the 
hands of the binder, getting ready for the binding, and can finish it 
with as much despatch as any establishment in the country.

In THE House or REPRESENTATIVES, 
Thursday, Nov. 14, 1799. 


The House, according to the order of the day, resolved itself into 
Commitee of the Whole House, on the State of the commonwealth. 
Mr Desha in the chair; and after some time spent therein, theSpeak- 
er resumed the chair, and Mr Desha reported that the committee 
had taken under consideration sundry resolutions passed by several 
State legislatures, on the subject of the alien and sedition laws, and 
had come to a resolution thereupon, which he delivered at the clerk's 
table, where it wasread and unanimously agreed to by the House, 
as follows: 

' The representatives of the good people of this commonwealth, in 
general assembly convened, having maturely considered the an- 
swers of sundry States in the Union to their resolutions, passed the 
last session, respecting certain unconditional laws of congress, com 
monly called the alien and sedition laws, would be faithless, indeed, 
to themselves, and to those they represent, were they silently to ac- 
quiesce in the principles and doctrines attempted to be maintained 
in all those answers, that of Virginia only excepted. To again en- 
ter the field ofargument and attempt more fully or forcibly to. ex- 
pose the unconstitutionality of those obnoxious laws, would, it is ap: 
prehended, be as unnecessary as unavailing. We cannot, howev- 
er, but lament, that in the discussion of those interesting subjects, by 
sundry of the legislatures of our sister States, unfounded suggestions 
and uncandid insinuations, derogatory to the true character and prin. 
H—37 
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ciples of this commonwealth, have been substituted in place of fair 
reasoning and sound argument. Our opinions of these alarming 
measures of the general government, together with our reasons for 
these opinions, weredetalied with decency and with temper, and sub- 
mitted to the discussion and Judgment of our fellow citizens through- 
out the Union. Whether the like decency and temper have been 
observed in the answers of most of those States who have denied, or 
attempted to obviate the great truths contained in thoss resolutions, 
we have now only to submit toa candid world. Faithful to thetrue 
principles of the federal Union, unconscious of any designs to dis urb 
the harmony ofthat Union, and anxions only to escape the famgs o? 
despotism, the good people of this commonwealth are regardless o? 
censure or salummniation. Least, however, the silence of this corm- 
monwesslth should be soustracd into an acquiszence in the doctrines 
and principles advanced and attempted by the said answers, 07 2: 
least these of our fellow citizens throughout the Union, who so wide- 
ly differ from us on thes? important subjects, should be deludec ty 
the expection thet we shall be deterred from whet we conceive our 
duty or surink from the prinsiples contained in those resolutions 
Therefore, 

Resolved, That the commenwealth considers the federal Unies, 
upon fãs terms and for the purposes specified in the late compact.

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That this commonwealth does, under the most deliberate conside- 
ration, declare, that the said alien and sedition lawsare, in their 
opinion, palpable violations of said constitution; and however cheer- 
fully it may be disposed to surrender its opinion to a majority of its 
sister States, in matters of ordinary or doubtful policy, yet in mo- 
menteus regulations like the present, which so vitally wound the 
best rights of the citizen, it would considera silent acquiesence as 
highiycriminal: That although this commonwealth, as a party 
to the federal compact, will bow to the laws of the Union, yet it 
does at the same time declare, that it willl not now or ever hereaf- 
ter, cease to oppose, in a constitutional manner, every attempt, at 
what quarter soever offered, to violate that compact. 

And, finally, in order that no pretext or arguments may be drawn 
from a supposed acquiesence on the part of this commonwealth in 
constitutionality of those laws, and be thereby used as precedents for 
similar future violations of the federal compact, this common wealth 
does now enter against them its solemn protest.

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has heen examined before the committee, and the result of his ex- 
amination has satisfied your committee that but little, if any thing, 
can be realized from the sinking fund within the next two years, 
without a change of the execution laws of the State, and the repeal 
ofthe law of the last session authorizing the reception of Auditor's 
warrants in payment to this fund. 

. By the charter of the Planters’ Bank, the sinking fund was 
pledged tothe payment of the principal and interestofthe State bonds; 
which pledge was held sacred until the passage ofthe funding law, 
by which Auditors warrants were made receivable m payment of 
debts due the s'nking fund, thereby diverting this fund fiom the 
original object, to which it was pledged, to the redemption of other 
State debts, which evidently violates the sacred pledge of the public 
faith, and ought therefore, to be repealed. Your committee dissent 
from the doctrine that the public faith is less sacred than that of an 
individual. Thecnly difference is believed to be that the cne at- 
taches odium directly to the person guilty of tbe violation, whilethe 
other, although a divided responsibility, must be regarded asan em- 
aration cf publ.c sentiment, which proves that immorality predom- 
Gn2tes over virtue, in the body politic. 

The committee concur in the recommendation made by the Gov- 
eror, that the Anditor of Public Acecunts should be released from 
the duties of a commissioner of the sinking fund. Residing as he 
does, at the se.t of zavernment. he cannot discharge the duties of a 
commissioner, without a great neglect of his official duties. They 
therefore recommend the appointment of another commissioner. 

The Auditor of Public Accounts has received partial and com 
plete payment of notes due the s'nking fund, at his office, in Jack 
don, without reporting his action to the commissioners at Natchez’ 
where a majority ef t.e commissioners reside, and where all the 
books relating to the feud are kept. The sums so recorded amount 
in the whole, sọ far as your committee are informed, to about three 
thousand ejght or nine hundred dollars. The committee believe 
such a course may be attended with serious disadvantages and ought 
tobe prohibited by law. The committee are apprized of one case 
in which suit has been commenced by the other commissioners, af 
ter compleze payment Lad been made to the Auditor, which sub- 
jJeetsthe fund to cost, and prevents the books at the Plasters Bank, 
from showing the true situation of the fund. 

Your committee bel'eve that the people of this State are at all 
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times willing to submit to any tax necessary for State purposes, or 
to meet any liability that may be imposed upon them by the failure 
of any enterprize in which they may have engaged; yet they have 
a right to know that justice has been administered before additional 
burthens are imposed. Therefore, as the committee have not the 
means of testing the accuracy of the various reports above alluded 
to, or of knowing the measure of justice that may. have been admin- 


istered to this fand by the Planters’ Bank; and inasmuch as the - 


Planters’ Bank, in which the State has a large interest, has never 
been examined by a committee of the Legislature, the committee 
recommend that a joint select committee be appointed to examine 
the Planters’ and Rail Road Banks, afier the adjournment of the 
Legislature, to ascertain as far as practicable, the true situation of 
the sinking fund, with power to ifivestigate fully the situation of 
said Banks and report the result of their investigation tothe Govern- 
or, to be laid before the next session of the Legislature, and for this 
. purpose they have instructed me to report a resolution and a bill;

Mr Boyd, from the joint select committee on the Penitentiary, 
made the following report, viz: 

Mr’ Spraxer-—The joint select committeee of the Legislature, 
appointed “to visitthe penitentiary and examine the state of its 
finances—the treatment of the convicts—the manner of their em- 
ployment and every thing relating thereto," &c. have from time 
to lime since the commencement of the present session, been en- 

geged in the diseharge of that duty, and beg leave to submit the 
fülowing report: 

The cost and expenses of building and keeping up this institu- 


„tion has, we are inclined to think, been greater than has generally 


been supposed. The whole amount appropriated by the acts of 
1836, 39 and '40, amounting in all to 135,000, has been expend. 
ed, except a small balance of 8246, as appears from the accompa- 
aying statement of Mr Nichols, the State architect. 

In addition tothis amount, the sum of $33,923 57 has been ex- 
pended during the year ending November 22, 1841, over and 
above the receipts. The whole amount expended on account of 
the penitentiary for the year ending the 22d November, 1841, is 
$38,694 38. This amount was expended for the following items,

According ts these facts, the State must have sustained loss by 
the institution, of upwards of seven thousand dollars, for the last 
year’s transaction. About 4500 dollars of this loss, according 10 
the clerk’s books, was, on account of the depreciation of treasury 
warrants; bat it isalso to be remarked, that the item of $3,801 25 
tothe e ‘tof the penitentiary, isfor work done for the use of the 
pex dentiary, for which the State has nothing to-shew, «nd which 
was in fact a part of the expenses of the institution, Jt must also 
be remarked, that from the clerks books, it appears that about three

- thousand dollars of the expenses charged in account against the 
institution during the past year, was for debts incurred during the 
preceding year, an accountof which was neglected to be rendered 
atthe proper time by the superintendant. "The items of $12,516 
98. forstock on hand on the 22d November, 1841, is a proper 
egedit to the institution, as is also the item of 89,816 60, which last 
is principally for brick work donein buiiding the walls, which is 
charged ateleven dollars per thousand, for making and laying. 

Upon a review of the whole account, then it will be seen that 
the actual costto the State treasury during the last year, ending 
Nor. 22, 1841, over and above its receipts, was the sum of $33. 
592 07, except the supposed amount of three thousand dollars, 
paid on account of debts contracted during the preceding year, 
which will leave the actual amount of the burthen on the treasury, 
upwards of thirty thousand dollars. 

» It will also be seen from this, that the sum of three thousand 
eight hundred and twenty-two dollars and forty-four cen ts was 
paid to master workmea employed, which sum alone would absorb 
4 greater amount than all the profitson the articles manufactured 
and sold. ‘The present board of inspectors have, however, dismissed, 
all the master workmen employed, except one, who, it is also in 
contemplation to discharge in a short time. The amount of the 
salaries paid to officers employed, independent of the assistant 
keeper and guards, $5,974 90, being $1,972 60, more than the 
whole amount received for manufactured articles sold, and shop 
work paid for during the year. 

The amount paid to the assistant keeper and guards, is $4,494 
37 cents, which, when added to the $6,974 90, the amount paid as 
salaries to the other officers, andthe $3,822 44, the amount paid 
te master workmen employed, makes the large sum of fifteen thou- 
sand two hundred and ninety-one dollars and seventy-one cents, 
(615291 71) being the sum of $10,189 40 which all the persons 
employed about the institution bave cost the State in the way of pay 
and salaries alone, over and above the whole money receipts— 
or in other words, the whole money receipts has paid only abou, 

, one third of the amount of their compensation. 

With regard to the condition of the penitentiary and of the con- 
vicis and of their treatment, your committee have to say, that the 
boilding and cells appear to be kept in good order, and that proper 
Altention is paid to cleanliness and ventilation, except in the the cell 
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used asa place for confinement for ponishment, which is damp and 
disagreeable, and has no ventillution or place to receive air what- 
ever, and consequently must be detrimental to the health of those 
who are confined indi. 

The books of Mr Yerby, shew that he well understands and 
isuttentive to his business as book keeper, and they are kept with 
neatness and accuracy. 

The principal superintendant is, in some respects, well goalified 

‘for the station which he fills, while in some others there appears to 
besome objections. A neglect during the last yearto furnish a 
shewing al the proper time to the clerk, of the accounts and trans- . 
actions of the justitution during the last year, has caused the entries 

on the clerk’s books to be made at an improper time, and also was 
the cause o? the repprt of the inspectors made for the ‘year ending 

November 22, 1840, to be about the sum of three thousand dollars 

more favorable to the jnstitution than it ought to have been, and 
consequentiy that amount more unfavorable | to the institution than ` 
jt ought to have been during the past year. 

In justice, however, to Mr Hart, the keeper, it must bs said thet 
ihe committee believe that no Joss to the State was incurred is in con- 
sequence of this neglect. 

There is also some complaint against him for unnecessary sever: 
ty towards the convicts, and for punishing them illegally, for the 
particulars 6f which your committee will refer to the testimony 
herewith accompanying, 

Mr Duncan, the deputy keeper, appears to be faithfully atter- 
tiveto his duties, and no complaints from any quarter are made 
against him. 

The members of the board of inspectors who have served since 
the last meeting of the Legislature, haveall discharged their re 
spective duties in n manner highly creditable to them, and in some 
instances, have devoted time and rendered services for which the 
limited pay allowed them by law, is no adequate. commpensation. 

The institution seems to have been as healthy as couid possibly 
have been expected, and even mere so than the town or surround- 
ing country; and no complaintsare made against the physicians, 
who seem io have been attentive to their duties as required by the 
regulations of the institution. 

Upon the subject of the penitentiary system generally, your 
committee respectíolly makes the following "E 
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Tn a country like this, where the soverament is in the people 
ani where each individual cónstibites ah integral part of it, all are 
willing to admit that the safety, welfare and happiness of the peo- 
ple, entirely depends upon their vittue and iw'elligence, While, 
then any individaal is permitted to enjoy the right of citizenshp, it 
is of the utmost consequence to the State, that he shall be possessed 
of those qualities of a good citizen. It does notseem to have been 
the policy of any State in the Union, which has adópted the peni- 
temtiary system, to disfranchise those who are imprisoned, orto di- 
vest them of the rights of citizenship, beyond the time of their 
servitude or confinement; and indeed it would be impracticable to 
cary out sucha policy throughout so extensive a country as the 
whole United States, because discharged convicts could easily go 
isto other States or neighborhoods, where they are not known, and 
iaa short time acquire a right of citizenship, which would entitle 
them “to all privilegesand immunities of citizens in the several 
Bentes” 

The grest object, then, should be the reformation of the offender; 
and this can only be effected by holding cut inducements. Ali cruel 
wd degrading punishments, so far from tending to produce a re- 
formation of character in the unfortunate victim of them, or on 
the spectators who witness them, have a different tendency on both, 
and are calculated to corrupt and destroy those finer sensibilities and 
feelings cf our nature, which alone are calculated to give true ex- 
cellence and elevate the dignity of human nature. Lt is much ca- 
tier to produce revolutions in governments and change dynasties, 
then it is to eradicate all prejudices and customs, however absurd 
er barbarons they may be; and it is remarkable, that while we, as a 
people, profess to hold ia detestation, monarchical and despotic go- 
veramenis, we adhere to, and copy after, many of their customs 
and usages, fitted only for these countries and governments which 
regard man as they do the beast of the field—mere creatures, 
created for their use—to be used, worked and lacerated as may suit 
their whims and pleasure. From the reportsof the humane and 
bemerolent institutions, formed for the purpose of enquiring into 
fis subject, and other authentic information, we are inclined to be- 
live that these remarks justly apply to this system of discipline 
tdopted in many penitentiaries in the United States; and although 
this remark may not fully apply to our penitentiary, yet we think 
there i# still great room for improvement. 
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“Fo the credit of the present inspecio:s, it can be told that they 
have abolished the old absurd costum of shaving one side of the 
head of the convicts, aad they have permitted their persons to be 
clothed in a manner that seems to regard ibem as men, and not as 
creatures sel up for show; but, although much credit is dus the 
inspectors for their attention in this matter, yel many improvements 
might stiil be made, which they, perbaps, under the existing laws, 
did not feel authorized to introduce. 

if a system of education on the Sunday school plan were intro- 
duced, it wouid no doubt be productive of beneficial results. Many 
of the convicts might be taught reading, and the useful branches of 
literature and sciences, in addition to moral and religious instzac- 
tion; and the christian and the benevolent portion ef the commu- 
nity of Jackson and ils vicinity, womd, no coubt, cheerfully lend 
their, gratnitors assistance in the promotion of so laudable an ob- 
ject. Ifasmail sum,szy one hundred dollars, were appropriated 

in the purchase of suitable school books, or histories, for-the use of 

the institution, such a libiary would, no doubt, soon be greatly 
augmented by the voluntary conitibutions of the humane and the 
benevolent. i 

Those who deny the practicability of the zeformction of peni- 
tentiary convicis in this manner, oniy evince the want of a proper 
krowiedge of human nature. Those whoengage in the high and 
laudable object of inculcating the principles of religion, morality, 
and virtue, where they are enforced by proper exempiary conduct, 
will command the respect of all men; and to deny the possibility 
and even probability of a reformation and improvement, to some 
extent, at least, in the convicls, would be to deny that man isim- 
pressed with the image of his Creator Ner ought we necessarily 
to suppose that all who may be sent to the penilentiary are to be 
regarded as having lost ali character or sense of propriety. To 
say nothing of those who might be innocentiy committed under 
our penitentiary code, even the best citizen may be liable, in a mis- 
guided moment of passion, to take the life of his fellow-man in 2 

- manner that would subject him 10 its penalties, and every person 
engaged in a duel, is subject to the same penalty; that is, the las! 
mentioned offenders are subject to the ignominy of peniieniiasy 
confinement, for doing an act which many good and distinguished 
citizens regard as having no moral turpitude init, but which, asa 
practice, is even now upbeld by public opinion. * 
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Norare weto suppose that all who may commit these offences? 
which are malum in se, are necessarily lost to the State. A miş- 
guided youth or young man, under the influence of bad counsels, 
or, perhaps, for the want of proper early education, may commit 
theft, or some act which will subject him to the penalties of peni- 
tentiary confinement, which he would not have done under the in- 
fluence of better counsels or a better education, or if left to the in- 
fluence of his own better feelings, and which, under proper correc- 
tion, he may never commit again. Asa part of this proposed sys- 
tem, of making penitentiary confinement answer as a place of cor- 
rection, and to improve the morals and conduct of its inmates, your 
committee would recommend the investing the inspectors with 
powers to add to, er shorten the term of their sentence—say, at the 
end of each month-—apoa an unfavorable report of their conduct 
nn& behavior, to extend the term of their sentence, not exceeding 
fire days; and in like manner, upon a favorable report, to shorten 
the term of their sentence, not exceeding the same time; and also, 
atthe end of each year, to advise the Governor to pardon such as 
he might think' proper subjects, upon a favorable 1epresentation 
made to him by the inspectors and keepers. Such a system,svehich 
would have for its tendency, to punish vice, and reward virtue> 
could scarcely fail to te productive of good results. 

Upon the subject of the employment of the convicts, your com- 
mittee would remark, that as they believe that the great object of 
the system shoald be the reformation, if possible, of those who are 
committed: and as it cannot be expected that the institution can ever 
be a source òf much profit to the State, their employment should 
rather be of such a character as would be of public good or use- 
faloess. With this view, experiments might be made when not done 

Jt too great a cost, in the manufacture of articles not yet introduced 
or extensively used in the country. Among the most prominent of 
these, would be the manufacture of cotton goods, cotton bagging or 
the reeling and manufacture ef silk, and such other new subjects 
as might from time to time recommend themselves. 

Ote subject your committee would particularly recommend te 
your consideration. A gloomy cloud seems to overspread the fu- 
ture hopes of cur country in regard to its great and. hitherto pro- 


_ ductive staple, and it seems to behoave our citizens to look to other 


pursuits and employments from which to derive, in part at least, 
thejr suppart. 
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"The business of culture, in its various branches and varitiies, 
might be carried on ia a small and experimental way, so as to as- 
certain facts and give information to 1he country, of a highly im. 
portant and useful character. Ifthe State Agricolturai Society now 
created by law, or such other as might be hereafter created, or indi- 
vidual societies were to be authorized to have a controlling infa- 
ence ja the direction of the manner in which such culture should 
be carried on or experiments tried, the State would secure the ad- 
vantages of the gratuitous services of intelligentand scientific men, 
and such cooperation might be made to contribute greatly to the 
true wealth and prosperity of the State— the prosper ty of the peo- 
pie. For the purpose of experimenting in the cultivation and 
grefiing or budding of fruit trees—the cultivation of the grape and 
such exotic or native growths as might bedeemed advisable to ex- 
periment upon, it would be proper for the State to have ground 
apart from the Penitentiary, which might be cultivated by the 
more trusty convicts, or by others under sufficient guard. And, in- 
deed, there seems to be no good reason why the cuiure and rearing 
of fruit trees for market, might not be made a very profitable em- 
ployment, while it would dp a still greater god by introducing 
such articles into the country, and by calling the attention of our 
citizens to this hitherto too much neglected subject. 

Another strong reason why the institution should be turned to - 
objects of this character is this fact the ordinary branches of me- 
chanism cannot be extensively carried on and find z market for ail 
the manufacture or productions, except by selling at a price below 
that already asked by mechanies residing in the country, engaged 
in a similar business. Is it, then, right that the people of the State 
should bear the burthen of the sopportof an institution which hes 
the effect of injuring, and in some measure, bringing into disre-. 
pute the business of a useful and meritorious elass of citizens? If 
itis true that lows are unjust which have a tendency fo tax one 
portion of the people for the benefit of another, those laws surely 
must be much more objectionable which have a tendency to injure 
some of the useful classes, and which only impose burihens on the 
State at large. 

Another objection to the system of shopping or keeping artícies 
for sale in the Penitentiary is, that it introduces numerous visitors 
within the walls, and exposes, at all times, to public’ gaze, the un- 
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fortunate inmates, and which renders it much more difficult to keep 
up an efficient and salutary discipline. 

One of the most profitable employments at which a limited num- 
ber of the convicis could be placed, and which would be most valu- 
able to the State, world be the establishment of a printing office 
for the purpose of doing the public printing of the State and other 
work. * 

The amount which could be thus annually saved to the State by 
the labour of a few individuals, would be greater than the earnings 
of the whole number in the business in which they are now em- 
ployed. Yet, sucha proposition would bardly be favorably entertain- 
ed by thisor any legislature in the Union, because printers and others 
engaged in that business would have the means of repelling what 
they would most probably regard as an insult to their profession, 
and yet it might well be asked, why have not other branches of bu- 
siness a right to the same regard? 

In view of this proposed alteration of the manner of the em- 
ployment of the labor of the convicts, and of the regulations and 
- discipline, your committee recommend fo your consideration the 
suggestions of Mr Niehols, the State architect, in the report made 
by him to your committee at their request and herewith accompa- 
using. The business of making brick and erecting buildings, 
your committce believe can be carried on more usefully and profita- 
bly as a means of employment to most of the laboring convicts, 
as asaving to the State, than any business in which they can at 
present be engaged; and we would concur in recommending the 
completion of the building reeommended by him, but from the 
enormous cost which the penitentiary has already incurred to the 
State, and from the embarrassed condition of its treasury and finan- 
ces, your committee weuld hesit-te at this time to recommend much 
additional expenditure in the way of building. 

Your committee would also recommend a change of the law in 
regard to runaway slaves, so far as to cause them to be committed 
here aud employed for the State for a time before they are sold; a 
measure from which the State would derive a considerable benefit, 
while it would greatly diminish the cost to the owner in the re- 
covery of Bou of which is respectfully submitted.

Answer—Accompanying the inspectors report are documents 
showing the matter asked for, up to November 1841; and 1 will 
furnish the committee with an exhibit, shewing the same from that 
time gp to the present, to-morrow. 

State what ars the habits of the keeper and inferior officers in 
regard to the nse of ardent spirits. Have you seen him or them on 
duty, under the influence of ardent spirits? 

Ansirer— Tho use of ardent spirits, within the institution, is pro- 
hibited. Ihave seen the superintendant and the clerk under the 
influence of spirifuous liquors, ont of the penitentiary, but not as I 
recollect, when upon duty. 

State whether the keeper is or not occasionally under the influ- 
ence of violent passion and irregularin his habits among the com 
victa? 

Answer—So far as my own knowledge extends, I say no. 

Has the keeper favorites among the convicts, or in other words, 
does he pr not show a partinlity to some? 

-Answer—' Not to my knowledge. 

Is the keeper an accurate book-keeper, or do you think, from 
what you have seen, thathe understands or is capable of keeping 
books correctly? 

Auswer—I have never seen any books by him kept, and from 
the knowledge that he seems forvince of the books kept by the 
clerk, I must say he isdeficient as a book keeper. 

Dp you or not think that it would bea salutary regulation to de- 
posite the manufactured articles with some person put of the peni- 
tentiary, io sell them for the institution as an agent or salesman? 

Answer—An-agency established nur only 10 sell, but to purchase 
for the institucion, under proper restrictions would be beneficial, and 
wonld have a salutary effert in exeluding persons from entering 
within the walls of tire prison—for a conspiracy, to Fescue convicis 
eoid be made under the pretence of a wishio purchase. ` 
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Did or notthe omission of the keeper to render his accounts, that 
occurred previous to this year, so as to have them charged to the 
account of the penitentiary at the proper time, result ina loss to 
the State? 
^ Answer--No. The only effect it had was to charge the year 
ending November, 1841, with three or four thousand dollars, that 
should have been charged to the year ending November, 1840, 
lt was, no doubt, owing to the fact that claimants did not present 
their accounts to be allowed and paid by draft upon the Auditor, 
and the neglect of the superintendant to comply with the «requisi- 
tions of the statute, to “report all of his transactions,” monthly, to 
the inspectors, and not, as E believe, from any disposition to deceive 
or mislead, 

Was ornot, Mr Hart, the superintendant, during the last year 
in the habit of inflicting unnecessary and severe punishments on 
the convicts, for very trivial offences, such as obeying the calls of 
` mature while in their cells, so that the inspectors had to nac 
their authotityto restrain him? 

“Answer-—lIn the case alluded to, he did inflict punishment upon 
convicts, and the board of inspectors passed an order to prohibit the 
same—April, 1841. Some time after, complaints were made to 
me, by convicts, that they were still put upon allowance for obey- 
ing the call of natare in their cells in the night—and upon my en- 
quiring of the superintendant, he said it was so. lasked how and 
why he did so, when the board had prohibited the same—He 
said that be did not know of the order—that he would in future be 
goverued by it. 1 do not know of any other acts of him, that could 
be called cruel or severe punisnment, of my own knowledge. 

Do yon or notthink an improvement might be made in the dis- 
cipline of the prison, and the condition of the convicts be rendered 
better by abolishing the pillory and all other degrading punish- 
ments, resorting only to solitary confinement and dieting, asa pun- 
ishment to transgressors, and holding out inducements to those who 
conduct themselves well, by a system of rewards—such as allowing 
them tbe use of bocks, calculated for improvement? 

Answer—1 am not awareof any change that would better the 
condition cf the convicts, with safety to the institution. I entered 
upon my duties as inspector, March 8, 1841. I then found that. 
the convic's were in a state of insubordination, and the inspectors 
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deemed it absolutely necessary to make an order divecting the 
erection of stocks, Theslutary effect was, that order and sobor- 
dination were restored. For further answer thereto, the commit 
fee are referred to the insperters reportto the legislature, through 
the governor. Axio books, each ronvitt is furnished with a bible. 

Do you not believe that if a system of Sunday schoel instruc- 
tion was introduced among them, 30 as fo permit those who are 
disposed to improve themaelves,io spend the Sabbath day in recciz- 
ing literary and religious, and moral instruction, that it would be 
productive of good, in improving the morais of the convicts and 
at the same time render their situations more comfortable. 

Auswer—i have no doubt that a mora! instructor wouid be pro- 
duetivs o? much gazd, and the report of the eee will shew 
the manner they are taught at this time. : 

Do you ur no! believe ihm: the badges of dishonor simmaliy put 
upon prisoners in penitentiaries, such as shaving the hair, and re- 
quiring prisoners to wear uncouth clothing, diferent from other 
men, is calculated, instead of improving, to make them worse and 
more hardened, by being al all times reminded of the degradation 
which is affixed upon them? 

Answer—1 believe any badge imposed upon a corvicias a mark 
of deoredation, has a direct tendency do harden; but I draw a dis 
tinction from marks, nr pechliar kind of ciothing pul upon the zon- 
vicis, for the purpose of identifyingthem, and us a prevention from 
ESTADO. 

Does not the manufacturing of articles for sale in the penitentiary 
pperate prejudicially towards the mechanics of Jackson and its 
vicinity, in those branches of mechanism carried on inthe peniten- 
tiary? 

Answer.—TI hare no doubt of it. 

Conid not the business of printing be carried on very convenient- 
iy in the penitentiary, aud wouid not an office established there te 
asprofitabie tothe State as apy business in which the convicis 
ronid be empisyed in-what they could save to the Bute by doing 
the public printing?

Answer to ist question —There were disctepancies, or rather 
omissions, in several of the monthly reports of the Superintendent 
to the Inspectors, which was fully made known and explained in the 
annual report of 1840, of the Inspectors fo His Excellency, the 
Governor, and by him laid before the Legislature, as will more fully 
appear by the journals of the House of Representatives, page 360, 
and the document marked F, page 396, there referred to, and is 
made a part of his answer to this intérrogatory. 

Answer to 2d question. —My attention was called some time in 
the month of May, 1841, by the Assistant Keeper, Judge Spann,in 
relation tothe sale of some ploughs, which had not been credited 
upon the books. As Clerk of the Penitentiary, I made it known to 
the Inspectors, and an investigation was had in relation to the mat- 
ter, and it was found that ploughs had been sold which the master 
workman had not credited, upon thé book kept in his shop. Fora 
better understanding of the manner of keeping accounts in the shops 
of the Penkentiary, 1 bei leave to make the following statement:

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thies may be excited, we were constrained from the necessity of the” 
case, to resort to it. 

Several of the convicts have succeeded in eluding the vigilance 
of their keepers, and escaped from prison. They have been reta- 
ken with the exception of Wm. Jones, who was sentenced for life 
for the crime of negro stealing, and who escaped the 11th day of 
July, 1511, E 

Upon investigating the cause which led to his esbape, it was 
found that the assistant keeper J. B. Span, had neglected for weeks 
duly to examine the conviets, as by the laws and rules of the insti- 
tution bo was required to do, whereby the said convict Jones was 
enabled t» make bis escape. "Phe inspectors deemed this non- 
performance of duty, of the assistant keeper of such vital importance 
for the sale-keeping of the convicts, as to demand his removal from 
ofie, and it was done. 

lt is by the most strict vigilance and the most close scrutiny by 
the keepzrs, that the convicts ean be retained in their confinement; 
therefore, the public good demands a rigid exactness of the duties 
of those to whom their keeping is confided; wherefore, however 
repugnant it was to their feelings, the inspectors felt themselves 
compelled to move for the removal of this officer, who had other- 
wise, by his humanity and kindness to the sick, won their esteem 
and admiration.

The amount thus expended, covered the building ofthe East pri- 
son, the Keeper's house and its appendages, the foundation for the 
walls and cells of the West prison, and building the outer wall and 
watch towers, on the south side of the prison ground. 

The rooms in the Keepers house, have been mostly diverted 
from their original purpose, as will be seen by reference to the plan 

adopted by the Legislature. On the principal floor, the large rooms, 
right and left of the entrance passage, are constructed with large 
recesses and flues, to receive cooking apparatus of any description, 
and being placed guütsdsds to the prison, were intended as a kitch- 
en and laundry, acd the rooms immediately over them, on the se- 
cond story, being spacioos and airy, were intended as infirmaries 
* forthe sick, where they could be well attended and guarded, with- 
oat extraordinary vigilance to prevent escapes. These rooms are 
poe epp to purposes in which the institution has little interest, 
whilstths kitchen is kicked out cf doors into an inconvenient s'ta- 
atien, with its unseemly ch mneies, disfiguring, smoking and dis- 
tarbing the harmony of the principal elevation of the buildings. 
Thate spit al hes been sant to another part of the premises, and built 
e Wit ¿ont te gard lo the principles which should govern such struc- 
tare—to prevent eseapes—which are more frequently platted and 
censummatel in the hospital, than elsewhere, and the Department 
«ill, in this instance, require an additional guard, night and dat. 

it was nct intended that the family of the Keeper, with a numer- 
ons retinue, should be accommodated within the prison walls, ap- 
prehenling that the discipline might he thereby relaxed; it was, 
therefore, determined by the commissioners, that if the Keeper 
stoli bz a man of family, a small establishment should be built 
fer their us=, on the adjacent ground belonging to the Institution, 
acd Eis office and the Keeper's was constructed with a private door,

In entering on the discharge of the duties of Commissioner of 
Public Buildings, on the 13th day of November, 1841, 1 found the 
alice is a confused condition, with the papers thrown together in 
grestdisosder. No regular books have erer been kept, except du- 
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ring the administration of my immedisie predecessor. What boss 
were used, are a confused mass of hierogiyphics, from which n» 
seltlementcan be made with accuracy. Persons having claims 
against the State, are continually calling on the Commissioner to 
make setilements and give certificates to the Auditor for his war- 
rants. ‘To refuse a cerüücate whenthe Commissioner issatisfed 
that the claim is just and unpaid, isan act of great injustize to the 
clamant To give a certificate where no entry ofa contract has 
been made on the books, renders the State liable to great imposi. 
fons. 1 cannot think, however, thatthe poor man, who has lh- 
bored for months, anl whose‘family is dependant on bim for sus- 
tenance, should by the negligence of officers of State, (whose duty 
itisto record suck contracts) lose the value of his imbor, when he 
has faithially complied with his contract. 

it appears thet a number of contracts have becn made, of which 
thereis no entry on the books, or papers filed containing the terms 
ofsuch contract. Partial payments have been made on these crn- 
tracts, anl receipistaken therefor, which, instead of being backed, 
nentiy labelled and filed away, are thrown together in hotebprt. 

Daily calls are made upon the Commissioner for settlement with 
theState by Stats creditor. Ifthe hooks werein proper condition, 
a settlement with any person having demands against the Note, 
would be but the work of a few moments. But whot is inon? 
The Commissioner must for hours, perhaps for days, tum over a 
confused mass of papers to find a voucher to enable him to settle with 
ths claimant, so as lo authorize a certificate to the Auditor for the 
amoúni due. 

Several suits have been insijtuted against the State for large 
zmounis oí money on contraris meds by the Commissioners, who 
hara preredad me. A shor: time since, a judgment was rendered 
against the State for upwaris oftwenty thousand dollars; and there 
is no.doubt but what other judgments will be rendered against the 
State for large emounts of money, unless the papers ofthis office are 
all recorded in proper books, from which ceriified copies can be 
taken to be given in evidence before the couris. 

The Legislatura would do more towards retrenchment and re- 
form, by placing the Commissioner's office in proper order, than by 
any other act of legislation whatsoever. é 

To place this office in proper order, and to recon the papers of 
the office, would require the services of some competent person for 
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twelve or fieen months, whose compensation should not be taken 
into consideration, when we reflect on the great advantage which 
the State would derive from plating the Commissioner's office in 
properorder. The Commissioner may be answered by saying, 
that the State is deeply in debt, and is unable 10 pay the salaries of 

: amy more officers. Et isa well known fact, that no man has beena 
me xealous advocate of retreachment and reform, than your Com- 
missioner; the journals of your body, for years past, will testify toit. 
Bat Lam of the opinion, that an expenditure of fifteen hundred dol- 
lars, would save tothe State several thousands. 

Something must be done, or the interests of the State are jeopar- 
dired. A new system should be adopted in the Commissioner's 
effice. The books should show ata single glance, the amountdue 
from the State to any person to whom it is indebted. The vouchers, 
contracts, bonds, and ether papers, should all be recorded, neatly la- 
beled, and fied away in the archives, with such reference made on 
the books to the number of the box in which each paper is fled as 
would enable any person ina few moments to find any paper be- 
longing to the office. 

1 would respectiully suggest, that the laws prescribing the Com- 
missioner's duly, ate very defective. His dutiesshould be more 
dmünciy marked out anddefined. If your honorable body should 
think $t to appointa commiltes to consolidate and remodel the laws 
now in force concerning the Commissioner, it would afford me much 
Pleasure to make such suggestions to them im regard to this office, 
and ihe laws relating thereto, as would enable em to perform the 
duty assigned them with ease. 

Some difficulty hos arisen in regard to the power of the Commis- 
sioner of Pablic Buildings to make contracts for materials furnished. 
the Penitentiary. I: would be much betierto authorize the Inspec- 
fors of ihe Penitentiary, or the Keeper thereof, to make such ecn- 
tracts. They know what is needed and can make contracts to bet- 
ler advantage than the Commissioner. 

Theact of 1841, which made the State Treasurer Commissioner 
of Public Buildings, has greatly increased his labors. Hisduties 
are oherous—contracis of every description are to be made by him, 
and should be recorded, together with all vouchers relating thereto, 
which, to be properly done, would require the constant labor of a 
clerk.

On the-filth day of February, 1838, the Legislature — an 
an act (it having .been passed. by a formér Legislature, and 
published as required by the above provision of the congtitu- - 

tion) “to incorporate the subscribers to the Mississippi Union - 


"Bank." To facilitate said bank, orto furnish funds for its banking 


operations, the act provides, in the fifth section, Sor a loan of fifteen 
millions and five hundred thousand dollars, far the : redemption: of 
which, the faith of the State was pledgod, “both for the security of 
the capital and i interest." The Governor of the State to effect this 
loan, was required to issue seven thousand five hundred bonds, of 
two thousand dollars each, payable in inire fifteen, eighteen and 
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twenty years, bearing an interest of five per cent per annum.— 
These bonds were to be issued upon the following confitions, to 
wit: 

1. Books of subscription for the sum of fifteen millions five hun- 
dred thousand dollars, divided into shares of one hundred dollars 
eath, and intended to secure said loan, were to be opened and kept 
open under the inspection of ten managers, to be chosen by joint 
ballot of the Legislature during the period of six months, , 

2. The owners of real estate situated in the State of Mississippi, 


and who are citizens thereof, shall be the only persons entitled to. 


subscribe. 

3. To secure the amount subscribed, mortgages were to be given 
on property of a sufficient character, and of an imperishable nature, 
tothe satisfaction of the directors—ihe property in all cases, to bé 
equal to the amount of their respective stock. . 

4. Each stockholder was required to pay in cash the sum of 
teu dollars to the commissioners or directors, or theif agents, on 
each and every share subscribed by him, at ds a time as might 
be required by the directors. 

5. When five thousand shares Should be subscribed, the Gover-. 
Bor was fo appoint provisionally, thirteen directors, o were ta 
hold their office twelve months. 

6. After closing the books, and when it should appear that at 
least five hundred thousand dollars had been: subscribed and paid 
ea the original stock of said bank, the institutich was to go into 
immediate operation. 

7. So soon as the directors should be appointed and their presi- 
dent elected, arid the same notified to the Governor of the State, he 
should thereupon execute to the said hank, from time to time, bonds 


da amount proportionate tothe amounts subscribed and secured to the ` 


.Ktfisfaction of the directors, as required by the charter, until the 
‘whole fifteen millions five hundred thousand dollars shall be fur- 
nished in bondsas before provided for” The committee will here 
sheerve, that the seven foregoing conditions were conditions prece- 
dent to the issuance of any bonds of the State, as provided for in 
the Sib section of the original act of incorporation. The Gover- 
wr bad no authority to issue asingle bond until these conditions 
were complied with. : 

The following additional provisions for the security of the State

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agains liability on those bonds, are contained in said o.iginal acf, 
to wit: 

Both the capital and interest shall be paid by the bank; and to 
elfect this purpose the whole profits of the bank for elo years 
are to be employed as capital for the purpose of providing a Siak- 
ing Fund for the payment of that portion of the bonds that will fil 
due in twelve years. If there be any residue of those profits, onc 
“fourth of that residue is io be divided between the stockholders, 
and the other three fourths, together with the whole profits acera- 
ing between twelve and fifieen years, are to be employed in the pay- 
ment of the bonds falling due in fifieen years, and 20 on, until the 
whole of the bonds were paid, afiér which ten per cent of the pro- 
fits were to be paid st stated times into the State Treasury, and the 
State is ło have a standing accommodation Joan of two hundred 
thousand dollars. These, with many minor provisions for the se- 
entity of the State, induced the people to agree that said Joan 
should be made, and the pledge of the faith of the State given for 
the redemption of that Joan; and the conditions and provisions for 
their security cóntained in the act, having been published accord- 
ing to the requirements of the Constitution, it became a law by the 
second passage, on the Sth of February, 1338, as above stated. 

The same Legislature, on the 15th day of the same month, and 
daring the same session, passed an act supplementary to an act, to 
incorporate the sabscribers to the Mississippi Union Bank, the first 
section of which provides “that 4s soon as the books of subscrip- 
tion for stock im the Mississippi Union Bank are opened, the Go- 
vemor of the State is hereby authorized nd sequited to subscribe | 

for, m behalf of the State, fifty thousand shares of the stock of the 
original capital of the said bank, the same to be paid for out of the 
State bonds to be executed to the said bank as already provided for 
in the said charter” the profitsof which were to be applied for the * 
benefit of ths State, to purposes of internal i ati and the 
promotion of education. 

The Sth section of said supplemental act, grades ibat “that 
portion of the stock of said Union Bank to be subscribed for on 
the part of the Siate, as provided for in the first section of this act, 
shall be taken from the whole amount of the capital stock of said 
bank, and the subscriptions for stock at the mother bank and several 
` branches of said bank, shall be so graduated as to reduce the z- 
mount of stock 10 be subscribed for by individuals in a just ratio 
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proportionate to their capital; and that nothing in the charter of. 
said bank shall be so construed as to deprive the State of the amount 
of stock provided for in the first section of this supplemental act. 

- It ig evident from the above provisions, that the amount of stock 
to be subscribed for by individuals, was (by the supplemental act,) 
reduced to teu millions five hundred thousand dollars; and, as by 
the original charter, no individual was required to secure by mort- 
gagea larger amount than that subscribed by him, so only ten 
millions five hundred thousand dollars of the capital stock was to 
be thus secured to the State by mortgage of the individual sub- 
acribers, leaving the five millions subscribed for on behalf of the ^ 
State, without any such security, and making the people primari- 
ly liable for five millions and its accruing interest, without any 
other security lor the five millions row in question, than the assets 
of the bank. This will be made further evident by a reference to 
the mortgages “for stock, in which it is asserted that the bonds 
executed to the bank by thesnbscribers for stock, were given to se. 
cure the State of Mississippi in the payment of the principal and 
interest of ten millions five hundred thousand dollars of the loan to 
be obtained by meansof the bonds of theState issued,” &c; uct to 
secure the State in the loan of fifteen millions five hundred thou- 
sand dollars, as contemplated by the original charter; not to secure 
five millions of the loan that had been obtained, but to secure the 
State in ten millions five hundred thousand dollars of the loan to be 
ebiained. 

It is evident, therefore, that the two sections of the supplemental 
act, above alluded to, repealed the original charter—changing the 
relation of the State to the bankand the liability of the people, so 
far as the five millions of bonds already issued are concerned, and 
constitute to all intentsand purposes, a new law to obtain a loan 
of five millions of dollars, in direct violation of the provisions of 

“the original charter. 

This law to obtain a loan of five millions upon the credit of the 
State, was never published before the people for their sanction, and 
mever was agrecd to and re-passed by a second legislature, as is im- 
peratively required by the constitution. 

The original act authorizing a loan for the benefit of the Mis-, 
Smippi Union Bank, as we have before noticed, required a number 
ef, precedent conditionsto be complied with before the governor 
was allowed to issue a single bond.-—The question presents itself — 
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Were these conditions complied with? The committee answer, No; 
not one, except the opening of the books and the election of the 
managers. Nota bond of the State has been sold, nor a dollar ob. 
tained by virtue of the law to which the people assented, but in 
direct violation of that law.: Tô violate a law, cannot be obedience 
to that law. i must, therefore, be admitted, that the five millions 
loan was not obtained by the original charter, but “pursuant to the 
provisions of the supplemental charter? and as we have shown, 
that to ali intents and purposes, that is a distinct law from the ori- 
ginal act of invorporation—obtaining a loin upon the credit of the 
State upon different principles, and mvolving a different liability of 
the people, and without their consent or the action of a second le. 
gisicture, as required by the cocstitation, those provisions of the 
supplemental act are palpably unconstitutional, and therefore ball 
and void, If inthis conclusion we are correct, then all the acts 
carrying thcs2 unconstitutional provisions into effect, are equally 
unconstitutional and without authority; from which the conclusion 
is irresistable, that the State of Mississippi, or the people thereof, 
are not bound fo pay the bonds sold to Mr Nicholas Biddle, on ac- 
count cf the Mississippi Union Bank. 

Bat the committee are aware that it is contended, that the fifth 
section of the original charter pledged the faith of the State for 
fifteen millions five hundred thousand dollars. Thisis admitted, but 
what were the conditions of that pledge? On what conditions was 
the governor to execute these bonds? When conditions precedent 
exist iothe performance of any action, they constitute a positive 
prohibition to the performance of that action without a previous 
compliance with those conditions. These precedent conditions not 
havinz been complied with, the pledge of the faith of the State was 
rendered nugatory. Therefore, the bonds were not issued and sold 
by any authority contained in the original cnarter. If, then they 
were issued and sold by virtue of the provisicns of the supplemen- 
tal act, as before shown, that issuance and sale was withovt anthori- 
ty, therefore void and not binding on the people. The committee 
will further observe, that even if tie abore argument be correct, 
which is not admitted, the mere pledge of the faith of the State, or 
ihe mere signing of the bonds, incurred no liability; for the go- 
ernor might have signed bonds ad infinitum,or until he had filled 
the capitol and the streets of Jackson with them; but so long 25 
they remain in his possession, are not negotiated or passed into the 
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bands of third persons, no liability i is incurred, and the whole - 
ration would be harmiess. 

But it isargued that, as the Legislature and Executive are elected 
by the people, they aré the agents of the people—their acts are 
the acis of the people, and binding on the people. These affirma- 
tions arecertainiy correct, so far asihe Legislature nnd Executive 
act within the pale of their authority, but no further, The Consti- 
tution is the sphere within which the body politic “lives, moves and 
has its being” In legal contemplation, while that constitution ex- 
isis, the body politic cannot act without or beyond that sphere. « It 
circumscribes the action of every public functionary created by its 
authority, and any act of his beyond his sphere, is notan official, but 
a personal act, for which the people are no more responsible, than for 
the personal act of any other individual. If then, {as we have 
shown,) the act under which the bonds in question were issued and 
sold, and the loan of five millions cf dollars obtained, was uncon- 
aitutional it wes the personal act of individuals, and hot the act of 
the body politic, known as the State of Mississippi. It follows 
then, that the State of Mississippi never issued those bonds, nor 
authorized thelr issuance as they were issued. . The State of Mis. 
sissippi never did borrow one dollar, or ever did receive one cent of 
money from Nicholas Biddle, and is therefore, under no legal or 
moral obligation to pay the five millions of fraudulent bonds. 

The constitution is the declared wil of a whole people, and is 
designed among other objects of its creation, to protect the rights s of 
the minority against the aggressions ef the majority. . But if the 
doctrine is to prevail that all acts whether constitational or not of the 
Legislature and Executive, arethe acts of the people and binding 
upon them, then the days of constitutional liberty are numbered, 
and our whole political system willbe overtarned. The weak 
will be continually subjected to the capricionsness and iron sway 
of reckless majorities. Our Legislature, forthe time being, will 
become an oligarchy and a despotism cf the most fearful charac- 
fer. 

If the late violation of our constitution, by which, bonds pur- 
porting to be the bonds of the State, were issued and sold, be sub- 
mitted to, it will becomea pregedert for other violations of a simi- 
lar character. A corruptor misguided legislature may pass a 
law to obtain a loan under such specious pretests as io flatter the 
people with golden prospects, and to induce them to approve the 
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law, then repass the act, and again, and immediately, by the magic 
power of a supplemental act, divert the loan to any other object 
than that contemplated by the original act.—They may potthe mo- 
ney in their own pockets, and if the people complain, urge that 
the people have agreed to a pledge of.the faith of the State, {altho 
for a different objectand upon different conditions than those con- 
tained in the original act) yet the supplement is cons‘itntional, acd 
the people bound by it. Such a miserable subterfuge is 100 ridicu- 
lous to be seriously entertained: and yet it is one of the arguments 
usedío convince the freemen of Mississippi that the supplemental 
‘att, row in question is eonstitotional, and that they are bound to 
pay the Union Bank bonds. For what purpose does the constitu- 
tion declare, that all laws passed contrary to its provisions, shall be 
 udery nell and void, if the above doctrine is te prevail? The 
making of constitutions would bea mere farce; and although they 
are called the supreme law of the lond—alibough every public 
fanctionazy is sworn to support Lis constitution, and every citizen 
who has taxen protection under it, is regarded as under an implied 
oath tasuppo:t it, yet is provisionsare fo be binding or nugatory, 
just as suits the caprice or the interest of the Legisiature. That 
whiek the constitation pronounces a nullity.a nothing, is still such 
an important something as to pace the pnbie under obligations to 
pay five millions of dollars! 

The commitice will farther observe, that said supplemental act 
was passed in direct violation of a rule of parliamentary law, the 
obligations of which were imperative, that a law passed at any ses- 
sion of the jer srlatuie shall not bo repealed atthe same session; 
and yet in the face of that rale, by the passage of the snpplement 
they repealed the following important provisions of the original 
charter to-wit 

i. The privilege of individuals to subscribe for fifteen millions 
five hundred thousand dollars of ihe capital stork, reducing tbat 
privilege to ten millions five hundred thousand dollars. 

2. The payment of ten dollars on each share of stock sub- 
scribed for by them. ^ 

3. The appsintment of a provisional directory. 

4, The prohibition of the bank's going into operation until fice 
thousand shares should be subscribed, and five hundred thousand 
dollars paid in. 
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5. The prohibition to the governor's issuing any bonds of the 
State until these things were done. 

6. The appropriation of the whule profits for twelve years, &c. 
tothe payment of the boonds, diverting the profits on five millions 
to purposes of infernal improvement and the promotion of educa- 
tion. ^ 

7. The provisions giving to the State ten per cent of the profits 
of the bank, and a standing accommodation loan; and finally, all 
of the original charter that conflicts with the provisions of the 
supplement. 

It fellows, from the facts above stated, that the legislature had 
Do power to pass ssid supplement under the rule, m that said act, 
so far os it changed the nature of the State's liability—its relation 
tothe bank, and the repeal of the provisions of the ‘original act, 
(which had been sanctioned by the people, and were conditions 
upon which they had agreed the loan should be made) was-a le- 
gislative fraud, unauthorized alike, either by the constitution or the 
rules of parliamentary law. | 

But it is contended by some, that even ifthe law under whichthe 
bonds were issued and sold be unconstitutional, yet there is a moral 
obligation resting on the State to pay these bonds, because the State 
gotthe money and used it The committee regard these declara- 
lions as a mere assumption, unfounded in troth—a begging of the 
very question in debate. If the State did receive and use the mo- 
wey, there isan end to the controversy. But we deny the truth of 
the assumption. Ifthe law,under which the bonds were issued, 
sold, and the money received and used, was unconstitutional, the acts 
of the supposed agents of the people, in carrying these measures in- 
to effect, were peu and not official acts, consequently, not the 
acts of the people; and unless it can be shown that the money has 
been received by the authority of the people, and used for their ben- 
«hi, in obedienceto their declared will, the premises are untrue, and 
the conclusions drawn from the premises are equally untrue and il- 
lusory. Noindividual can be under a moral obligation to pay a 
debt which he had no agency in contracting, much less, when he 
had positively forbidden the making of such a contract. The people 
of Mississippi have positively forbidden the making of such a con- 
tract as that by which the money in question was obtained. The 
Bite of Mississippi had no agency in contracting for it, and is, 
therefore, under no moral obligation to pay the unauthorized con- 
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tracis ofothers. Every public fonctionary takes an oath to support 
the constitution. Isthere no moral obligation connected with an 
oath? Most assuredly there is; and one paramount to any obliga- 
- tiog which can exist, or control our actions in the varied relations 
of society—one which reaches from earth to heaven, ard. binds 
man to the throne of the Eternai—one which forms connecting 
link between our present and future destiny. TE then, we are under 
a moral obligation to observe the solemnitics of an path, can we be 
under an obligation to violate that oath? If we have sworn tosup- 
port the constitution,are we under a moral obligation to aid in car- 
rying out a violation of that constitution? To suppose such a con- 
clus‘on to be true, is to suppose that morality is at war with itself, 
iban which, nothing is more absurd. | 

But it is further ‘contended, that the State has since approved the 
issuance and sale of the bonds, therefore; she is liable. This con- 
clusion, the committee conceive, is founded on another assumption 
that is untrue, For the committee cannot admit, that if one legis- 
lature pass an unconstitutiona! law, its passage or recognition by a 
subsequent legisiature, can heal the wound or make it constitutional 
The philosophy of the opposite of our conclusion would be exempli- 
fied by the following suppositions. If a man be stabbed through 
the langs, ta cure him, a physician recommends that he be stabbed 
through the heart! Ifa murder be committed, the sin can be can- 
celled by committing another murder! So, if the State violate the 
constitution once, it is usurpation; if twice, it is patriotism! Bot 
the committee deny that the State, or the law-making power of the | 
State, have, since the sale of the bonds, ever passed any law of re- 
cognition of tlie constituticnality of the law, or validity of the sale. 
`W they had done se,-they had no power to do so, for the reasons 
above enumerated. 

On the latter subject of Gio to wit: The circumstancesand 
faets attending the sale of the Bonds, the committee will observe, 
that after the Governor had, in pursuance of the provisions of the 
supplemental aet, subscribed for five millions of the capital stock, 
and executed to the Bank two thousand five hundred bonds, for the 
sum of two thousand dollars each, the Bank procceded to the ap- 
pointment of Messrs Wilkins, Pinkard and Wilkinson, Commis- 
sioners, with authority to sell the Bonds in any market in the Uni- 
ted States or in Europe: “Provided, only, that said Commission- 
ers shall notsell'the Bonds for less than their ‘par value’ in curren? 
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money of the United States” The next fact that merits atten- 
tion is, that on arrivinz at Philadelphia, the Commissioners made a a 
proposition to Nicholas Biddle to sell to the United States Bank of 
Pennsylvania, the “five millions of State Bonds, payable at any 
House in London, Liverpool or any other place he might desig- 
nete, in sterling money, at the rate of four shillingsand sixpence to 

. the dollar, the interest payable «nthe same, semi-annually. The 
bonds to be paid for in five instalments, equal in amount, on the first 
days of November, January, March, May and July, thereafter,” &c. 
On the same day Mr Biddle accepted the proposition, and two days 
thereafter, the contract was consummated; in which the Commis- 
sioners agree to sell to Nicholas Biddle the five millions of Bonds, 
making them "payable at the agency of the Bank of the United 

Á States in London, sterling money, at the rate of four shillings and 
six-pence to the dollar, with interest payable semi-annually at the 
same placeand rate” Mr Biddle agreed on his part “io pay five 
millions of dollars, lawful money of the United States, in five equal 
instalments ofone million of dollars each,” as was proposed by the 
Commissioners—the first four paymentsto be made-in New Orleans, 
and the lost payment in the dí city of Natchez.’ The Commissioners 
agreed that the Bonds should bear interest from their date, and were 
sold, with the interest to accrue upon them up to the date of the re- 

' spective payments agreed on, for Mr Biddles promises, (guaran- 
teed by the United States Bank) to pay five millions of dollars as 
stipulated : 

Tie committee will now examine the above facts with a view to 
determine whether the commissioners, in making the contract, 
transcended their authority and whether Mr Biddle committed any 
fraud in the purchase. 

And first: Did they sell the bonds for less than “their par value 
la current money of the U nited States?" 

The interest on the bonds was as much a part of their value as 
the sum mentioned on their face. Hence the par value of the bonds 
was the.sum ofthe principal and interest at the dates of Mr Biddle’s 
payments. ifthe bonds only drew interest Som the date of sale, 
their “pir value” at the dates of Mr Biddle’s paymen‘s-was (making 
the calculation to conform to the par of sterling exchange) five mil- 
lions one hundred and forty five thousand nine hundred and ninety- 
three dol'ars and fosty-five cents. The amonnt received from Bid- 
dle was $5,000,000, which was paid, as Gov. Runnels testifies, as 
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i follows: ore million of dollars in specie, 0 one hundred and fifty 

5 thousánd dollars ia notes of the Commercial Bank of New Orleans, 
and for the right to draw drafts, or sell exchange for three millions 
eight hundred and fifty thousand dollars, making five millions of 
dollars. Difference between the “par value" of bonds, as shown 
above, and the amount received, one hundred and forty-five thous- 
and nine hundred and ninety-three dollars and forty-five cents, 
"which is the amount under par, for which the bonds were sold, or 
which was lost by the sale. .' 

But the Commissioners and Governor Runnels contend, that i in 
selling for exchange, that is, for the privilege of selling exchange, 
or drafts, they sold for the “par value,” because the premium made 
by. the Bank'in selling exehange, was equivalent to the interest that 
was lost by the al hal the term “par value” did not mean an 
equal number of dollars to the amount of tlie bonds, but an equal 
value to their amount. This .position, the committee think, is un- 
tenable, for- the following reasons: Ifexchange was more valua- 
ble than the money, it is believed that exchange drawn on Phila- 
delphia would have been worth more than if drawn on New Or- 
leans; for we think as exchange between New Orleans and Phila- 
delphia was in favor of the latter, bills drawn on Philadelphia 
would havesold for a premium in New Orleans. lf, then, ex- 
change was:an object with the commissioners, would it not have 
been. better tô have left the four millions one hundred and forty-five 
thousand nine hundred and ninety-three dollars and furty-five cents 

in Philade slphia, which, with the one million dollars of specie, was 
the par value of the bonds? É 

Again: Is if correct to call the profi s, which was the result of 

banking operations upon the proceeds of the bonds, a payment on 
account of the bonds? Tso, then it follows, that if the. commis- 

sioners had sold the bonds forone million, and afterwards, by bank- 
ing operations, bad made profits, which, added to the one million, 
would have equalled the amount ofthe bonds, it might with the same 
-própriety be said that the bonds were sold for their “par value!" 

Again: Ifthe term, "par value,” means (in the character and 
instructions of the commissioners) any thing of equal value, then 
the ‘commissioners might, without violating their instructions, 
have sold the bonds for lands, slaves or merchandize, ot any thing, 
which by vending, the Bank could bave realized, ultimately, a sum 
equal to the amount of the bonds! ^ But suppose we yield all for 
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which Governor Runnels and the commissioners contend; still the 
bonds were sold for less than their par value; for Gov. Rannels tês- 
tifies that the premiums which the bank made by exchange, amount- 
ed to eighty-six thousand six hundred and sixty-seven dollars and 


nineteen cents. -But we have shown that the amount of interest 


lost, (which was part of the par valtic) is one hundred forty five 
thousand nine hundred and ninety-three dollars and forty-five cents, 
which exceedsthe preminm on éxchange fifiy-ninethousand three 
hundred and twenty-six dollars and twenty-six cents. But, itis be- 
lieved, that much of this premium on exchange exists in the form of 
bills receivable now held by the bank, a large portion of which is 
probably utterly worthless. The committee will further observe, - 
that had the fund been left in Philadelphia, on the supposition that 
the difference of exchange between New Orleans and Philadelphia, 
was only two per cent, the bank could have made by the sale of ex- 
change on four millions one hundred and forty-five thousand nine 
hundred and ninety-three dollars and forty-five cents, the sum of 
eighty-two thousand one hundred and nineteen dollars and eighty- 
&xcents more than by selling exchange on the same amount in 
New Orleans. 

2dly. Is it true, that in contracting to pay the bonds in sterling ' 
money of Great Britain, the commissioners agreed to pay mere than 
the “par value" of the bonds “in current money of the United 
States?” | 

Governor Runnels thinks not—that by the terms; “at therate of 


. “four shillings and sixpence to the dollar; *? he understands that 


each dollar, wasto be estimated as worth four shillings and sis- 
pence sterling. ‘The Committee have great respect foriGovernor 
Runnels, and do not doubt the sincerity of his opinions, or the gene- 
ral correctnêss of hisjudgment, But from the facts developed by 
his testimony, as well as by the testimony of Col. Wilkins, the 
Committee are eompelled to differ with Governor Runnels in 
opinion. Col. Wilkins testifies that Mr Biddle required the change 
to sterling money, as a condition of the contract, without which it 
would have been impossibleto have effected the sale. Now, the 
Committee cannot believe, that the difficulty, for the.stock brokers 
of England, or other countries to determine the-value of $5,000,000 
*eurrent money ofthe United States,’ was so great, as to make it 
an indispensable: condition; without which it would have been im- 
possible to close a contract with him, if he had not had something 
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of more importance in view, In the opinion of the Committee, 
the evidence of Governor Runnels, explains the whole matter, 100 
plainly tobe mistaken. He testifies, that in making the semi-an- 
nual payments of interest on the bonds, the Bank drew upon its 
` cotton fund for 28,125 pounds sterling, to pay one hundred and 
twenty thousand dollars. Now the question can be settled at once, 
if we can ascertain the value of a pound sterling, in current money 
of the United States. It is well known, that the British sovereign 
is the representative of a pound sterling, and the value of the sove- 
reign, by the law of Congress of January 1837, was $4.86,65, which 
is now the true par er London, although the Banks occasionally 
take the sovereign at $425. — Formerly the sovereign, or pound 
sterling, wasoniy estimated as being worth $4 41,44 Spanish mill 
dollars, but by the act of Congress of 14th July, 1832, the value of 
the pound sterling was raised to $4,50, of our oo By the 
act of 28th of June, 1884, it was worth $4 87,75. but “py the act of 
January 18, 1837, it was reduced fo $4 86. 85. the présent value, 
s which is about 95 per cent premium on the old par of exchange. 
E follows, then, thatthe par of exchange between this country and 
Englard, is about 1094, that is, each four shillings and sixperce, is 
1093 cents of our currensy. These being incontrovertible facts, it 
follows, that 23,125-pounds sterling (the amountdrawn for by the 
Bank, to pay each sum of $125,002) is worth $156,815, making 
$11,275, which the Bank has had to pay on each $125,609, more 
than the par value of that sum. The total loss to the Bank, by the 
contract, if the principal and interest are ever paid, or to the State, 
should sae pay according to the contract, inclusive of the loss of the 
interest, will be about $1,042,643 45 
Thirdly. Did Mr Biddle in mak sing the contract intend to com- 
mit a fraud? From the facts above stated the committee can come 
to no other conclusion, than that he was guiliy df an intentional 
fraud. He hod the original and supplemental charters before him 
and the power of atiorney of the commissioners, from which he 
manust have known that he wasclosing a contract with the commis- 
^ sioners which they had no power to make. 1t could not have 
escaped his acute observation, thatthe intention of the charter 
was, that the fali amount of the bonds should be paid asthe only 
grounds upon which they were allowed to be sold, and that 5 per 
cent interest, was the only inducement presented to the purchaser; 
and that if he traded upon different terms than those stipulated in 
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the charter, and power of attorney of the commissioners, he traded 
et bis peril, as their agency was special, Yet with all these facts 
before him, he cheated the commissioners out of the back interest, and 
by the change to sterling money, made the bonds 144 per cent in- 
stead of 5 per cent bonds. 

The committee do not, therefore, believe that they do Mr Biddle 
injustice, in coming to the conclusión, that in this whole transac- 
tion, lie has been guilty of an intentional and willful fraud. 

Since writing the above, the deposition of Gov. McNutt is re- 
ceived, stating that the bonds drew interest from the Tth of June, 
1833, instead of the Sth of August, as the committee have calcu- 
lated above. This swells the aggregate loss upon the sale to the 
sum of $1,091,254 55. The £ommittee do not pretend that their 
calculations are precisely correct, but are confident that they are 
mot far from the truth. 

. The committee, in coming to the foregoing conclasion, are aware | 
X that they differ from many worthy men in opinion. But they can- | 
not believe that if this subject be examined, free from all party in- i 
fluences, and determined by an application of the principles of | 
Jaw and morals, to the facts, any other conclusion can be arrived at; 
than those which they have adopted. Entertaining, as we believe ; 
mistaken views as to the true principles of this government, as well; 
as of the facts in this case, men have taken the , libérty of slander. | 
ing the State both at home and abroad, on account of the stand she 
has taken. lt was so atthe memorable era, when our fathers 
lesgued together and pledged “their lives, their fortunes and their. 
sacred honor,” to resist an unconstirational i invasion of their rights, 
as British subjects. They, also, were slandered. Every oppro- 
brious epithet was heaped upon them, that the ingenuity or malice 
of their enemies could invent. Many of their fellow citizens, un- , 
der mistaken views of the principles upon which they acted, de- 
nounced them as disorganizers agrarians and rebels, and joined 
their enemies to force them into submission to an unconstitutional 
law.. The result of the memorable and eventful contest that en- 
gued,is now known. ‘The decision of the civilized world has 
been had, as to the correctness of the principles and conduct of that 
much abused and slandered, but noble race of men. Through 
scenes of toil and blood, they maintained the position they assumed 
and have transmitted to their posterity their principles, together with 
. the rich inheritance of liberty, secured by a well regulated and con- 
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` stitutional government. Their names are stamped on ‘the pages of 
_ Immortality, and their memory is embalmed io the hearts and affec- 
. tions of a grateful people; and distant generations will pronounce 
with exultation the names of Washington, Jefferson, Madison, 
Hancock, Franklin, and a bostof worthies who struggled together 
"> throug gh that gloomy period in our history. "Phe. people of Mis- 
: sissippi have taken a similar stand, They are not controlled by 
selfish or mercenary motives The low and groveling considera- 
tion of dollars and cents, has nothing to do with the merits of this 
question, "Their honest obligations they will fulfil, should they 
have to divest themselves of the comforts and necessaries of life to 
“doso. Higher and holier motives than mere pecuniary conside- 
rations actuate them. ' They have determined that they never will 
submit to qn invasion of their constitution by either foreign or do. 
mesticfoes. The rightssecured io them under that sacred instru- - 
ment, they will maintain at all hazards: and relying on the correct- 
ness of their principlesand the jusiness of their cause, they will 
with confidence and cheerfulness, submit 10 the verdict of pos 
terity. l B >

of those bonds may have every possible legal and equitable remedy 
for collecting the amount paid on said bonds, they are hereby in- 
vited to pursue the remedy afforded by our laws and constitution,

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: Answer to'question F'rst. 

The commissioners being sincerely desirous to accomplish the 
Objectof their mission with the least possible delay, and in strict 
fulfilment of their instructions, liad reflected deeply on the best - 
mode of realizing the par value of the bonds. It being somewhat 
aquestion of location, they fixed upon Jackson as the point where 
this par wasto be realized. This was only to be accomplished 
through the agency of exchange—for a sale in New York for five 
millions in specie, payable on the instant, would have been. imprac- 
ticable; and an anxious desire to effect their object and not invade 
their instructions, induced the commissioners to submit the propo- 
sition to Mr Biddie, which led to a completion of the contract. 

Answer to question second, 

At the time the proposition was submitted to Mr Biddle, he was 
the president of the Bank of the United States. He was at the 
head of the administrationof that Bank, then in high credit and 
controling vast resources—It_was not for the commissioners to in- 
quire inte the motivesof Mr Biddle in being apparently the pur- 
chaser of the bonds; it was sufficient for them, thatihey had the

o Answer to question third, 

Hive: no knowledge-on which to ground the belief that the 
bends were sold to Mr Biddle for.the bank of the United States.

Answer to question fifth. 

The commissioners had no other instructicos than whatare con- 
tained inthe paper herewith submitted. Believing themselves to 
be the agents of the bank for the sale of the bonds, (she, herself be- 
iag the agent of the State) we conceive ourselves bound by their 
instructions and did not believe ourselves authorized to look beyond 
them; our accountability was to the bank, and not tothe State. 

Answer to question sixth.

Answer to question seventh. 

“Hedid. Withontthe insertion of that condition in the contract 
it would have been utterly impossible to have effected the sale, and 
our instructions empowering us to designate the place of payment 
authorized it, and made the Union Bank, and not the State, respon- 
sible for any loss arising out of the transaction.

Answer to Interrogatory one. 

Atthe time the Mississippi 5 per cent bonds were thrown upon 
the market through us, State securities of every kind were but lit- 
tle in request, and altera stay of some weeks in. New York, 
(which was at that time the chief, if not ihe only American market 
for State stock) having abandoned all hope of effecting a sale in 
the United States, we determined in obedience to our instructions 
from the bank, io offer the bends in some European market, We 
had scarcely a hope, however, of success any where, because 
from the actual price of security of this kind, ss at time quoted, to 
effect a sale of the bonds in compliance withthe charter, we would 
haveto pbtain for them Bor 10 per cent above their market value. 
We conceived ourselves, however, obliged by our letter of instruc- 
tions from the bank, to make the effort inthe most prominent Euro- 
pean market, and before doing so, we determined to make a last 
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effort at a salé in the United States, by an offer of the bonds to 
Mr Biddle, who at that time had embarked extensively in the pur- 
chase of ‘southern and southwestern State securities. We accord- 
ingly proceeded at once to Philadelphia, and addressed to Mr Bid- 
ale the letter which has been published. To this he replied, ac- 

y the proposition by a note, which has also been made pub- 
fic; and thus terminated the negotiation in Philadelphia, It will 
be seen from this short correspondence, that it was but the incep- 
tion of the contract, and that the details and particulars were to be 
adjusted at an after interview, We proposed a sale on short instal- 
“ments, because we knew the contrary would be rejected at once, as 
# Was contrary to all usage in such proceedings, and as inconveni- 
entand buxhensome to purchaser as seller. If $5,000,000 had 
been placed at ence in New Orleans to the credit of the Union 
Bank, it would have had the effect to bring down the price of ex- 
change on that city at once; probably have turned it in favor of 
Mississippi, and thus the bank would have been compelled to sell 
their exchange at no profit, or to have sold it so slowly that they 
could not have effected a transfer of the whole amount in shorter 
time than they did under the contract that we entered into with Mr 
Biddle. 

To have sold for specie in Philadelphia, and shipped for Jack- 
gon, would have cost the bank, in the shapé of freight, insurance, 
&c., more than the loss of interest by the sale we made, especially 
when the unproductiveness of the capital from the time of its ship- 
ment to its actual receipt or delivery, 3 is considered; besides, there 
is nof, probably, insurance capital enough in the city of Philadel- 
phia to make góod the loss of surh an amount, and so the risk of 
this mode of transfer was loo great. We, therefore, determined to 
sell on short instalments, payable about as fast as the bank could 
transfer À to Jackson, by the sale of exchange drawn against it, 
and to place itat a point where exchange drawn from Mississippi 
would be most in demand, intending at the the interview provided 
for by the correspondenee, to insist oa the purchaser making up to 
the bank the interest which bad accrued, due at the time of sale, as 
well as the interest accruing due üpon the different payments till 
made. At the same time we were of opinion if we did not suc- 

, seed in this, the bonds wonld still be sold at par value, provided 
their face, and this back interest, and the interest accruing between 
* the different instalments, should actually be realized by the Union 
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Bank; for it will be remembered that the charter provides that the 
bonds shall be sold at “par value," whichmeans,as we have always 
thought, for any thing “equal in value” to their face and interest, 
Now if they sold for their face and a commodity known to mer 
chants by the name of exchange, which in its turn, sold for more 
than the back and accruing interest, then, in our view, was their 
“par value” realized to the bank, and the charter complied with. 
We consider there is nothing In the charter prohibiting a sale on 
credit, if par value can be realised by such à sale. Nor is there 
any thing in thecharter of the bank inhibiting the loss of back in- 
terest, if pr value can be realized by such a sale, and that this ex- 
pression “par value," means not necessarily in only so many dol- 
jars and cents, as the bonds call for, with interesri— we trust it 
means also, any thing which is ol value equal to that much. ‘That 
the money and exchange together, for which the bonds sold, were 
at the time equal to the face of the bonds and interest, ¿s proven by 
ihe ampountthat the bank actualiy realised therefor. 
Answer to interrogatory second. 

The answer of Mr Biddle to our note was handed to us by Mr 
Coperthwaite, atthat time Cashier of the United States Bank, who 
stated at the fime that the bank. would not take the bonds, as pro- 
proposed by the commissioners, but that Mr Biddle would, with the 
guarantee of the bank, if we desired it. This modificaticn of the 
contract we agreed to. 

Answer to Interrogatory three. 

We do not know for whose benefit the bonds were purchased by 
Mr Biddle. Our opinior now is, they were purchased for the 
Bank of the United States. But we then thought that Mr B. was 
probably acting in the matter asthe agent of European capitalists, 
ot that he contemplated the establishment of a bank in the city of 
New York, predicated upon State stocks, under the provisions of a 
law of New York, then recently passed. These, however, were 
mere conjectures, not derived fiom Mr B., orany officer of the U. 
States Bank, and indulged in at the time by many others in com- 
mon with ourselves. 

The answer to the fourth i interrogatory, is io be found i in our an- 
swer to the first. 

Answer to Interrogatory fifth. . 
We received no other instructions from the directory of the 
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Union Bank, respecting the sale of the bonds, but such a as, have al- 
, wady been published. 
Answer to Interrogatory sixth. 

The contract for the sale of the bonds having been left open by 
correspondence which took place in Philadelphia (as we have 
sated in our answer to the det) for completion and settlement, at an 
interview afierwards to be had at New York, it was wished at that 
interview by the commissioners, that the interest should be made . 
up by the purchaser, and we suggested as an inducement to operate 
upon the mind of Mr Biddle, that in the event of the sales of ex- 
change not producing or realizing the amount of the interest ac- 
cerned and accruing, due between the instalments, the bonds would 
not be sold at par value, in compliance with the charter. To this 
he replied, in substance, that he had no apprehension in regard to 
the interest not being met by the sales of exchange; and that, more- 
over, that -he was confident that the charter would be complied 
with by the sale, if the whole of the exchange should be lost; and, 
at any tate, he would take the bonds on-no other terms... We now 
think, that in these views Mr Biddle was correct, although some of 
us did not think so then; but we were all cênfident that the proceeds 
of the sales of the exchange would more than make up the inter- 
ex, and we therefore closed the contract, which has been pub- 
lished. 

Answer to Interrogatory seventh. 

There was, doubtless, a good deal of conversation between the 
commissioners and Mr Biddie, in adjusting the details of the sale, 
but there was none of it of importance, except that part in our an- 


 swer to the 6th interrogatory; and we, therefore, do not remember 


it with sufficient distinciness to state it, and we are very sure that 
nothing could have passed between Mr Biddle and the commis- 
sioners in any way affecüng the merits of any of the numerous 
questions which have grown out of the sale of the bonds, or we 
should be able to bring it to our recollection.

Answer.—W hen the subscription books were opened by the man- 
agers of the Mississippi Union Bank at this place, I, in pursuance 
of the act supplementary to the charter, as Governor of this State, 
subscribed for “fifty thousand shares of the stock of the original 
capital of the said Bank, the sameto be paid for ont of the proceeds 
of the State Bonds, to be executed as already provided for in the 
said charter.” - No certificate of stock was ever tendered to me by 
the Directors of the Bank. At that period I did not know of any 
“violation of the constitution or laws of this State by the Directory.” 
They were not required to report their acts to me. 

2. In your leiterto Hope & Co. of July 14th. 1841, you say, 
“they, (the bonds,) were delivered by meas escrows,” &c. Under 
what law, or under what clause of the charter, or under what other 
authority did you derive the power to deliver them as escrows? 
And upon what contingency, or upon what conditions, were they 


to have become perfect bonds? 


Answer.— The ninth section of the supplementary act provided 
that, “said bonds shall not be sold under their par value? Tifey 
were, therefore, escrows until thus sold. They would have be- 
come perfect bonds when sold for the constitutional currency, cash

tency ofthe United States. The present Cashier admitted this fact 
tome last year.

A message from the Senate, by Mr Adams, their Secretary: 

Mr Srraxer—The Senate has “receded” from their fourth 
amendment to the bill from the House of Representatives, entitled 
“an act to reduce the expenditures of the government of the State of 
Mississippi.” 

The Senate has concurred in the appointment of a committee of 
conference to adjust the difference between the two Houses in te- 
lation to the bill entitled “an act to amend the: several acts of this 
State in relation to free negfoes and mulattoes,” and have appointed 
Messrs Guion, Marshall, Matthews, Metcalf e Humphreys. 

Mr Leake, by leave ofthe House, offered the following protest: 

We, the undersigned, members of the House of Represéntatives 
of the State of Mississippi, do héreby make this solemn protest 
against the passage ofa bill entitled “an act to incorporate the Cen- 
tenary College" and request that the same may be spread on the 
journals of the House: -` 

Ist. Because the said bill, after = to said corporation all 
the general powers, privileges and immunities now known i simi-

far corporations under the laws of this State, places said institution 
under the exclusive control of the Mississipppi Conference of the 


Methodist Episcopal Church, and although we would not be under- | 


stood as ‘challenging the correctnéss of the principles and doctrines 
of the said church, wé see no good reason why the Methodist Epis- 


copal Church should have conferred on it powers, privileges and, 


emoluments not conferred on other denominations of christians 
equally orthodox in thé opinion of the people, unless in the language 
of the constitution “in consideration-of public services.” 

9nd. - Because in the second section of the act, the power is con- 
fetted on the Methodist Episcopal Church to appoint the officers of 
the said Centenary College and continue them in office for life, or 
at their discretion, during the continuance of the charter, which is 
perpetual, and continues forever, in direct violation of the thirtieth 
section of the first article of the constitution, which provides that 
*No person shall ever be appointed or elected to any office in this 
State for life or during good behavior; but the term of all offices 
shall be for some limited period of time.” 

3rd. Because the said corporation is authorized in the said act "to 
take and hold by purchase, gift, grant or device, any rez" mixed or 
persoral estate, to an unlimited amount, and to sell and dispose of 
the same at pleasure, without being under the-control of any human 
tribunal, a power dangerous to the liberties of the people in a re- 
publican government and at war with the fundamental principles 
of our institutions." 

4th. Because the said corporation has the power, under the act, 
to endow to an unlimited amount in perpetuity “any professorship 
ot scholarship, by appropriation for ¿hat purpose, of any funds be- 
longing to the corporation or which may be donated to it for such 
endowments.” r 

The right ofendowment to a professorship or scollarship, under 
the old English system of ecclesiastical and common law jurispru- 
dence, when the doctrine of primogeniture, advowsons and the divine 
right of kings "were acknowledged and recognized, and where profes- 
sorships and schollarships, were conferred only on those who had 
been admitted to holy orders or other benefice, and where no such 
holy orders or benefice could be conferred on any one, unless he ad- 
vocated a union df Church and State, and believed inthe doctrines 
and the faith of the established church of England. - These doc- 
trines were repudiated by oúr fathers, when they abandoned their 


Re 
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homes and sought an asylum in the western wilds of America. The 
rightof primogeniture, advowsons, endowments in perpetuity of pro- 
fessorships or the divineright of kings has never been acknowledged 
by any State in this Union, since the American Revolution, and 
this Legislature has no right to confer any such power on the Cen- 
tenary College or any other corporation. 

5. Because the act authorizes the said corporation "to charge, 
take, recover and receive ten per cent interest from the debtors of 
said corporation withont a written agreement to that effect, specify- 
ing the rate of interest to be charged;” an exclusive right, not 
guaranteed to any other corporation or individual, in direct contra- 
vention of the general laws of this State. 

6. Although the said college is located at Brandon Springs, in 
Rankin county, the third section of the act authorizes the said Mis- 
sissippi Conference to locate the said floating corporation at any 
time hereafter in any other part of the State. The fourth section 
prohibits any person, even a free born Mississippian, under the 
penalty of a heavy fine and incarceration in a loathsome dungeon, 
from doing a lawful act, or following a lawful oceupation on his 
own soil, which he has bought and paid for by the sweat of his brow, 
and in his own domicil, provided his residence should happen to be 
included within the sacred three miles of the location of said college. 
This isa violation ¿of the natural rights of individuals and of the 
vested rights of citizens, guaranteed to them by the constitution and 
laws ofthisState. The evil does not stop here. If the persecuted 
citizen, who should be so unfortunate as to fall within the chartered 
limits of this soleless and irresponsible body politic and corporate, 
clothed with all the divine rights of an Easrern Monarcg, in 
whom is concentrated the united powers of Church and State, should 
remove beyond the influence of the pestiferous atmosphere of this 
poisoned, aristocratic upas, and locate in a remote corner of the 
State, the Methodist Episcopal Church have the right, under the 
act, to remove the college, and locate it again within three miles of 
his Tesidence, and thus continue to deprive him of those rights aud 
liberties secured to him by the patriots of the revolution and sealed 
by the blood of his fathers. 

7. Because it gives a preference to the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, over other religious sects and denominations of chr jstians, 
in direct violation of the fourth section of the bill of righis, which 
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provides that “no preference shall ever be given by law toany re- 
ligious sect or mode of worship,” 

8. Because it is made the duty of "any justice of the peace of 
the county of Rankin to bind over to the next succeeding term of the 
circuit court, any individual to answer a criminal charge on the 
mere suspicion of having done an act within the sacred precincts of 
said college, which, without those limits, is sanctioned by the gene- 
eral laws of the State, a power not conferred upon the officers of any 
other county, an infringement on the rights of the citizens of Ran- 
kin, and in direct violation ofthe eleventh section of the first article 
of the constitution of the State. o 

9. Because the said Methodist Episcopal Church, have the 
power of locating this floating corporation, the Centenary College, 


^ go near the city of Natchez or any other commercial point in the 


State, without the consent of the Legislature, as to bring all of the cit- 
izens of that, or any other point, within the influence, or under the 
control of its local laws and arbitrary powers, a power never before 
conferred, or sought to be conferred, on any other corporation, since 
the organization of our government. 

10. Because the said act of incorporation confers on the said 


, Centenary College, constructive powers, under which may be ex- 


ercised banking privileges of the most dangerous character, and 
stock jobbing and shaving in their most odious forms, to an un- 
limited amount. 1t is authorized to take and hold by purchase, 
grant, gift or devise,any real, mixed or personal estate, and sell, 
lease, mortgage or otherwise dispose of the same, and to vest its 
funds in stocks of any kind whatsoever; and under its bye-laws, it 
has the power to do any act which a bank of issue or discount 
might or could do; even to borrow at 5 per cent, and to lend at ten 
percent. It isa virtual repeal of the act of 1840, to prevent un- 
authorized banking, so far as this corporation is concerned, and 
thereby a violation of, and at war with the settled policy of the re- 
cently expressed and declared opinions of the sovereign people of 
the State of Mississippi. i

that the expenditures of the government exceed the revenue of the 
past year, some forty or fifty thousand dollars, they deem it inex- 
pedient to make an appropriation at this 'time for any purpose not - 
absolutely necessary to carry on the government, 

They regret to say that they have come to the conelusion, it is 
their duty to report unfavorably to the prayer of the petitioners and - 
that the same cannot at this time be granted, and therefore, ask to 
be discharged from the further consideration ofthe same;

By the foregoing statement the commissioner, not aware of the 


difference between debtor and creditor has over-charged the amount 


of cost in building the Executive mansion, twelve thousand six 
hundred dollars, and asks for an appropriation of eleven thousand 
dollars, where noneis required, but only a confirmation or rejection 


` of conditional contracts for materials purchased and labor done by 


persons indebted to the State inthe purchase of town lots, who 


— mostly were otherwise unable to pay. 


The commissionersays that he found the office. in a. confused 
state, with papers thrown toghtherin great disorder—no regular 
books kept—what books were used, are a confused mass of hyero- 
glyphics from, which no settlement can be made, and that the com- 
missioner must, for hours, perhaps for days, turn over a confused 
mass of papers to find a voucher. 

He further says, “that several suits have been instituted against 
the State forlarge amounts of money on contracts made by the 
commissioners who have preceded him—a short time since a judg- 
ment was rendered against the State for upwards of twenty thousand 
dollars, and there is no doubt but what other judgments will 
be rendered against the State for large amounts, unless the com- 
missioner is allowed a clerk to aid him in his duties?’ and to obtain 
which appears to be his main object in creating this panic. 

I have been ia the employment of the State during the period 
embraced in this communication of the commissioner, and have 
been intimately acquainted with almost every transaction relating 
to the public buildings.

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Onthe organization of the first board of commissioners, com- 
posed of Henry K. Moss, Perry Cohea and Richard Davidson, 
books were opened in a correct manner, under the especial direc- 
tion of the president; Col. Muss, in which all contracts and doings 
of the board were regularly recorded as will be seen by reference 
to the journals, and all documents carefully docketed and preserved, 
so that reference could be instantly had in any case requiring it; 
and during the variousschanges of the boara, the same erder has 
generally been kept; nor have 1 known the papers to be in. a con- 
fused state unless since they come into the posgession of the present 
incumbent!—In testimony of which I begto refer to the reports of 
the joint committees of the legislature, generally formed of the most 
intelligent members, at their annual meetings. Every book and pa- 
per of the concern were rigidly scrutinized by them, and found in 
its proper place. 

As to the suits that have been instituted against the State, on con- 
tracts made by “the commissioners that preceded him,’ Lam bound 
in justice to them, to say that no suit has been instituted on any 
contract made by them, nor isthere a probability that there ever 
willbe. There are two suits against the State pending—they 
have already been before jures—the attorney general and the op- 
posite counsel, one of whom is an honorable member of the Legis- 
lature, willinform youthat the interest of the State did not suffer 
for want of the necessary documents required in evidence, through 
any carelessness on them whose duty it was to preserve them. Those 
suits grew ont of circumstances which occurred long before com- 
missioners were appointed, and over which they had no control, 
whatever. . 

As to the ‚confusion in the state of the papers belonging to the 
office requiring “hours, perhaps days to find a voucher,” I 
have only tó say that the documents are not numerous, and 
ifthey were untied, thrown together and stirred into a perfect chaos, 
any person acquainted with the subject, would in six hours take 
and assort them and docket them in perfect order. 

“The commissioner remarks that he called on me for the original 
bills of materials and that I refused to deliver them—1 could not 
deliver them becausethey were not in my possession. I never saw 
them—TI believe them to have been sent to governor McNutt, who

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Mr Williams, from a joint select committee, made the following 
report: d 

Mr Spraxer—The select committee, to whom was referred so 
much of the message of the Governor as relates to the ._bject of 
the Sinking Fund, have had the same under cence and 
have instracted me to make the following report: 

The committee have given to the subject the: most careful inves- 
tigation. They have examined the various reports which have 
fram time to time been made to the Legislature, giving a list of the 
debtors, with the amount due from each, but having no means of 
testing the accuracy of these reports, the committee deem it unne- 
cessary to recapitulate them; and therefore, directed their inquiry 
more particularly to the management of the fund, the solvency of 
the debtors, and the prospect of a speedy collection, An increased 
importance is given to this view of the subject from the fact,thatit 
constitutes the only means of the State without-a resort to taxation 
to meet the just obligations of the Siate, on accpunt of the princi- 
pal and interest now due on the‘bonds of the State, executed for 
stock in the Planters’ Bank. 

The committee have ascertained. the liability of the State to the 
ist of March, 1842, which is now near at hand, to be four hundred 
and eleven thousand seven hundred and ninety-two dollars and 
twenty-two cents; which sum consisisof the following items: One 
hundred and sixty-six thousand seven hundred and ninety-two dol- 
lars and twenty-two cents, being for several instalments of interest 
advanced by the United States Bank of Pennsylvania; one hundred 
and twenty-five thousand dollars yet unpaid, being an instalment of 
principal that fell due July 1st, 1841; and one hundred aud twenty- 
two thousand dollars, being tlie popud interest that will a accrue up 
to the time above set forth. 

The nominal value of the Sinking Fund at this time, is believed 
to be about eight hundred thousand dollars, and from an examina- 
tion of the Cashier of the Planters’ Bank, who has been a com- 
missioner for near four years, and such other information as the 
committee have been able to obtain, your committee have come to 
the conclusion that one third of this fund may be set down asa 
clear loss; say two hundred and sixty-six thousand six hundred and 

sixty-six dollars, leaving a balance of five hundred and thirty-three 
thousand three hundred and thirty four'dollars, which the committee 
believe may be realized from this fund, if well managed in future. 
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It is here worthy of remark, that this fund is in arrears with the P. 
Bank in the sum of one hundred and forty thousaüd dollars, for in- 
terest heretofore advanced by the Bank on the State bonds; and 
when this amount is added to the liability of the State above alluded 
to, making an aggregate of five hundred and fifty-one ¿thousand 
seven hundred and ninety-two dollars and twenty-two cents, your 
committee feel confident that it amounts to at least as much, and pro- 
bably more, than will ever be realised from the Sinking Fund, and 
“that provision must be made from some other source to meet all fu- 
ture instalments-of principal and interest on the State Bonds. 

The Auditor of Public Accounts, who is by law one of the 
Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, informed your committee 
that he has not acted with the other commissioners for more than 
three years. i 
. The Cashier of the Planters’ Bank, who is also & commissioner, 
and seems to have attended regularly to his duties as such, has 
bren examined before the committee, and the result of his exam- 
ination has satisfied your committee that but little, if any thing, 
tan be realised from this Sinking Fund within the next'two years, 
without a change of the execution laws of the State; and the re- 
peal of the Jaw of the last session, authorising the reception of Au- 
ditor's warraúts in payment to this fund, 

By the charter of the Planters' Bank, the Sinking Fund” was 
pledged to the payment of the principal and interest of the State 
Bonds, which pledge was held sacred until the passage of the 
funding law, by which, Auditor's warrants were made receivable 
in payment of debts due the Sinking Fund, thereby diverting this 

«fund from the original object to which it was pledged, to the re- 
demption of other State debts, which evidently violates the sacred 
pledge of the public faith, and ought therefore to be repealed 
Your commiltee dissent from the doctrine, that the public faith is 
less sacred than that of an individual. The only difference is be- 

. lieved to be, that the one attaches odium directly to the person guil- 
ty of the violation, while the other, although a divided responsi- 
bility, must be regarded as an emanation.of public sentiment, which 

_proves that immorality predominates over virtue in the body poli- 
tic. ý 
. The committee concur in the recommendation made by the Go- 

vernor, that the Auditor of Public Accounts should be released 
from the duties of a commissioner of the Sinking Fund; residing, 
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as he does, at the seat of Government, he cannot discharge the du- 
ties of a commissioner without a great neglect of his officia] duties, 
they therefore recommend the appointment. of another commis- 
sioner. > 

The Auditor of Public Accounts has réceived partial and com- 
plete payment of notes due the Sinking Fund at his office, in Jack- 
son, without reporting his action to the commissioners at Natchez, 
where a majority of the commissioners reside, and where all the 
books relating to the fund are kept. The sums so received, amountin 
the whole, so far as your committee are informed, to about three 
thousand eight or nine hundred dollars. The committee believe 
such a course may be attended with serious disadvantages, and 
ought to be prohibited by law. The committee are apprised of 
one case in which suit has been commenced by the other commis- 
sioners, after cagnplete payment had been made to the Auditor, 
which subjects the fund to cost, and prevents the books at the Plan- 
ters’ Bank from showing the true situation of the fund. 

Your committee believe that the people of this State are at all 
times willing to submit to any tax necessary for State purposes, or 
io meet any liability that may be imposed upon them by the fai- 
lure of any enterprise in which they may have engaged; yet they 
have a right to know that justice has been administered before ad. 
ditional burthens are imposed. Therefore, as the committee have 
not the means of testing the accuracy of the various reports above 
alluded to, or of knowing the measure of justice that may have 
been administered to this fund by the Planters’ Bank; and, inas- 
much as the Planters’ Bank, in which the State has a large inter- 
est, has never been examined by a committee of the Legislature, 
the committee recommend that a joint select committee be appoint- 
ed to examine the Planters’ and Rail Road Banks, after the adjourn- 
ment of the Legislature, to ascertain as far as practicable, the true 
situation of the Sinking Fund, with power to investigate fully the 
situation of said Banks, and report the result-of their investigation 
` to the Governor, to be laid before the next session of the Legisla- 
ture; and for this purpose, they have instructed.me to report a reso- 
lution and a bill; all of which is respectfully submitted.

Mr Harney, from a standing committee, made the following 
minority report: i 

Mr Spraxer—The undersigned, a minority of the select com. 
mittee to whom was referred so much of the governor's message as 
rolatestothe issuance and sale of bondssold on aceount of the 
Mene Union Bank, &c. begs leave to 

> E REPORT: l 
` That while the undersigned cheerfully presents his meed of com- 
mendatión of the ability and ingenuity with which the report of 
the majority has been written, he cannot agree with them in the 
assumption of some of the facts, nor with the conclusions deduced 
from them all. 

Tbat the report of the majority is calculated to afford at least a 
decent pretext for repudiation to those who have already taken that 
deplorable stand, is readily admitted. 

The majority have recited seven conditions upon which it 1s al- 
ledged that the bonds were to have been issued, and they assert 
that none of these conditions have been coniplied with. 

'To answer in. detail this branch of the report, would require of 
the undersigned to sustain the integrity of the late Executive, for 
whose official conduct there would be much more propriety in 
holding the majority than the minority responsible. And, whilst 
the undersigned disclaims all desire to trayel out of his way to 
sustain an administration, much of whose, measures he does not 
approve, he canriot withhold his regret that the majority should 
have so rudely assailed the integrity, or official consistency of Gov. 
- McNutt for the discharge of duties clearly prescribed by law; and 
that too, in part for the reason that the enterprise has resulted dis- 
astrously. 

The 30th section of the c original charter say; — “That as soon as 
directors are appointed, as | herein before provided for, they shall 
proceed to the election of a president, and thesame shall be notified 
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to the governor of. the State, who will thereupon-execute to the said 


nk, from time to time. bonds,” &e. 

The non-performance of the conditions specified in this section, 
is urged as a cause for vitiating the sale of those bonds. Now, 

who was to have been the -judge whether .or not those conditions 
were complied with? It must have been the “governor wha, on 
being notified, &e: will execute the bonds,” &c. To him alone 
was committed the right of judging as to- he performance of those 

conditions, He had taken an oath to seé that the’ laws were faith- 
fully executed, The State had entrusted to him this solemn duty. 
The decision of the question whether it was his right and duty to 
siga those bonds and deliver them to the bank for purposes of their 
creation, was of judicial cognizance. Lf, however, the undersigned 
is mistaken in this view of the subject and this right and duty shall 
he regarded as appertaining to those powers which are purely Ex- 
ecutive, yet, surely it will not be urged that the governor violated 
his official oath by signing those bonds. 

The undersigned dissents from the position that those bonds were 
delivered as éscrows. There is no evidence whatever, that at the 
time of their delivery they were delivered as escrows. There was: 
no authority for such an execution and delivery of them. Such 


. midea is preposterous, and in the opinion of the undersigned, is 


altogether an after thought. 

The undersigned, therefore, insist that dis State is estopped. from 
pleading in bar in foro conscientia at least, the non performance of 
those conditions as against the present holders of those bonds. 

But the non-appointment by the governor of thirteen. prevision- 
al directors, i is assumed as one of those conditions for the non-per- 
femance of which those bonds were illegally issued. This* par- 
tien of the 14th section was no doubt embodied to gratify the over- 
weening anxiety of our citizens for hastening the establishment of 
the bank, Itwas intended as a temporary expedient. Did the 
failure of the Executive to make this appointment render nugatory 
the official acts of ten directors, who were appointed by the legisla- 
ture on the 10th Feb. 1838? - 

The majority of your committee say, “It is evident that two sec- 
tious of the supplement repealed the original charter.” When it 
is recollected that not only the two sections alluded to, but the en- 
tire supplement, are regarded by the majority as wholly unconsti- 
tutional and therefore yoid, itis inconceivable how they can come 
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to the conclusion that the supplement or any two sections thereof 
can repeal any law whatever. ‘If that act be unconstitutional, it is 
dead. -Tt is a nonentity. - In fact, itnever had any legal existence, 
Can the supplement which it is insisted is unconstitutional, abro. 
gate, repeal and annul the charter which is admitted to be con. 
sututional? — . i 

. How then, could this nonentity “change the relation of the 

State to the bank and the liability of the people?" 

Again. Is it not competent-for the legislature to authorize the 
State to become a stockholder in a bank, withoút. submitting a law 
for that purposeto the people, in pursuance of the a section of 
the 7th article of the constitution? 

Without any reference to the pledge of the faith of the State, 
could not the State have become, by ordinary legislation, a stock- 
holder in the “Agricultural Bank?” Becoming a stockholder and 
pledging the faith of the State, are two very distinct propositions, 
wholly independent of each other. Hence it follows that the 
` State, as a stockholder, if notas pledgor, may be held responsible 
for theultimate redemption of those bonds. 

But the faith of the State had been pledged, and the supplement 
was passed with the view to the managementof the bank, and se-. 
curing to the State some of the profits thereof. It had no refer. 
rence to the pledge nor was it int.nded to impair that pledge. 

The undersigned cannot believe that every act in reference to 
the bank or its management, however unimportant, which the legis- 
lature may enact during the forty years of its existence, must be 
submitted, in pursuance "i the 9th section of the 7th article of the 
constitution. 

Again. Is it true, that if certain conditions specified in the 
charter have not been complied with, the faith of the State is not 
pledged? Vattle, on the law of nations, page 234, says:— 

"Our faith may be tacitly pledged, as well as expressly. It is 
sufficient that it be pledged, in order to become obligatory: the 
manner can makeno difference in the case. The tacit pledging of 
faith is founded on tacit consent; anda tacit consent is that which 
is by fair deduction inferred from our actions.” 

Let it not be replied that Vattel wrote concerning unwritten 
constitutions. His profound knowledge of all kinds of constitu 
tions, and the rules of their construction, will not be questioned. 
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- Now, waiving the fact, that from January 1838, until the year 
1841, it was universally conceded that the faith of the State was 
ledged to redeem those bonds, what was the conduct of the people 
of this State, from which, by “fair deduction,” this pledge may be 
inferred? Let their conduct during this period answerthe question, 
Let the legislatures of 1839 and 1840, and 1841, answer the 
. question. . Let three messages of your governors for those years; 
"let (he reports of legislative committees on that subject during the 
same period, respond to this inquiry. 

The majority of your committee contend that in consequence of 
subscription for stock on behalf of the State, only ten millions five 
hundred thousand dollars of the capital stock was to be thus secured 
to the State by mortgages of the individual subscribers, leaving five 
millions subscribed for on behalf of the State without any other 
security, and making the people primarily liable for five millions 
and the accruing interest, without any other security for the five 
millions now in question, than the assets of the bank. 

The undersigned cannot assent to the proposition that the people 
are primarily liable for any portion of those bonds. 

The 7th section of the original charter says,—"'T'hat both the 
capital and interest of the said bonds shall be paid by said bank at 
the times they severally falldue.” When, therefore, the assets of 
the bank, amounting tosome seven millions of dollars, shall have 
been exhausted, and not before, the State, as in other cases of secu- 
rity, will become liable. And the undersigned recommends, as the 
bounden duty of the legislature, thatthe Union Bank shall be 
placed in immediate liquidation, to the end that her assets may be 
collected for the payment of the bonds, with their interest. But, if 
the present levelling spirit of the times, and the doctrine of repudi- 
ation shall continue, it is greatly to be feared that the bank will nev- 
er beable do coerce the payment of one dollar of her assets. 

The undersigned greatly deprecates a rule of construction of 
constitutional law, recently discovered, that of travelling out of and 
beyond the context of a public law, in corder to prove its unconstitu- 
tionality. 

The mortgages to the bank are informal, or do not contain the 
proper considerations, or ate otherwise defective. The amount of 
the bonds was changed by the endorsement made by the commis- 
sioners, and therefore the charter is unconstitutional, and the salé 
of the bonds illegal and void, 
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To such reasoningand such conclusions, the undersigned can 
never assent, * l | i 
“The constitution,” says the majority, “isthe declared will of 
the whole people, and is designed, among other objects of its crea- 
tion to protect the rights of the minority against the aggressions of 
the majority." 
Is it true that the constitution of this State-is*the declared will 
. of the whole people?” Did a large minority everassent to i? Is 
it not believed that they always have been and now are opposed to 
iW? And yet,are they not as much bound by it as the majority? 

Did the majority of the people of New York and other States, 
who abolished slavery, acting in their primary capacity, recognize 
the vested rights of the minority? 

But if ithe true that*a tacit pledge may be inferred, by fair de- 
"duction from our actions,” that isthe actions of an overwhelming 
majority of a community, may-not those actions bind the minority 
in spite of a formal departure from the constitution? 

Itis contended that a minority of the people of this State did 
not assent to this pledge, while itis known a majority did assent. 
“Can the minority, although now become to be the majority, who 
were as still as death until the five millions were received and ex- 
pended, be permitted to annul a solemn contract of a former majori- 
ty? Can one legislature annul a contract of a preceding legis- 

lature? 

But, say the committee, “a corruptor misguided legislature may 
pass a law to obtain a loan under such specious petexts as to fat- 
ter the people with golden prospects, and to induce them to ap. 
prove the law, then repass the act, dnd again, and immediately, by 
the magic power of a supplemental act, (although unconstitutional 
and void) divert the losn to any other object tus that contempla- 
ted by the original act." 

As for this oft repeated charge of corruption, let your governors, 

your legislators, your high public functionaries, who have revelled 
ia bank accommodations and have gloated upon the excess of bank 
issues, and who are now foremost in their clamors for repudiation; 
let them answer this charge. Let those who have joined this cru- 
sade, who have had no connection, ether as beneficiary or other- 
wiae, with this bank, who have never contributed to the storm that 
has prostrated our State; let such “cast the first stone.”

Mr Sveaxer—The jointselect committee appointed on the « 
the part of both Houses of the legislature, to examine the affairs of 
the Mississippi Union Bank, subsequent to the last report to the 
legislature apon that subject, and the whole subject of the issuance 
and sale of the State bond”, issued and sold for the benefit of said 
bank, have instructed me to report to the Senate: 

That, on entering upon the important duties assigned them, your 
committee took into consideration the whole course of said Union 
Bank since its pretended organization, the attitude which it has as- 
sumed towards the legislature, touching the several acts thereof, 
passed f for the purpose of confining the bank within the restrictions 
"contained in her charter; the total disregard manifested by her offi- , 
ters of the laws of the land, and from a calm and dispasionate in- 
vestigation theresf, have come to the conclusion, that itis neither 
prudent or practicable for the legislature to aftemptan interference 

^ with the effects or management of the concern. 

Whilst the matter was in abeyance, three parties were recog- 
nized: 

1, The Legislsture who had undertaken to grant the privilege 
and to exercisea supervising control over its consumation. 

2. The directory who were the operators, 

3. The subscribers for stock. 

Then, it was proper for the party granting, to examine from time 
to time, into the proceedings of the agents, and to guard the rights 
of the beneficiaries, So soon as this ceased to be the case, the di- 
rectory having determined to abandon the project, the rights and 
interests of another and different party, were sought to be involved, 
to-wit the people of the State. it was assumed that this patty, as a 
body politic, had authorized the issuance of five millions of bonds 
by their Executive officer, for the benefit of the supposed or jeten- ~ 
ded institution: whch bonds purport to pledge the faith of the State 
for their redemption, and ‘are said to have been issued in conformi- 
ty to a law passed by the legislature in the year 1838, and sold to 
Nicholas Biddie. ne 

At au adjourned session of the legislature, convened on the first 
Monday of January, A. D. 1841, en attempt was made to pub- 
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lish adeclaraton the world that the State or rather the people, would 
pay those bonds at maturity. "This was the first intimation of the 
kindofwhich the people feltzuthorized, under the circumstances of 
the case, to fake notice. This attempt was the more startling, 
because of the great ostentation of preparation throughout the 
State for securing and perfecting the individual stock morigages, 
provided for in the origizal charter. Evén az late as the first 
Monday in March, 1340,2 directory on the part of the individual 
stockholders was elected at the mother bank, in Jackson. ‘Thus 
endeavoring to indace a patient and confiding people to rely upon 
those who stood in theattitude of agents, to carry out the provisions 
by which they had been assured they wonid be protected and saved 
harmless. 

Suffice it to say, the panic was general and simultaneous, snd it 
was everywhere proposed to make ita test question at the general 
election in November, 1841, whether they should acknowledge or 
disavow their Indebtedness lo the holders of said bonds. In that 
important and delicate struggle a decided triumph is claimed by 
those who assumed the latter position,and which is fully conceded 
by those who occupied the former. 

Whether they wers jastified in making this imporiant decision 
by the circometanees of the of the case, isa question worthy of 
the most deliberate scrutiny. 

"The second section of the first article of the declaration of rights 
apppended to the constitution of this State, declares “thatall power 
is inherent in the people, and that ail free governments are founded 
on their authority and established for their benefi? The same 
people, before they proceeded to delegate the respective powers 
enumerated in the constitution, make the additional declaration, 
that ali Jaws contrary to the provisions thereof, shall be void. Af 
ter setting up these beacons, they proceeded to define and distribute 
the necessary governmental powers, and coceloded by providing 
among otherthings, "that no law shall ever be passed io raise a Joan 
of money upon the credit of the State, or io pledge the faith of the 
State for the payment or redemption of[sny loan or debt, unlesssuch 
law be proposed inthe Senate or House of Representatives, and be 
agreed to by a majority of the members of each House, and en- 
tered on their journals, with the yeas and nays taken thereon, and 
be referred to the next succeeding legislature; and published for 
three months previous tə the next regular election in three newspa- 
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petsof this State, and unless a of each branch of the le. 
gislature so elected after such publication, shall agree to, and pass 
such law; and in such case the yeas and nays shall be taken and 
entered on the journals of each house.” 

In view of these important pecuniaty restrictions, the legisla- 
ture of this State, on the 21st day of Janury, 1837, proposed and 
published the original charter of the Mississippi "Union Bank.— 
The next succeeding legislature approved and passed the same— 


- the sanction of the governor being had thereto on the 5th day of 


February, 1838. Thus far, the legislature and executive are pre- 
sumed to have been protected in their acts by the expression of the 
public will “This charter, although a public law, could only be 
regarded as a power of attorney, un the part of the people, authori- 
zing the faith of the State to be pledged on conditions thereafter to 
be performed. Herethe action and participation of the people in 
their primary capacity asa contracting party ceases. In this act 
there was no ground left upon whieh the most wary and suspicious 
might base a reasonable apprehension of ultimate pecuniary lia- 
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By the second section of this act, it was provided, that books of 
subseription for the sum of fifteen millions five hundred thousand 
dollars, divided into shares of one hundred dollars each, and intend- 
ed to secure the loan of said fifteen millions five hundred thousand 
dollars, shall be opened, &c. 

The fourth section provides that the owners of real estate situated 
inthe State of Mississippi, and who were citizens thereof, should be 
the only persons entitled to subscribe for stock. : 

The fifth section prescribesthe mode and manner of issuing the 
bonds by which the faith of the State was intended to be pledged; 
and provides in the form of the same, that the State shall acknowl- 
edge herselfto be indebted to the Mississippi Union Bank, &c. 

"The 7th section declares that both the principal and interest of 
said bonds shall be paid by said bank at the times they shall sever- 
ally fail due. 

- The eighth section provides, that to secure the payment of the 
principal and interest of said bonds, the subscribers for stock should 
be bound to give mortgages, on property to be, in all cases, equal 
to the amount of their respective stock. This property was to be 
of the most valuable description, and unencumbered. 

"The tenth section provides, that for the management of ihe affairs 
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of said brak, there all be thirteen directors chosen from among 
the stockholiers; dive t de chown by the legisiatire and eight by 

The eleventh section provides that each stockholder shell pay - 
intash ten dollars on each share subscribed, 

Theelewenth section provides, that after the books of subscrip- 
tion shall be closed, dos. the bank shall go into operation. 

By a referemveto these several clauses, 2D will appear that prc» 
ery equalin vilae to Geen millions five hundred thowsand dolars, 
eni thitol the most darableand imperishable description, can- 
fizusiy secured an? guarded, wastobe puedged, and remain for the 
witimate T púienol ihe bonds, and that the institution was cot 
to go into operzlon un iall the wes accomplished.

When we igok back to toe ongina} insiramení, alter these En pol. 
fant inovations, we lod ita mere wreck. It is “not even entitled to 
the appellation of skeizion, so great has been the destruction, and 
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that under the innocent title of supplementary provisions. Could . 
the legislature rightfully make these innovations, and if so, by 
what authority? If that body had the power to bind the people by 
this mode of legislation, thea have the citizens gained nothing by 
the much admired clause of the constitution above recited. Did 
. the people, in giving their assent to that portion of the original 
act of incorporation, whiclt proposed to pledge the faith of the 
State, act in relation thereto as on an independant proposition, and 
disconnected; with the remaing portions of the act? Most assuredly 
not, It was submitted asa whole; it was deliberated upon as awhole, 
' ¿nd as such it was adopted. The guards which were thrown 
around it—the securities contained in it—and the results which 
' promised to flow from i it, were the moving considerations to its sanc- 
tion. To seppose any thing else of an enlightened community, 
under the circumstances, would involve an absurdity too monstrous 
to be for a moment indalged. If the people, by this act, contract- 
edto do any thing, it was to permit their integrity to be placed in 
the market in the shane of State bonds, for the purpose of raising 
funds to enable the individual citizens of the State to have estab- 
lished ond carved on a Joint stock bank, the leading principles 
of which, as well as the detailed plan of its operations, were clear- 
ly set forth and specified in this act; no constituent part of. which 
could bs repealed or destroyed by any power inferior to that which 
granted the privilege of enacting it. By reference to the several 
clauses of cur organic law, as above quoted, it will be seen that 
this bizh and questionable power of pledging the faith of the State 
for purposes ol this kind, was reserved to the people, and to be ex- 
ereised by them—not in their representative, Lut in theirsovereign 
capacity. They are left entirely free by the terms expressed in the 
toustitution, from the force and operation of ony aet of the legislat- 
Iure passed in contravention of the ninth section of the seventh ar- 
ticle above referred to, the same having been already declared void. 
It therefore fellows, that so long as that section continues to be 
a portion of the fundamental law of the land, the people cannot be 
subjected to any liability on account of any law passed for the pur- 
pose of raising a ican, upon the faith of the State, unless they shall 
have an opportunity of placing different members in the legislature 
from those who proposed it. This second legislature (it is believed) 
must be presumed to act in relation to that particular subject, un. 
. der authority expressly granted, or restrictions unconditionally im 
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posed. If they act affirmatively under their instractions at the 
"ballot box, their powers are limited and defined hy the law itself, 
If a law thos submitted to the people, gives the details of the pian 

: proposed for disposing of the funds to be raised, those detailsform the 
conditions upon which the assent is given, anà the second legisla- 
tute cannot alter or discharge them without discharging the peo- 
ple from their entire liability. "They might, perhaps, by supple- 
ment, explain and render ceríain that which was defective and of 
doubtful import; but they could no more repeal any portion of them, 
thin an agent of atioracy-in-fae!,could make an erasure in a written 
power of attorney. 

The dangerous consequences of a different construction of their 
powers can scarcely be better illustrated than by refference to the 
case in question. There the irdividual property ef some citizen 
of the State was to he morigaged to secare tach and every share 
of siock, so as io identify the private interest of some individual 
with the management of every dollar of stork. A provisional 
directory, whose daty should be to organise the corporation, was to 
be appointed by the Governor; and thus removed bevend the reach 

- of those unhappy influences, so Viable io be exercised over incum- 
bents, by those on whom they are dependent lor office. 

By changing those two features alone, an effect was produced 
singularly illustrative of the position taken. Instead of an institu- 
tion carefully organized, founded upon individual stock, and 
ready to go into fall operation aí the end of twelve months, with a 
capital of fifecn millions five hundred thousand dalars.of stock, 
secured by motigages, with ten per cent in cash paid in on the 
same, and prepared to discount only upon merigages ofa like na- 
iure, an institution was reared up in about half that time, al asin- 
gie point in the State, with.a capital stock of five millions of dol- 
Jars subscribed for by the Governor, on behaif of the State— 
to secure which, nota dollar of property was mortgaged—bearing 
the impress of a State Bank, issuing post notes and discounting in- 
dividaal paper. i 

> “The legislature bad no authority from the people to make the 
State a stockholder, but on the contrary, were probibited by the 
fourth section of the original charter from doing so. The provi- 
sions of that charter being the measure of their power, theat- 
tempt to make the people primarily liable for five millions of the 
stock, and t6 destroy their zight to subscribe for it individually, was 
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4 feaud'apon them, and therefore void. In using this language in ^ 
" pport of the argument, your committee would desire to. be un- | 
derstood as speaking of the legal effect of the measure, and not, by 
any means, as calling in question the purity of the motives of the 
legislators who were instruniental in enacting it. 

Your committee are unable to draw the distinction between con- 
verting the State credit to the purpose of rearing up a State Dank, 
and that of applying it to any other purpose, foreign to the object 
specified in the charter. E 

The people never having been notified in the manner prescribed 
in the constitution (as before recited) thatthe faith of the State was 
unconditionally pledged for the redemption of the five million of 
bonds in question, were not bound to take any notice of the acts 
done under or by virtue of the supplementary act. It was suffi- 
cient for them to know that they could not be made liable, except 
upon the conditions prescribed in the original charter— shielded by 
the express provisions of their organic law, it was neither necessa- 
ry or competent to them to notify the world that they were not lia- ' 
ble—no such act on their part having been provided for. The 
constitution and the original charter contained their expressed will, 
both of which were published to the world, and of which it was 
bound to take notice, Beyond these, no ¢¥e had the right to sup- 
pose the sovereign people could be driven, for the purpose of re- 
cognizing an obligation either legal, moral, or political. On the 
first fit occasion they have declared, in language which cannot be 
anistaken, that they are neither bound or willing, by taxation or 
otherwise, to pry either the principal or interest of those bonds. In 
making this declaration, they have done no more than to avow, 
that the constitution of the State is the bulwark of their liberty, 

the paladium of their political existence, and that by it they will 
either stand or fail. If any imposition was practised upon the pur- 
chasers of those bonds, that imposition is not to be ascribed to the 
private citizens of this State. The bonds were not executed by 
their authority, nor were they placed at the disposal of their au- 
thorized agents; consequently, the idea that a failure on their part 
to pay them, would render the State inimical to invasion by auy fo- 
reign power, is unworthy of a moments’ consideration. The causes 
of war, and of capture, and reprisals on the high seas, are defined 
by the laws of nature and of nations; no one of which causes ex- 
ists or can exist, in the present case, if the positions above assumed 
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. be correct, ^ The bonde appear to have been sold by the citizens of 
this State to a citizen or corporation eb another of the United 
States, in the course of private dealing, and: involves no matter 
which is not properly cognizant to the courts. 

Taking the view which your committee did, they have deemed 
it unnecessary to institute an investigation into the affairs of the 
Mississippi Union Bank, the whole concern having gone into pri- 
vate hands, and the people having solemnly determined never to 
recognize it as a legal institution. 

They, therefore, report that it is inexpedient to bring in a. bill to 
place said institution in liquidation. 

Your committee, in obedience to- the resolution of your honora- 
ble body, have investigated to some extent, the facts in relation to 
the sale of the said bonds, which has resulted in proving the cor- 
reciness of the position taken by his Excellency, A. G. McNutt, 
in his letter to Hope & Co. upon that subject, and submitted to this 
legisiature of 4th January, 1842. 

Your committee, in. conclusion, beg leave to remark, that they 
are satisficd of the jusiice of the determination of the Íreemen oí 
Mississippi, never to pay the principal or interest of those bonds, 
or to recognize the Mississippi Union Bank asa legal institution; 
and that, in doing so, they declare in favor of a principle honora- 
ble to themselves and beneficial to their offspring. They thereby 
declare that a few cannot bind the many without their consent, and 
seta lasting example before those who may come after them of the 
fruitlesaness of the attempt to grasp and carry out unwarranted 
powers, calculated to affect their private rights, and to endanger the 
civil liberty of themselves and their children. 

Had the question been presented to them at an early period i ina 
tangible shape, with a full knowledge of the facts, their determin- 
ation would have been the same, and promptly and speedily avowed. 
Not having had this opportunity, it now becomes our duty to allow 
them, through us, to place themselves in their true attitude before 
the world, in as speedy a manner ag possible. 

To all cases of usurpations, timely interposition has been the 
means of preventing great calamities and injuries to the innocert. 
Frecmen, jealous of their rights, have ever, by care, vigilance and 
energy, atreste’l the course of. aggression, and avoided the baleful 
results of slavish apathy. The horrors of both the revolutions of 
France had been averted if, a timely and early restraint had been 
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"created upon the unauthorized career of that country’s monarchs. 
Indifference to usurpation is the bane of free institutions—the price: 
paid for liberty à is vigilance. Let this be once allayed and lulled 
into security, and the people become for a'time an easy prey to the 
designing. Instances are by no means rare of record, where, by 
false persuasions from time to time, they have suffered themselvas 
to be gradually mulcted by taxes and burdens to the ve verge of 
ruin. 

Your - committee, therefore, recommend that ere taken to 
cancel and destroy the five million of bonds signed by the Governor, 
and now remaining among the archives -of the ssid Mississippi 
“Union Bank. 

And, finally, in view of the importance of an early declaration 
«of these sentiments, your committee recommend the adoption and 
promulgation'ef the following resolutions.

Resolved, by the Legislature of the State of Mississippi. 

1. That the highest duty of a Repubiican State is the preserva- 
tion of its written constitution. 

2. Thatthe power of taxation over citizens and. property, within 
this State, except so far as the same has been delegated to the Fede- 
ral Government; is an attribute of sovereignty, residing only in the 
legislative department of the government of this State. 

. 8. That this department, under the constitution, 1s the exclusive 
judge ofthe objects for which money shall be raised and appropria- 
ted by its authority, in this State. 

4 That the legislature of this State have no rightful authority 
to levy or appropriate money for the purpose of executing the ob- 
jects of a law by them deemed repugnant to or unauthorized by the . 
constitution of this Siate, or of the United States. 

5. "That the act, approved February 15th, 1858, entitled “An 
act supplementary to an act to incorporate the subscribers to the 
Mississippi Union Bank,” whereby the Governor was “authorized 
and required to subscribe for, in behalf of the Stite, fifty thousand 
shares of the stock of the original capital of said Bank; the same to 
he paid for out of the proceeds of the State bonds to be executed to 
said Bank, as already provided for in said charter," —and repealing 
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so much of the original charter as conflicted with said supplementa- 
ry act—was a fundamental change of said original charter, passed 
contrary to the letter and spirit of the constitution of the State, and 
adopted without the assent of her citizens, as required thereby. 

6. Thatthe bonds of the State of Mississippi, for five millions 
of dollars, issued under said supplementary act, without a reference 
thereof to the people, or a compliance by the stockholders of said 
Bank with the terms of said original act of incorporation, delivered 
to said Bank, and by itsold to Nicholas Biddle, on the 18th day of 
August, 1838, are not binding upon her citizens, and cannot be paid 
by this State, while the forms of its present constitution remain. 

7. That his Excellency the Governor be, and he is hereby au- 
thorized and required, by proclamation published according to law, 
to forbid the sale of the bonds of the State of Mississippi for five mil- 
lions of dollars, now remaining in said bank, or the -hypothecation 
of A by said bank, its officers or agents, or the assignees of 


Mr P moved that three thousand copies be printed, 
Which was lost. 
On motion of Mr McIntyre,

Mr Besancon presented the claim of W, R. Ratcliff, which was

Mr Matthews presented the claim of C. M. Price, which was 

Referred to the committee on claims. 

Mr ‘Tompkins from a select committee, to whom was referred 
the resolution adopted by this House, instructing them to enquire 
into the practicability and propriety of employing the conviets in 
the Penitentiary of a part of them, in the manufacture of cotton 
bagging and other coarse cotton fabrics, have had the same under 
consideration and have instructed me to report: 

That after patient investigation, they believe it would be proper 
to introduce into the penitentiary the manufacture of q coarse cotton 
fabrics. A great proportion of the convicts are sentenced for short 
periods, and understand no mechanical business. ‘These can be 
profitably employed in spinning and. weaving; but to set them at 
any thing else, they would have to learn the trade before their la- 
bor would yield any profit. Another.reason for engaging convicts 
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, in the penitentiary, in manufactures of this kind, is, that the citizen 


mechanics would not suffer from their competition. 

To employ, say one hundred convicts in the manufacture of coarse 
cotton fabrics, would require an outlay for machinery and materials 
ofabout $20,000. 

Your committee hereto append, asa part of their report, the let- 
ter of the.warden of the Louisiana State Penitentiary at Baton 
Rouge, which they think clearly demonstrates the propriety of in- 
troducing the manufacture of cotton. Itshews, that while there 
was a loss in the aggregate of convicts in that institution, there was 
& considerable profit attending the exertions of those engaged in 
spinning and weaving. Profit, as to the employment of the con- 
vicis, however, is not, in the opinion of your committee, the most 
important consideration, The State pays to manufacturers abroad, 
for bagging and negro clothing, something like two millions ofdol- 
lars per annum. Ifthe introduction of the manufacture oftotton 
fabrics into the Penitentiary should prove successful, it would tend 
to the establishment of other factories in the State, to the establish- 
ment of them on plantations in connection with the mills and gins, 
and eventually perhaps it would supply the State with bagging and 
negro clothing, without dimishing the amount of her products. This 
would be a saving to the State of $2,000,000 per annum, and con- 
sequently an annual addition to that extent to her, wealth. 


LOUISIANA PENITENTIARY, 
Baton Rouge, Jan. 25, 1842. 


Sir—Your letter of the 13th instant, came to hand only yester- 


‘day, and as [leave for New Orleans to-morrow on some business, 


which will detain me eight or ten days, I shall try to answer to 
your enquiries as well as I am able for the moment. Having a 
large number of convicts, (say 231 men) most of them-sentenced 
for a term of two yearsor less, and few of that class being mechan- 
ics, experience has proved that the manufacture of coarse cotton : 
cloths, linseys and other cloths fit for negro use, is the most profita- 
ble; and as the experiment has been made on a small scale, the 
board of inspectors in their last seport to the legislature, have re 
commended an appropriation for a greater supply of machinery. 
So soon assaid report shall be printed I will send a copy to the 
warden of your penitentiary; meanwhile, the paragraph in relation 
to the factory, is as follows: ` 

^By the statement made by the senior warden to- the Governor, on 
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the 24th November last, and to the State Treasurer on the 25th of 
the same month, it appears that thirty five convicts, employed in the 
manufacture of cotton and woollen cloths, have giren a balance in 
their favor, over and above all expenses, including the salaries of the 
officers, clothing, subsistence, &c. of 12 35-100 per head per day; 
while the whole number of convicts shew a lossof 18 9-10 of a 
cent per head per day, including salaries and other expenses as al- 
ready mentioned. This shows clearly, in the opinion of the com- 
mittee; the urgent necessity of making an immediate appropriation 
for extending the manufacture of cotton and woollen goods. This 
appropriation, aecording to the opinion of the warden, should be 
as follows: 
For the purchase of machinery to employ about 100 convicts, as 
detailed in said statement, about == - $10,000 60 
Purchase of raw mnterials, » - - _ 10,000 00 
Cost of additional buildings, from 89 000 to - - 10,000 00 
Repairing damages caused by fire in the north wing, 9,000 00 


Total amount, - - - - - $39,000 00 

In the opinion of the committee, the warden has underrated the 
amount required, and it is therefore recommended that an appropri- 
ation of fifty thousand dollars should be made, as in such a case a 


"greater number of convicts could be employed, 


The whole machinery, as it now stands, cost about sixteen 
thousand dollars, including a steam engine—the description of it 
is as follows: 

One wool mule, 240 spindles; 

One wool breaker; 

One wool condenser; 

“One wool finisher; 

One wool picker; 


% Four cotton cards with drawing heads; 


One drawing frame, with three double heads; 
One clip speeder; 

Two throstles frames, 120 spindles each; 
'Pwo filling fraines, 60 spindles each; 
Oue lapping machine; 

One spooler and skeiner; 

Four plajg looms; 

Four twilled looms; 
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One beaming machine; € ! is 

One warping mill; 

- One sizing machine; 
One grinder for cards; 
One reel; 

Seven hand looms with flying shuttles, made by ourselves. 

This machinery was first made by a contractor, who made a 
handsome profit on it, and was made by Alfred Jenks, of Brides- 
burg, near Philadelphia, with the exception ofthe two filling frames. 
Mr Jenks is au honest man, and if he contracts with your institution 
directly, you may depend on his work and have it on cheap terms; 
he will also furnish a mechanic to put up their machinery and teach 
your conviets — Mr Jenlis has nothing to di with the steam engine. 
The one we had at first was only twelve horse power, and was 
strong enough for the cloth factory; but afterwards I found it would 
be advantageous to attach to it several cther things, as circular 
saws, lathes, &c. T'he one we have now is of forty horse power, 
and will drive even the surplus of machinery if the appropriation is 
made as contemplated. It was made by Phillips & Dunbar of 
Wheeling, and cost $3,000. But 1 supposea similar one would 
cost you more, for Mr Phillips, jun'r. who came down for putting it 
up, said they could not make another for the same price on account 
. of the finishing I required. 

The materials we employ are the low class of sound cotton and 
coarse wool. We make from 400 to 500 yards of cloth per day, ac- 
cording to the quality. ‘The Board and I have agreed that the 
manufacture of cotton bagging, would not be profitable, therefore it 
has been rejected. Respectfully yoürs,

1000 copies of the report and eceompanying letter ordered to be 
printed, 
Mr Boyd from a select committee appointed to examine the 
Planters’ Bank, made the following counter report by way of pro- 
fest: 


To P. W. TOMPKINS, 4 
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Mr Srzaxer—The undersigned member of the joint select 
committee appointed to inquire into the condition of the Planters’ 
Bank, begs leave to dissent from the sentiments expressed by the 
report of the chairman of the committee in regard to the liability 
of the State to pay the $2,000,000 of bonds sold « on account of the 
Planters’s Bank. : 

ln the first place, the undersigned does not understand, by the 
resolution under which they were appointed, that the said commit. 
“tee were called upon to express an opinion upon this subject, and 
if they had been the undersigned must deny that said committee or 
this house or either honse, or the whole legislative body, haveany 
authority to do any act which can change the character of the obli- 

gation that -may rest upon the people of the State to pay those 
bonds. 

The undersigned also controverts the position assumed by the 
committee, that the Oth section of the 7th aiticle of our constitution, 
“in express terms gives authority to negotiate the loan of 1833,” 
and that it incidentally acknowledges the validity of the loan of 
1831. 

That section declares “that no law shall ever be passed to raise a 
Joan of money upon the credit of the State, or to pledge the faith of 
the State for the payment or redemption of any loan or debt, unless 
such law be proposed” &c., and concludes in these words: “Pro- 
vided that nothing in 1his section shall be so construed, as to pre- 
yent the legislatare from negotiating a further loan of one and a 
half millions of dollars, and vesting the same in stock reserved to 
¿he State by the charter of the Planters’ Bank of the State of Mis- 
sissippi.” 

itis evident therefore, that the constitution by this section, leaves 
the power to borrow moncy so far as the Planters’ Bank may be 
 £oncerned, just where it found it, that is, with whatever power the 
Peislature had or might have had under the old constitution, which 
is silent upon the subject. 

No ‘express authority’ is given or withheld in relation to the one 
and a half million yet to be botrowed, and no acknowledgement 
is, in any manner made, in regard to the half million already bor. 
rowed, which will place the obligation of the State in relation to 
the bonds issued in a very different posture from what it would have 
been if the new constitution had never been adopted. 
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In order properly to understand the nature and character of the 
obligation which may rest upon the State to pay those bonds, it is 
nécessary to examine into the whole contract. 

If an individual makes a contract, he does so in reference to the 
obligations imposed by the laws of the State in which the contract 
is made,, When a State makes a contract, it does so in reference 
fo some law which it has assented to, to] bind itself. 

To properly understand the nature and character ofthe obligation 
which the State imposed upon itself by the sale of the Planters' 
Bank bonds, it is necessary to look into the aets incorporating the 
Planters’ Bank, asthe authority under which they were sold. It 
will not be contended by any one, that those bonds could have any 
legal existence but for the provisions of these acts, consequently, it 
is to them that the holders of those bonds and all interested must 
“look for their authority to claim payment of these bonds. It isa 
rule of law, founded on just and rational principles, that when a 
contract is made, it is necessary to a proper understanding of the 
nature of that contract, and of the intention of the parties, that the 
whole contract should be taken together. 

The 5th section of theact of 16th Dec, 1830, under which the 
first $500,000 of bonds ayere sold, declares “that the moneys 
arising from the loan hereinbefore directed, shall be applied to the 
payment of the five thousand shares authorized by this act to be 
subscribed for on the part of the State; and the faith of the State is 
hereby pledged for the payment of the principal and interest of 
said bonds, upon the falling due thereof: and that the stock of the 
State in said bank, shall be, and is hereby pledged for the same.” 

The act of Feb. 5, 1833, under which the amount of $1,500,000 
of the bonds were sold, declares, in the 8th section, “that the pro- 
ceeds of the said loan or loans, shall be applied to the payment of 
stock inthe Planters’ bank, which shall be subscribed for and paid 
in as is directed in the different acts to which thisis an amendment; 
and the said stock and the faith of the State are hereby pledged for 
the redemption and payment of said bonds, and all inrerest thereon ` 
as they respectively become due.” 

The 9th section of the act of February 10, 1830, imposes on à the 
kank the obligation to “provide, for the payment of the half yearly 
interest on the bonds," and the 11th section of the act of February 
10, 1830, declares “thatif the dividend arising from the stock sub- 
scribed for by the State, as is herein specified, shall be insufficieng 
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to meet the interest accruing em the said bonds, and the payment and 
extinguishment there ofwhen the same shall become due, the said 
bank shall supply such deficiency, and charge the sameto the ac- 
count of the State of Mississippi, and for the payment thereof, the 
faith of the State is hereby pledged” 

"The foregoing provisions are necessarily, not only connected 
with, but corstitute a part and parcel of the contract, as the “provi- 
sions of the charter and the amendatory acts passed before the sale 
of said bonds, are the only evidence ofthe assent of the State to 
such a sale, and also express-the conditions on which the State 
gave such assent. These povisions also contain within them, a 
very essential part of the inducernents which were held out to these 
who purchased the bonds, to become such purchasers. They in 

- fact, pledged the whole of the funds of the bank, including both the 
private stock and the State stock, for the payment not only of the 
interest on the bonds, but ihe bonds themselves, whenever they 
shouid severally fall due. 

Theact of the legislature ef February 15, 1839, commonly 
known as the trans‘er act, by which the two millions of stock owned 
by the State in the Planters’ Bank, (and which was the proceeds 

“of the sale of $2,000,000 of bonds) was transferred to the Missis- 
sippi Rail Road Company, must be regarded as having been done 
in reference to the Jien and the previously existing rights which 
the holders of the bonds had on the Stock. The transfer was a 
transfer of such interest as the State bad therein; that is, of what- 
ever the stock was worth or might be made worth, more than the 
two millions and interest, which the bond holders held asa lien 
thereon; and all sales or hypothecations of such stock or any pai. 
thereof, are made subject to the same incumbrances—that is, the in- 
cumbrances of the previously subsisting rights which the holders of 
the two millions of State bonds held over it. The State faith is 
pledged that the stock shall remain subject to the payment of those 
bonds and the interest thereon. 

I is true that the tenth section of said act purports to release the 
Planters’ Bank from the payment of the principal and interest on 
these bonds, but the only just construction which can be placed on 
the meaning of this release is, thatso far as its obligation towards 
the State existed, the Planters Bank was released; but the legisla- 
ture had no right upon any just or constitutional principles, to dis- 
charge the bank from its previously subsisting obligation towards 
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the bond-holders themselves; and it js not proper to suppose that the 
Jegislature intended such an act, but that the broad language there 
used, arose from the circumstance of there being no distrust what- 
ever that the Rail Road Bank would fiulfil this obligation assumed: 
en ite part. 

The second section of said tre:.sfer act, not only imposes this ob- 
ligation on the said Rail Road Company, but it expressly de- 
elates that “all the stoek of private individuals in said company, 
shall be and remain pledged for the payment of the bands,” so that 
the State has the additional security of whatever -effects the rail 
Road Company may have, besides the stock in the Planters’ Bank, 
to give. over tothe holders of those bonds, out of which they ought 
to have the right to secure themselves; and as the 5th section of said 
transfer act gives to the legislature “full power to direct the seizure 
of the rail road, and all the property, effects and credits of the 
eompany,” whenever they shall fail to pay the said bonds or inter- 
est due thereon, justice to the holders of those bonds, requires that 
the State should take immediate steps to make this seizure; and! 
also, to seize on the effects of the Planters’ Bank, which has for- 
feited its charter by a misuser and appropriate them to the payment 
of its debts; and more especially to take the interest which the 
State has arising from the two millions of stock, and collect and 
pay it over as a faithful trustee to the holders of those bonds, from 
the sale.of which the stock was created and which: was pledged by 
the contract of purchase and sale, for the ultimate redemption of , 
those bonds. 

So far as carrying into effect the above stated measures are con- 
cerned, the undersigned is willing to admit that there is now an im- 
perative obligation resting upon the State, '"PheState does owe an 
obligation to pass all laws that may be necessary to compel all 
within her limits, to discharge the contract and fulfil the obligations 
which they have placed upon themselves; and the Mississippi Rail 
Road Company and the Planters’ Bank of the State of Mississip- — 
pi, are under an obligation to pay these bonds and the interest there- 
on, which they ought, not only to fulfil, but which it. is the duty of 

- the State to take necessary measures to enforce, forthwit; for it is 
believed that these two institutions might be enabled to pay and take 
up these bonds if seized upon ferthwith, and put in liquidation, and 
which will, in all probability, not long be the case if us duty is 
not soon performed. 
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Whe undersigned cannot, however, subscribe to the doctrine that 
the State is under any legal ar moral obligation to pay those bonds 
or such part of them as the Rail Road Company or Planteis' Bank 
may fhilio pay. The legaland the moral obligation of the State, 
are oneand inseparable; for State morality consists in a strict dis- 
charge of its legal obligations. 

The bonds were not soldin pursuance of the solemn forms re. 
quired by our existing constitution, of submitting to two successive 
legislatures, and submitting to the people for their approval or re- 
jection. "The creation of them was butthe act of a legislative 
body, subject 10 be repealed or changed by a succeeding legislature; 
and an obligation to pay these bonds can only be mada legally bind- 
ing upon the people, by being submitted to them and ratified in the 
manner prescribed in the Sth section of the 7th article of the con- 
stitution which it may confidently be predicted, will never be done 
by the people of Mississippi. 

That article in our constitution Is peculiar to cur own State: itexists 
in the constitatione! no otherStatelo the Union, and is an extension 
and not an abridgment of the powers of the legislatare—but for that 
clause no authority could exist with the legislature to borrow money 
orcontractdebis for any other than necessary, ordinary government- 
tal purposes; and each succeeding legislature has the same right o 
the one who creates a debt, to judge and determine as to the expe 
diency of such debts, and of the propriety of paying them. The 
idea of binding the people of a State by the modern catch word of 
“nublic faith)” is founded upon the assumption, thei these who ad- 
minister the government, havea right of property in the persons 
and property of the governed. 

The actef pledging the faith of a State,if it has any meaning 
in it, gives to those to whom the pledge is made, the right of exact- 
isga fulfilment. Tisis the nature of giving a lien or mortgage 
onthething pledged. The State consists of its inhabitants and its 
property; comsequently, if the pledge means any thing, it means a 
piedge of the persons and property in the State, and the executing 
or giving of this pledse assumes that those who do so, have the 
right, and consequently they must claim to be, the owners of the 
things pledged, or they commit a wilful fraud upon those to whom 
they execute the pledge. 2 

The term “State faith," is like many other of those ingenious 
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devices used in, the old. world to cajole the people to submit their 
necks to the yoke, and is akin to the doctrine of the “divine right” 
by which kings and. monarchs tyranize over mankind, and of those 
religious superstitions which are introduced in all countries where 
it is intended to shackle the minds of the people. “State faith,” is 
a gambler's word, and is used like the word "honor" is among 
gamblers, whether of the faro dealing, or stock-jobbing, or. bank- 
ing species, An individual who intends to fulfill the just obliga- 
tions which he'has assumed, will do so without pledging his “ho- 
nor;” and the people of a State who have contracted a debt foi the 
legitimate and necessary purposes of government, will pay that 
debt as well without as with pledging the faith of the State. In 
this country, governments are not instituted for the mere purpose 
of having a government, and to give some men high placesand great 
. honors for themselves and famalies, but for the purpose of the better 
“securing the unalienable rights of the citizen, life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness.” In Europeand in all the old world, the idea of 
a government associates with it something like that which speaking 
ofan estate in this country does:tb-t is, a something which gives the 
right to some person or persons to enjoy the fruits of the toil and 
labor of others—but our forefathers repudiated this principle when 
they declared "that to secure the unalienable right of life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness, governments are instituted among 
men, deriving their just powers from the consent of the governed— 
that whenever any form of government becomes destructive of 
these ends, it is the right of the people to alter and abolish it, and 
institute a new government, laying its foundation on such princi- 
ples, and organizing its powers in such form, as to them shall seem 
most likely to effect their safety and happiness" These were the 
sentiments of the patriots of the revolution, and these are still the 
sentimen!s and the acknowledged principles of the whole people 
of the United States, asis evidenced by their united plaudits given 
at the annual fourth of July rehearsals, held in every State, cog 
and town in the Union. 

These principles are then at war with every principle which is 
claimed by those who assume for the legislature of the State tlie 
right of incurring onerous or b.rthensome debts, and mortgaging 
the State for purposes not necessary to secure the lives, liberty, and 
pursuit of happiness of the citizens, Thedebt incurred by the co- 
lonies in the war of the revolution, was assumed and cheerfully 
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paid by the nation formed out of the United Colonies, because it 
was but the insigmilieant tribute given as a recompense to those 
who had toiled aad bledf'and who had, under the smiles of a di- 
vine providence, given to the nation and people the inestimable 
blessings of independence and of freedom. The people of the na- 
tion cheerfully paid $e one hundred and thirty millions incurred 
as aldebt to prosecute the late war against Great Britain, be- 
cause it was the second war of independence, and because it 
was bat the just pittance given to those who had sustained the 
national honor and had acquired new glory and renown to the 
name of the American people. 

But these debts which are created, not by the people themselves, 
but by a few usurpers, and for purposes not necessary to sustain the 
glory and honor of the people, or of the State or National char- 
acter, but which have been contracted, by an attempt of a few to 
sell the birth-right of freedom of the whole people for a single ban- 
quet, and a banquet also at which but few were invited, as was the 
ease in Mississippi ana several of our sister States, will never be 
paid by the people. Such debts will not be paid because they were 
not contracted by the people, or by thase who had power to con- 
tract for them. The attempt to impose such debts upon them is 
not only usurpation, but in the highest degree unlawíul, because 
against the laws of nature and of nature’s God. Our right to re- 
pudiate is sanctioned by high heaven; and the impious assertion of 
man that he has a right to sell his fellow-man, born and unborn, 
is forbidd:m by those laws which come from the throne of the eter- 
nal The wil and power of man ceases with his life, and he is 
forbidden by this high authority to control any thing in nature 
when his own natural existence ceases. The generations which 
have gone and ceased to be, and those which have not yet come in- 
to being, bave no more relationship with each other than the inha- 
bitants of- different plannets, and tie impossibility of their meeting 
or controlling each other is equally great—they are as distant from 
each other as ihe utmost streteh of the imagination can conceive. 
Itis then only by a resort to the grossest species of idolatry, that 
this obligation can be made to exist. It is io make man the wor- 
shipper of a ereature of his own creation in all time to come. It 
is true, it is not a graven image set up for him to worship, but ti is 
equally in violation of the sacred commandment, because by it one 
generation impiously ereates an imaginary something which they 
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call “public faith,” by which they command generalinis yet. untora 
to bend, not the knee, but the mind, and bid thén do" those things 
which they whó are then returned to dust have commanded should 
be done while they lived upon the earth.. If it he true, that’ "the 
eatth’is the Lord's with all that therein i$,* them man has but a usus 
fruct interest, and when he céases to be, his tight ceases with him, 
and passes into the hands of those whom his providence permits. The 
dead have no authority over the living for one moment a fier they 
cease to bb, except by thé express assent of the living; and i in the lan- 


guage of a distinguished French author, "there is no form of go- . 


vernment which has the prerogative to be immutable.” 

` “No political'authority which was created yesterday, or a thousand 
years ago, but may not be abrogated in ten years time, or to-morrow. 
No power, however respectable, however sacred, that is authorized 
to regard the State as ifs property. Whoever'thinks otherwise is a 
slavé! Whoever thinks otherwise is a mad-man who devotes him- 
self to eternal misery; who devotes jt to his family, his children and 
his children’s children, in allowing his ancestors the right of stipu- 
lating for him when he existed not, and in arrogating to himself the 
Tunt of stipulating for posterity which does not yet exist.” 

It is remarkable, that in nearly all the States in the Union, the 
doctrine of the right of instruction is recognized, if not to its full 
extent, at least so far as to admit that the representative acts for and 
in the place of his immediate constituents; and yet, in contracting 
State debts and pledging the “faith of the’ State > for the payment, he 
not only undertakes to represent and control those who are to suc- 
ceed him in his legislative character while he lives, but also to con- 
trol those who are to succeed him in this character, when, according 
to the laws of nature, he must cease to be; but he also usurps to be 
the. representative of the generatións unborn, and to pass laws for 
them which they are, under the name of “public faitb,* bound to 
obey, and haveno right to alter-and abolish! -This vanity and pre- 
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sumption of governing and controling the actions of men beyond ` 


the grave, is the most insolent and ridiculous of all tyranies, and 
has no parallel except in that of the vanity and: presumption once 
entertained by the fallen angels. i 

But the argument is often addressed to us, that the laws of nã 
tions ate against us inthis matter, and that we cannot repudiate these 
- Btate faith claims, without making us m our State and National 
ehatacter obnoxious tg the censure and verision of other eiyilized 
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natione, and subject uM DE posuer yio- 
lation of internatiagplgaw. 

Asa nation, suf as a people, we-are not bound by any recog- 
nized principle ef @ational Jaw, which is not consonant with our 
own peculiar igdituiiáas and system of civil polity. And it is a 
remaglible fact, that @early all the writers on national law now 
used er recognized as authority, lived and wrote in countries who 
did not recognize and acknowledge that mankind were possessed of 
unalienable rights; and many.of these works were written to effect 
some particular purpose, or to gratify or gain favor with the so- 


. vereign whose subject the writer was. In this country we ac- 


kno e the: validity of no law so far that it may not be changed, 

whether advanced by commentators on the principles of law, or 
judges on the bench, unless that which they hold to be law is found- 
ed on principles of natural right and justice, All rights to be 
truly so, must be righr in themselves, and all which are fundamen- 
tal in their nature must be recognized as good and jost by all men 
of ordinary capacity. 

Many of these laws known as national, are nothing more than a 
part and parcel of the saine system of humbugery which has been 
used in all ages to hoodwink mankind, and have their origin in 
pretty much the same manner ia which the oracles spoke; and 


hich have about as much to do with the justice of the cause as 


the wearing of gowns and wigsin courts has to do with the admin- 
istration of justice between contending litigants. 

During the canvass in this State, the past year, when the subject 
of the. Union Bank bonds was under consideration before the peo- 
ple, some of the strong advocates of this State faith doctrine made 
an unsuccessful address to the fears.of. Mississippians, by endea- 
woring to impress upon-them the certainty of Mississippi cotton and 
Mississippi property being seized upon to pay these bonds by the 
authority of the governments whose subjects held these’ bonds. 


. Such arguments might be excusable in a foreigner who understood 


nothing. of the organization of our government, but they were un- 
worthy of any citizen of the United States of ordinary intelligence. 
The United States in all their external and foreign relations-are but 
one people; ard upon the principle -of reprísals, a cask of lime be- 
longing to a. citizen of Maine, or a hogshead. of sugar belonging 
toa citizen of Louisiana, are just. as much subject to be.seized to 
pay a Mississippi bond, as-a_bale.of cotton belonging : to a citizen 
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of Mississippi would be, In the correspondence between Mr Fox, 
Her Britaúic Majesty's Minister, and Mr Webster, Secretary of 
State, respecting the McLeod affair, Mr Fox, in.his letter, dated 
April 24, 1841, uses the following language, which shews that, al- 
though a foreigner, he understood more of the nature and charac- 
ter of our national government than. some of our bond payers at 
home do. Hesays: “With the particulars of the internal compact 
which may exist between the several States which compose the 
Union, foreign powers have nothing to do; the relations of foreign 
‘powers ate with the aggregate Union; that Union is to them re- 
presented by the Federal Government; and of that Union the Fed- 
eral Ciovernment is to them the only organ. Therefore, when a 
foreign power has redress to demand for a wrong done to it by any 
State of the Union, it is to the Federal Government aud not to the 
separate State, that such power must look for redress ofthat wrong." 
The whole system of the right of reprisals, as acknowleged by na- 
tional law writers, is unworthy of the present enlightened age, be- 
cause weak and small nations cannot thereby redress their wrongs; 
and the system js equally contemptible, whether viewed in the act 
of Nestor driving the cattle of Elidres because they had plundered 
his father's cattle, as related by Homer, or in the case of clans of 
' Arabs and Bedouins robbing each other of their camels and ele- 
phants teeth, as travellers tell us is the constant practice, or Indians 
taking coon-skins or other pelts from each other, or school-boys 
taking each others apples or nuts, or the still more famous instance 
of piratical England attempting to extort money from the Chinese, 
because they refused io swallow her poisonous drugs, are alike 
disgraceful to the individuals or rations engaged in them. 

But it is a remarkable fact, that as little as we are bound by any 
abstract right to be held responsible before the forum of nations, 
by the commonly acknowleged law of nations, there is no writer 
of any generally acknowleged high authority, who laysdown prin- 
ciples which will bind the people of this State, or of any State in 
the Union,.to pay debts of the character that most of those are, for 
which State bonds have been issued, and which are headed with 
the imposing: title of "Stat faith pledged? Burlamaque says, 
"The sovereign power, however absolute, is not of itself mvested 
with the right of property, nor consequently with the power of 
. alienation. ‘These two ideas are entirely distinci, and have no ne- 

cersary connection with each other.” 
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Here we may plainly trace up to its proper source a printiple 
attempted to be introduced in this country by some who seem to 
manifest so much solicitude abpnt preserving the honor of the State, 
and who seem to think this honorary obligation can. be discharged 
by “settling fair if we never pay” Among the monarchies of 
Europe, we may well defy the historian to point us to.a single in. 
stance in. which any considerable national debt :has-erer been paid, 
except by insolvencies, or a forced compounding ofthe debt. The 
reason that the governments could not pay these debts is, that Aow- 
ever absolute the government may be, it 3s not of itself invested with 
the right of property, except so far as is acknowledged by the con- 
stitutional or fundamental law of the government; and the right of 
the sovereign to pledge the faith of the State to pay the debt, so far 
as to impose an obligation, beyond the legitimate revenues of the 
government, to rest on all the subjects and their property, is not ac- 
knowledged even in the most despotic countries. It istrue that the 
same writer lays it down, that there are such agreements as those 
where the sovereign power has the right of alienating or transfer- 
ring the same, but he lays,it down also that it cannot bedone ex- 
cept by an agreement of the people, who have voluntarily sold 
themselves, and he remarks, “Examples of such agreements are 
very rare, and we hardly find any other except that of the Egyp- 
tians with their king, mentioned in Genesis, chap. xlvii.” 

In this country,every man, by whatever political name he may 
be known, is ready to admit and declare “that all political power is 
inherent in the people.” Such is the language of our constitution, 
and ofthat of nearly every other State in the Union, If then, this 
be true, the sovereignty must then also be inherent ip the people, 
and if it be true that the Legislatures who contracted these debts, 
pledging the faith ofthe State, and binding both themselves, their con- 
stituents, and posterity, had the power to do.so, then the obligation 
Tests upon every inhabitant in the State, and upon all the property 
of the State, and we cannot avail ourselves of that principle of nation- 
allaw which allows national or State debts to be paid by insolren- 
cies, while there isany property left in the State; and if the personal 
property is.exhansted and the obligation is of the sacred character 
which the bond payers attach to it, we are bound to.go as far asthe 
Egyptians did, and sell ourselves and pur lands to these bond-hold. 
ers; and they may well say to us, as Joseph did to the Egyptians, 
“Behold I have sel you this day, and your land, for Pharoah.”

It would.only require the name of Pharoah to-bé changed to that | 
ofthe King of Holland, the Queen of Spain, or to that of the Bar- 
‘ings or. Rothschilds, or whoever may be th» holder of these.bonds, 
“to-wit our otvn case. The 26th verse of that chapter reads as fol- 
Jows:--"*And Joseph made ita law over the land of Egypt unto this 
diy, that Pharoah should have the fifth part, except the lands of the 
priests only, which became not Pharoah’s.” It isa remarkable 
`` fact that no.prophecy contained in scripture is more exactly ful- © 
filled than that of this curse inflicted on the land of Egypt for this 
-bond-selling sin; for that country is at this day as much under the 
«absolute government of the Pacha as it was under that of Pharoah, 
in the days of Joseph; and we may also be enabled by this lesson to 
«see, that the veriest curses of heaven seem to rest upon a people 
guilty of such sales; and we may, too, be able to'make a tolerable 
guess as to the terms of the Pharoahs who are to get this country, if 
this bond-making doctrine is to prevail, will permit us to live on 
the lands: Nor is this bond sel ing and alienating principle a new 
thing, even 19 this country. There were some even in the revolu- 
tionary struggle who did not fight for liberty although they fought 
for independence. The attempt to create a great and gigantic na- 
tional bank, immediately after the organization of the government, 
may, be looked upon as a part of this scheme; and it would soon 
‘have transferred the liberties of the people, bought at the price of 
the best blood of the country, for a hereditary aristocracy, if not ab- 
solute monarchy, but for the extraardinary exertions of the republi- 
can party, with Mr Jefferson at their head. Let us here introduce 
a sentiment or two from the pen of Mr Jefferson, upon this subject. 
..In his letter to John W. Epps, 4th vol. Correspondente, speaking 
ofthe impolicy of incurring national debts, and denying the ab- 
stract right of taxing posterity with it, he says :—“But what limits, 
it will be asked, does this prescribe to their powers? Whatis to 
hinder them from creating a perpetual debt? The laws of nature, 
answer. The earth belongs to the living, not to the dead. , The 
will and the power of man expire with his life by nature's law.— 
* * * “The generations of*men may be considered as bodies 
or corporations. Esch generation has the usufruct of the earth du- 
ring the period of its continuance. When it ceases to exist, the 
-Maufruct passes on. to the succeeding generation, free and unincum- 
bered, and so on ‘from one generation to another forever. We may 
consider each generation as a distinct nation, with a right, hy the 
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will of its majority, to bind themselves, but none to bind a sueceed. 
ing generation more than the inhabitaok of another country; and 
carrying out the principles of each generation, having a right to con- 
trol its own acts by its majority, and issuing some tabular state- 
ments, shewing the average of human life, in which be shews that 
in about every nineteen years the majority of those who have the 
power of sel-government pass out of existence, he makes the fol. 
lowing remarks in relation to a state contracting a debt by loan: — 
“Suppose the majority on the first day of the year 1794 had bor- 
rowed a sum of money equal to the fee simple value of the State, 
and to have consumed it in eating, drinking, and making merry in 
their day, or, if you please, in quarreling and fighting with their 
unoffending neighbors, within eighteen years and eight months, one 
half of the adult citf&ens were dead. Till then, being the majority, 
they might rightfully levy the interest of their debt annually on 
themselves and their fellow revellers, or fellow companions. But at 
that period, say at this moment, a new majority have come into 
place, intheir own tight, and not under the rights, the conditions, 

or laws oftheir predecessors, Arethey bound to acknowledge the 
debt2—to consider the preceding generation as having had a right 
to eat up the whole soil of the country in the course of-a life —to 
alienate itfrom them, (for it would be an alienation to the credi- 
tors?)—and would they think themselves either legally or morally 
bound to give up their country, and emigrate to another for subsis- 
tence? Every one willsay no: that the soil is the gift of God to 
the living, as ranch as it has been to the deceased generation; and 
that the laws of nature impose no obligation on them to pay this 
debt. And although, like some other natural rights, this has not 
yet entered into any declaration of rights, it is no less a law, and 
ought to be acted on by honest. governments. 

“It is, at the same time,a salutary curb on the spirit of war and in- 
debtedment, since the modern theory of the perpetuation of -debt 
has drenched the earth with bloud, and crushed its inhabitants un- 
der burthens ever accumulating. Had this principle been declared 
in the British bill of rights, Englapd would have been placed under 
the happy disability of waging eternal war, and of contracting her 
thousands of millions of publie debt.” | 

In a letter written by Mr Jefferson to Judge Roane, Ath xul Cor- 
respondence, ‘his views are expressed entirely in opposition to the 
right. of the judiciary trying or setling questions of this kind. 
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Speaking of the jüidges, he says—-“In denying the right they -usurp 
of exclusively explaining the constitution, I go further than you do; 
if I understand rightly your quotation from the Federalist, of an 
‘opinion that ‘the judiciary is the last resort, in relation to the other 
departments. ofthe-goternment, but not in relation to the rights of 
the parties to the compact under which the judiciary is derived.’ If 
this opinion be-sound, then indeed is dur constitution a complete felo 
dese, For-intending to establish three departments. co-ordinate and 
independent, that they might check and balance one another, it has 
given, according to this opinion, to one of them alone, the right to 
prescribe rules for the government of the others, and to that one, too, 
which is unelected by and independent of the nation. * * * 
The constitution, ou this hypothesis, is a mere thing of wax in the 
hands of the ‘judiciary, which they can twist and shape into any 
form they please. It should be remembered as an eternal truth in 
politics, that whatever powor in any government is independent, is 
absolute also; in theory only at first, while the spirit of the people is 
up, but in practice as fast as that relaxes. Independence can be 
trusted nowhere but with the people in mass. They are inherent- 
ly independent ef all but moral law,” &c. 

Hore, then, we have Mr Jefferson not only a thorough anti-bond- 
er, but also opposed to thé judiciary having the right to try such . 
cases, he in favor of eabiatiete such questions “with the people in 
mass." 

To shew the E of this “faith of the State pledging” 
doctrine, which assumes that it cannot be annulled by the people, it 
will be proper to mention a few circumstances connected with the 
sale of these. Planters’ Bank bonds. At this time the State does not 
contain less than 40,000 voters or individuals who have each an 
equal right in the administration of. the government, and that num- 
ber is daily rapidly augmenting, and will continue to do so for years to 
tome. At the time these bonds were sold the State contained about 
12,060 voters, or a little more than the fourth of the number which 
Know does. From Mr Jefferson's calculations, according to the 
laws of niditality, about one-fourth of the numbet sf those who were 
the votets of the State when these bonds were sold have already 
gone out of existence; and if we take into consideration the large 

“number who have absented themselves to Texas, without paying 
their portipnof-the bonds before they left, it will in all probability 
bé found-that there is not: one half of the whole number pow re- 


maining, even when the first of the honda falling due ate asked to 
bé paid; and at the year 187 1, when the last of these bonds will fall 
due, it will be a rare sight to see an individual ne waa legal yo- 
ter of the State at the time the bonds were soid. . à; 

At the time of the sale'of these bonds one third n ta the most 
valuable portion of the State'helonging to the Chickasaw Indians, 
who lived there-as an independent nation and were treated with 
as such; and although the State of Mississippi may have set up her 
right of sovereignty over them, yet this was denied by the federal 
government until during the time of the administration of. General 
Jackson, and even then only admitted over their persons; the usu- 
fruct right of the lands to them and their.descendants was still ad. 
mitted by the federal government, and such has before and since 
that time, been the policy which has guided that government.. 

Theinquiry then, is, could the older or then existing portion 
of the State of Mississippi, inhabited by those who-done the act of 
selling those bonds, pledge the faith of the State s>asto make it 
binding on the persons, property and lands of these Indians? Sup- 
pose they had not treated with the government of the United 
States, and still held these landsas they might havedone if they 
had thought: proper not to sell them, whose right would have 
been a paramount one? The State would claim that they, being 
as a part of the State, were also pledged, and must pay their 
quota, while the government of the United States would have 
been bound to protect them, unles it had here abandoned the 
principles and policy heretofore pursued; and the inhabitants now 
- living in that portion of the country then owned and occupied by 
these Indians, have not come into the country under any promise, 
express or implied; that they will pay any portion of these bonds. 

If the Legislature who pledged the faith of the State at the time 
they directed the sale of these bonds; had. any right to make the 
pledge, that right would be over the property. then in the State, and 
those who baye removed any such property out of the State since, 
have done so with such incumbrauce over it; and asa good deal of 
auch property has been carriéd offe Texas within the:}ast year or 
two, if the State determines that she is. bound to pay the bonds if 
the banks fail to do 20, it would be propérto send an agent or- two 
to recover such property; for upon every principle of law as 
well ag'of moral right, the particular property pledged, that is, all 
the property that was in the State af the time tliat: the faith of the

States, paying the two hundred millions now. hanging over them in 
the shape of State faith debts; for if they pay these, they may find

Such experiments. Itis nt to be expected in the ordinary course 
of things, when we look at the great advances making in the arts 
and sciences, but that some new Law or Biddle, or projector of 
Uson Banks, will find eut some new and valuable schemeto make 
the people wealthy,and great, and happy, which will succeed for 
their time, as those who have gone before them have done. There 
is but one certain check and restraint upon excesses of this kind, 
and that is by declaration of the principle which is founded on the 
-nature of things, and which is consonant with reasón and the law 
of nature, that there is no form of government which has the pre- 
rogative to be immutable—that free governments give no property 
in those who administer the government, over those who have in- 
vested them with their authority—that no legislature can do any 
act which may not be undone by a succeeding legislatare, if the 
people so will it—that even a constitutional law may be abrogated

. 1. Resolved, By the General Assembly of Kentucky, that it 
is the high and sacred duty of a sovereign State to observe the ob- 
ligations of good faith ia all her engagemerits, not only with her 
own citizens, but equally and alike with those of other States and 
countries. 

2. Resolved, That the desperate expedient of throwing off State 
obligations in any case, by failing to provide, as far as possible for 
the prompt payment of public debts and liabilities, contracted under 
the authority of law. is abhorrent, bogh to the government and peo- 
ple of this commonwealth, &c. 

From the above resolutions, forwarded to the Governor of this 
State, your committee are of opinion that our respected sister, the 
commonwealth of Kentucky, have a direct allusion to the action 
had by the sovereign people ofthis State, by thelate election in re- ` 
pudiating the Union Bapk bonds, which bonds purported to have 
been the bonds of the State of Mississippi; and whilst your commit- 
tee reciprocate the expression of ourrespected sister, yet we are at 
a loss to find any poiat in the resolutions, when applied to the action 
of the people of this State in the late elections: for your committee 
do most solemnly deny that these bonds were made in pursuance of 
law—-and that the debt proposed to have been contracted in the for- 
mation of said bonds, was a palpable violation of the 9th section of 
the 7th article of the State constitution, which is as follows: 

“No law shall ever be passed to raise aloan of money upon the 
credit of the State, or to pledge the faith of thé State for the pay- 
ment or redemption of any loan ordebt, unless such law be pro- 
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posed in the Senate or House of Representatives and agreed to by 
a majority ofthe members of each House and entered on their 
journals, with the yeas and nays taken thereon, and be referred to 
the next succeeding legislature, and published for three months pre- 
vious to the next regular election in three newspapers of this State, 
and unless a iajority of cach branch of the legislature so elected 
afier such publication, shall agree to and pass such law; and in 
snch case the yeas and nays shall be taken and entered on the 
journals of each House.” i 
Agreeably to the requisites of this section ofthe constitution, the 
original act of incorporation was passed by the legislature in 1837. 
At the session of 1838, a joint select committee was raised upon 
the Union Bank, which committee (January 10, House journal, 
page 71,) was instructed to inquire whether or not said charter 
could be altered and become a constitutional law, &c. January 16, 
page 117. The committee reported that the legislature may 


amend the details of the charter, “but as that portion of said 


charter which relates te the subscribers to the institution, being the 
primary condition upon which the faith of the State was to be 
pledged, they had no power to change the same without again 
submitting it to the peopie for their sanction.” 

“January 23, House journal, page 187. The original charter 
was passed a second time. It now devolves upon the committee 


_to show the terms upon which the faith of the State was to have 


been pledged. 

Th 41h section of the original charter, enacts, “that none butthe 
owners of real estate, residents of this State, shall hisce for 
stock. 

The 5th section pledges the faith of the State as security for the 
capital and interest amounting to;$15,500,000 at an interest of 5 
per centum. 

The 8th section requires, “that to secure the capital and interest, 
the subscribers shall give mortgages on property, to the satisfaction 
of the managers, equal to the sums subscribed. 

Section 11 requires the subscribers to pay ten per cent. on each 
share subscribed. 

Section 12 requires that five hundred thousand dollars shall have 
been paid in before the bank shall go into operation. ES 

Section 29 requires "that the sock tolders shall execute the 
bonds and mortgages and deposite the same in the bank as security 
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for the seno eenqent of the capital and 2 of the proposed . 


State bonds.? 

Section 30 provides that the directors, as soon as appointed, shall 
elect a president, and the same shall be notified tothe goveanor, 
who will thereupon execute to the bank bonds in amount propor- 
tioned to the amount subscribed and secured agreeably to the requi- 
sites of the charter. These were the terms published to the people 
and upon which they agreed to plight their faith. 

Were these terms complied with? They were not; nor was a 
solitary requisite fulfilled—not one dollar was ever paid in—not one 
share was subscribed, and consequently, no mortgages nor ‘ponds of 
the stockholders, were executed to secure the State against loss. 

It may be asked under what circumstances were the Union 
Bank bonds created? To this your committee will answer, that 
these bonds, purporting to be the bonds of the State of Mis ssissippi, 
were created under the supplemental act: the first section of which 
authorized the Governor to subscribe for five millions ef the stock 
to said bank, thereby, (if the act be valid,) pledging the faith of the 
State for the five millions of dollars, in direct contravention of the 

9th section of the 7th article of the State constitution. And this 
‘pledge of the State faith, without the consent of the people, or 
without even consulting them, was without any security, as is spe- 
cifically required by the charter which was submitted to them: thus 
entirely changing the attitude which the people had consented to; 
for the people had only consented to be the security for the stock- 
holders, and had not, in any manner, proposed to be the principal 
in the transaction. - 

By the original charter, which was published and submitted to 
the people and by them sanctioned, the faith of the State was to 
have been pledged only as security, upon the terms above named, 
but by the supplemental chatter, (which was never submitted to 
the people,) the faith of the State was proposed to be pledged ‘out- 
right, as principal, in open violation of the State constitution as ad- 
mitted by the report of the joint select committee, as above quoted, 

which report was received and agreed to by the Legislature. 

Again To admit that the bonds had been in truth, the bonds 
of the State, yet they were sold in violation of the act authorizing 
the sale, which required that the bonds should be sold at par value 
for cash, to be paid i in the current coin of the Ù. S.; ; yet they were 
soldona credit and contracted to be refanded in sterling money 
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whereby the State would hare sustained a less to a large amount, 

With these facts before them, your committee deny that, the 

- the bonds so'd to Nick Biddle, werethe “legal” bonds of the State: 

therefore, your committee are of opinion that there is uo obligation 

e re&ing upon the State on account of the same; but to the contrary, 

that the paramount duty of every good citizen 1equires that he 

should repudiate the unauthorized acts of our agents, and pre- 
serve inviolate the organic law. 

All these facts the people of this State have canvassed freely, 
fully, and deliberately, ahd have decided the question, and from their 
decision there is no appeal. 

This subject so unexpectedly thrust upon us by a respected. sister 
of our Republic, has caused your committee to scan, carefully, the 
practice of other governments in relation to public debts, and 
the result of that investigation proves that various governments 

“of Europe have at one period or other, repudiated their debts, and 
that the government of the U. States has, itself, compounded some, 
and wholly repudiatcd others. * 

Story's Laws United States, (vol 1. page 109) “An act making 
provision for the, payment of the public debt, by receiving a cer- 
tain portion of it from publie creditors, in the shape of a loan to 
the government at its specie value, and other designated portions at 
“one in specie for one hundred dollars i in government paper. The 
same act creates commissioners of thé ‘sinking fund, who were au. 
thorized to purchase tlie Government paper at its market value, in 
specie, and the report of the commissioners show, that they pur 
chased various claims on the government at prices ranging from 
thirteen shillings to six shillings for twenty shitlings: thus, in the 
year 1790, the commissioners of the sinking fund purchased go- 
vernment stocks to the amount of $278,687 30, for the sum of 
$150, 989 34; thus it is seen, that the Congress of the United States 
has compell: d the public creditor to compound with the govern- 
ment, even as low as one for one hundred. Nor isthis all, a very 
large amount of the public debt. has never been paid, and. many 
who fought the battles of our ever memorable revolution, have sus- 
tained the loss—And it is not easy to conceive any debt which 

could bring with it stronger claims upon our sympathies, or more 
strongly present the equitable and' legal claims cf the public credi- 
tor upon the «government; for every act of Congress authorizing a 
” *new emission of paper, most solemnly pledged the faith of the go- 
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vernment for the redemption of each issue. These facts were most 
forcibly presented to the consideration of Congress at various 
times, by public creditors, yet, but a portion of the publie debt was 
even compounded for. 

- Your committee wish not to be understood as at all questioning 
the right of the government in the premises. It being an unques- 
tionable act of sovereignty, which your committee will be .he last 
to questiob; though, we must be permitted to say, that it is the ine- 
vitable result of a resort to the paper system. Each successive is- 
suance, enhanced the nominal value of the necessary articles to pro- 
secute the war of the Revolution; yet, this is not the only shape in - 
which the paper sysiem has brought incalculable evils upon the 
government of the Union, es well as upon some of our sister States, 
for several of the States have erecied themselvesinto banking cor- 
porations, and by this means, have inflicted on their respective com- 
munities, evils no less injurious to the best interests of their citi- 
zens, and in no one more-than in our respected sister, Kentucky. 
It will be borne in mind, that Kentucky, in the year 1820, incor- 
porated the Commonwealth Bank, which, for some eight or ten 
years inflicted upon the Commonwealth every evil which can flow 
from dishonored or depreciated paper. Your committee wish not 
to be understood as uttering this as a reproach, but merely to hold 
up such evils as a beacon, by which we may for the future, repu- 
diate the paper system as bringing with it every evil to which so- 
ciety is obnoxious; demoralizing, degrading and sporting with, and 
destructive of the very best interests of society. 

From the very grave impott of the resolutions above referred to, 
your commitiee have carefully reviewed the action of the govern- 
ment of this State, in order, if possible, to discover any ground of 
charge against the action of the government of this State, which 
could give rise to such serious apprehensions as are gravely sug- 
gested by the Commonwealth of Kentugky, and have been able to 
discover but one act of bad faith on the part of the government; 
that is the act of transferring the State stock in the Planters’ Bank 
of Mississippi, to the Natchez Rail Road Company. By the char- 
ter of the Planters Bank, the State stock, with the dividends, was 
pledged for the redemption of the Planters’ Bank bonds and the 
accruing interest; and by the act of transfer, above alluded to, the 
faith of the State was shamefully violated. But your committee 
find much consolation from the fact, that there were at the time, 
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-some noble Mississippians, who proved themselves worthy of the 
high trust reposed in them by their constituents, who strietly com- 
plied with the requisites of the constitution and laws; and as an 
evidence of their high sense of duty, they entered a solemn pro- 
test upon the journals—an extract from, which, will place them in 
an enviable attitude before the world. 

House Journal, 1839, page 442.— The protest is as follows: 
“We, Saml. M. Puckett, S. J. Gholson, S. M. Hargrove, D. W. 
Hyneman, James C. Rupert, E. J. Sessions, Henry R. Carter, John 
Gilmer, make this solem protest, &c.” page 443. 2. "Because it 
is, in our opinion, a fraud upon the holders of the bonds of the 
State. The loans were obtained by the sale of the bonds of the 
State, for the payment or redemption of which, as before stated, the 
stock and dividends accruing thereon, were faithfully and solemnly 
pledged to the holders as collateral security for the payment there- 
of, and is, in truth, and in fact, the only real tangible security which 
the holders of the bonds have for their redemption. It is true, 
that the faith of the State is, by an act of the Legislature, also 
pledged for the redemption of the bonds; but this pledge, solemn 
and sacred as it may appear, is nothing more nor less than a pledge 
made by an act of one Lgislature, and subject to be altered, 
amended or repealed by a subsequent one, under the instructions 
and control of the people, in a republican government—the 


source of all power, and the only rules known to the constitution - 


and laws of the State." 

The protest continues at length, portraying the manly, energetic 
views of its authors, in a style which .reflects from the dark hour 
of bank supremacy, a halo, which, your committee fondly believes 
has spread over the whole extent of our oppressed State. 

| From the wholesome tenor of the resolutions above referred to, 
your committee fondly hope that the days of bank supremacy and 
of the paper ctedit system has been numbered, and that the States, 
as well as individuals, will retrace their steps; for your committee 
recognize im the banking paper credit system, that scheme of plun; 
der which has been practiced in all ages of the world, in one shape 
or other;a scheme whereby the crafty few are enabled to rob the 
industrious many.

The design of the act may be, and no doubt is in strict accord- 
ance with the laws of nature, and however desirous I might be 
| that the designs of the act should be carried out, nevertheless, 1 
; Teal constrained by the provisions of the constitution, of the State, 
| to withhold from the.act my approval and signature. 

The first section of the aet provides, "that Hellen Blake, illegiti- 
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¿mate daughter of John Fulton deceased, shall by the act be legiti- 

] mated.” 

| The second section provides that the nuncupative will of said 
é John Fulton, deceased, shall by the act be legitimatized and made 

, + good and effectual, both in law and equity, and that the requests and 
; bequests therein contained, shall be carried ont according to the 
' provisions of said will. 
The provisions of the first section contemplates that the legisla- 
ture can pass a law to legitimatize the illegitimate offspring of a 
deceased father, so as to make such illegitimate offspring inherit 
the estate of the reputed father, in preference to the person or per-' 
sons who were the legal heirs of the deceased reputed father at the 
time of his death, which I conclude cannot be done under the 
provisions of our constitution, as such a law would impair the 
rights of others, and would be prohibited by the last clause of the 
19th section of the first article of the constitution of the State. 
The first provision of the second section of the act, contemplates 
thatthe legislature can pass a law to legalize and make good and 
- effectual in lawand equity, a nuncupative will which is invalid at 
- the time of the death of the testator and thereby cast the estate of 
the testator, contrary to the legal course of descent, and deprive 
such person or persons, as were the Ingal heirs or distributees of 

`- the testator at the time of his death, of their right to the testator's 
estate, which-1 am of opinion cannot be done under the provisions 
of our constitution, and which I consider as prohibited by the clause 
of the constitution of the State above referred to. 

The will of a testator is the title by which his devisee has aright 
to, and holds the bequest, and instantly after the death of the testa- 
tor, the right to the bequest or legacy passesto and is. absolutely 
vested in the devisee, and the legislature cannot, under our constitu- 
tion, pass a law to divest the devisee of such title. 

The éstate of an intestate, instantly after the death of the intes- 
tata, in the case of real estate, passes to the intestate's legal heir or 
heirs; and in the case of personal estate to an administrator in trust 
-for the creditors and legal heirs and distributees of the intestate’s 
“estate; and the being the legal heir of the intestate and the law of 
‘descent is the title by which the legal heirs or distributees of the 
intestate, take and hold the estate of the intestate; and by operation 
of law the title is complete and perfect, the instant after the death 
of the intestate; and the legislature cannot, by law, divest such righ” .

“tously taken,upon themselves the investigation of a subject which 
had by this house been confided to others. The question of the 
liability of the State for the payment of her bonds, delivered to the 
Union Bank, having been referred to a different committee, and that 
, committee having reported thereon, any farther ‘communication 
- upon that subject was as unauthorized as it was unexpected. 

'The resolutions of the lesislature of Kentucky, are declared by 
the majority of the committee to have a direct allusion to the action 
of the sovereign people of this State by the late election in repudia- 
ting the Union Bank bonds. "The undersigned has carefully ex- 
amined these resolutions, and can find no mention therein of thé5 
said bonds or of the action of the people of this State in relation 
thereto, and unless the majority had been self convicted of having 
rendered themselves and their constituents obnoxious to the charge 
of attempting to throw off the just obligation of Missississippi in 
the repudiation of those bonds by the legislature, they would 
scarcely have imagined that the resolutions were aimed particular-, 
ly at them, or have.deemed that it was necessary to enter their 


plea of "not guilty to the charge—The wicked flee when no 
man pursueth.” 


The undersigned does not déem it necessary to urge the prose- 
eution of the indictmént upon which the majority have supposed 
the people of this State to be arreigned, or tojoin with them in the 
defence.— The defence which has been made is wholly unworthy 
of a sovereign people. National union is not to be valued by, 
shillings and pence. National obligations are not to be avoided by 
nice technichgl distinctions and quibbling constructions; nor is na- 
tional fraud and injustice to be justified by precedent; for when men 
wish to do wrong, they may easily find some specious plea, and for 
the grossest outrage and HS dishonor, they may still n exam- 
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Whenever the undersigned is convinced that it ifthe determiner 
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tion of the people of this State to zepudiate their. obligations, he 
will urge no justification but such as'is worthy of a sovereign 
State, and if such cannot be found, he will then deny that he is any 
longer a Mississippian.

for five millions of dollars now remaining in the Union Bank, or 
the hypothecation of the same by said bank, „as officers or agents or 
their assignees,” present this their solerin' protest against the course 

‘pursued by the majority in adopting said resolution, 
The, undersigned in their opposition-to the above resolution, and 
in tendering this, their protest, are influenced by no desire that the 

bonds of, the State, now. in possession of the. Unian Bank or its 
assignees, should be sold or hypothecated;: ‘but, on the eontrary, 
even were it practicable, would regard such ‘a disposition of them, 
as a measure-unwise on the part of the bank, and unjust to the 
State, , 

The undersigned believe that the. majarity have been influenced 
by-no apprehension that the bank or its assignees could ever effect 
a sale .or hypothecation of these bonds upon any terms which 
would cieate ah obligation on the part of the State to pay them.— 
To suppóse that the anti-bond part of the Legislature are under any

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such apprehensions, sto assert thatthey meant nothing by the reso- 
lutions passed prior to thggabove.tnentioned declaring the bonds is- 
sued for the benefit of M0 Lion Bank, nultand'void. | 

The undersigned can only aecoiint-for the ‘absurdity of requir. 
ing the governor to forbid the: sale-of bonds already declared by 
the legislature to be, void; ón one of two grounds, either that the 

anti-bond party believe that these are the bonds of the State and 
that she is bound to pay theni, orthat there is some covert design 
masked by the resolution, whereas the _ pretended risk on, the part 
of the State incurred by permitting those bonds to remain in pos- 
session of the bank, is held. up as the ostensible motive for the 
adoption of the above resolütion. 

The undersigned assume the positioh, that 4 in ease the State 
. should ever be compelled to pay the bonds issued on account of the 
Union Bank, the question of a legal claim upon the individual 
` Stockholders for indémnity against the loss of more than one third 
of the balance remaining unpaid, after exhausting the assets of the 
bank should be determined by the judiciary. They contend fur- 
ther, that there is nothing*in either the original or supplemental 
charter incorporating the Mississippi Union Bank which authori- 
zes the assertion that the first five million of dollars was required 
to be applied to the payment of the State stock. 

The first section of the supplemental charter merely provides 
thet the governor should subscribe for five millions of the capital 
Mdk of said bank, to be paid for out of the bonds as provided in 
the eriginal charter, which ¿vas in substance as follows: ` 

“That to facilitate the stockholders of the Union Bank to obtain 
a loan of $15,560,000, the State should execute her bonds for that 
amount, tó be secured previously, by mortgage &e., which bonds 
were to be paid for and redéemied by the bank; therefore, it is evi- 
dent that the bonds sold were upon precisely thé same footing of 
the remaining $18,500 (909 a common fund for the benefit of the 
stockholders. 

The undersigned (onere assert that any-act of the legislature in- 
terfering with the conditions of the contract under which individu- 
als'became stockholders, would virtually release the stockholders 
from any obligation to indemnify the State if case she should be 
compelled to pay the bonds—They do not contend thatan act of the 
legisteture ean impair or change in any manner, the liability of the 
stockholdersto the bondholders, but confidently assert, that every 
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liability of the stockholders to the State, may be cancelled by the 
egislature, and we believe wll be, if thedirections conveyed in the a- 
* bove recited résolution be followed up and obeyed by the governor 
If the act incorporating the bank is constitutional, it is manifest that 
the legislature in this attempt to prevent their sale, would commit 
a flagrant aggression upon the rights of the individual stockholders 
who, by its provisions and the act of subseribing for stock, have 
acquired a right to use the credit of the State, in consideration for 
which they agreed to give a fair equivalent—lt is only on the as- 
sumplion that the act is void and thatno rights have attached that 
the adoption of the resolution can be defended, and we deny that 
the legislature has any right to assume to itself the privilege of 
declaring that there are no stockholders to the bank, and therefore, 
the State has a right to withdraw her bonds or forbid the sale with- 
out incurring any liability by doing so. Thisis the ground upon 
which the resolution was advocated by some members of tho ma- 
jority. 

The undersigned believe the State is bound for ihe payment of 
the bonds issued for stock in the Union Bank, and that the security 
which she holds against her responsibility, is the obligation of the 
bank to apply her assets in payment, and in the event of that fund 
proving insufficient, a right to compel a contribution from the stock- 

‘holders, proportioned to the amount of stock owned by them, to 
malre good at.least two thirds of the loss, or a right to charge their 
mortgaged property for that purpose. They object, therefore, to 

"the adoption of said resolütion; because, its effect will be, to release 

‘the stockholders from that obligation and devolves upon the State, 
“the entire loss, if she should ultimately be compelled to redeem said 
bonds. 

The undersigned do not propose to enter ínto an argument to 
prove the liability of the State, but to present in distinct terms thé 
ground of their opposition to the resolution. No one will deny 
that there is at least, a probability that the State may be made liable 
on her bonds. 

On that assumption, therefore, it would be the greatest injustice 
tothe people to discharge the obligation of the stockholders to the 
State. We firmly believe that the stockholders might possibly 
have been made liable by the decision of our courts previous to the 
passage of the seventh resolution, for their proportion of the debts 


ofthe Union Bank, referred to above, to the State.

It wassimply a right reserved, not 
a conosssom To place a construction 9n the supplement which 
woud relieve the private siscliholders from the obligation to secure 
by mortgage the enti e principaland interest of the bonds, and whith 
thereby would operate as q paria] repeal of the eighth section. 
The mam objects had in view by the Legislature would be defeated. 
The rule of constraction which requires a sistale to be sp construed 
as best io effect the object of the law, requires that the said eighth 
section should stand unrepsaled or modified. . 1f that section is re- 
praled by a construction placed on the supplement, i might bring 
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that act in conflict with the constitution, as it might alter the condi- 
tion upon which the pledge ofthe faith of the State was mado. 

This, by an imperative rule of construction, cannot be done, if it 
‘can be made to bear one, which would not violate it, as the legisla- 
ture can never be supposed to intend to inviolate the constitution. It 
is obvious that a different construction may be placed upon it and 
one which is more consonant with the manifest objects of the Legis- 
lature. 

The undérsigned therefore maintain that the State is justly en- 
titled to be secured by the private stockholders, if legally liable, 
against loss on the bonds, which have been sold to at least the ex- 
tent of two thirds ofthe liability already secured. 


That the plain: meaning and intent of the charter is that the indi- 


vidual stockholders agreed with the State, that she should receive 
and appropriate the dividend on $5000,000 of stock for the benefit 
of the whole people of the State, as an equivalent for the use of her 
credit, by which the Bank would be able to wield a capital of 
$10,500,000. 

The effect of the said resolution, which discharges the stock- 
holders from this contract with the State, may subject the whole 
people of the State to the payment of a debt which may be justly 
due by only a small portion of her citizens. The undersigned 
therefore most solemnly protest against the passage of said resolu- 
tion. They protest aiso against the manner of itsadoption in which 
an acknowledged rule of parliamentary proceeding was grossly 
violated, and a plain dictate of common justice was disregarded, 
which precludes all men from deciding in their own cause. They 
aver that several members of the House who are stockholders in 
the Union Bank, were permitted by the majority, of which they 
were a part, to vote in favor of said resolution, the.manifest effect of 
which was to relieve them from a heavy weight of obligation to 
the State.

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* The communication which was this morning received from the 
commissioner of public buildings, was laid on the table without ` 
being read, which is as follows: 
T'o the Hon. Robert W. Robert W. Roberts, 

Speaker of the House of Representatives: - 

In discharge of the duties required of me by law, I did on the 
——day of February 1842, make a report to your Honorable 
body as commissioner of public buildings, in which was made an 
estimate of the cost of the Executive mansion and other public 
buildings. 

Wm. Nichols, formerly State architect, on the 14th day of Feb- 
ruary,, 1842, addressed a com.nunication to your honorable body, 
in which he charges me ia my report "with making misstatements 
calculated to mislead the public.” I did not think at first, that I 
would takeany notice of this unwarranted and unjustifiable assault 
on me for the faithful discharge of an official duty; but knowing 
that this infamy (which is here notorious) had not reached the pub- 
lic abroad, and that his being once architect, might predispose 
some to credit his statements, I have thought fit to address this 
communication to your Hon. body for the purpose of placing my- 
self in a proper attitude before the country. Istudiously avoided in 
the report which I addressed to the House of Representatives, 
making an atiack upon the State architect. If my report was 

_ calculated to effect any person, it was the former commissioners of 
public buildings—they (if they thought themselves injured) would 
have been justifiable in addressing a communication to your body 
in self defence; but the State architect had no right to volunteer 
his services asthe defender of thecommissioners. In doing this he 
has been guilty of an act of imprudence, equalled only by his 
(Nichols) every day's transactions.—I will proceed briefly to no- 
tice the architect s repoit to your honorable body,—He says: 
Reuben Clarke's contract'should have been credited, $6,945 00

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should have been credited with $6,945. Ina report which he, 
(the architect) made only a few days since, to the chairman of the 
committee on public buildings, he uses the following language: 

«Contracts for labor and materials in finishing the governor's man- 
sion, and for which an appropriation is asked. No. 1. Reuben 
Clark’s contract for all of the carpenters and joiners work done in 
completing the governor’s House, including the building in the 
rear of the Veraadah, $15,653 00 

Sabject to a credit of 4,900 00 

By reference to both reports it will be seen that there isa dis- 
crepancy of two thousand dollars. In his report to the House, he 
(Nichols) says Clark’s contract should be credited with 86,945 00; 
in the report to the committee he says that Clark's contract should 
only be credited with $1,900. The architect should have remem- 
bered the old adage of glass houses, when he was making whole- 
sale charges of misrepresentation, against others. 

The architect in his report attempts lo inculcate the belief that 
I stated in my report that the State owed R. Clark $15,653, wiih- 
out allowing any credit whatever, to the State. 

I expressly stated in my report that Reuben Clark had received 
a part of the monies due on his contract (as will be seen by refer- 
ence to page twelve of my report as ex officio commissioner of 
public build'ngs.) On the same page it will be seen that it was 
stated, that there was a eredit on Si contract of Walker and Me- 
Lachlia. 

He says that Edwin Moody is charged twice for building kitchen. 
On page 9 of commissioners report it will be seen that it was stated 
that a certificate from the commissioner of public buildings had is- 
sued to E. Moody for building kitchen, for $1,900. On. page 11 
an appropriation is asked, for $1800, this wes an extract from the 
- report of the architect himself, to the committee on public build- 
ings, ldid not charge any contract twice without allusion theieto. 
I expressly State on page 12, commissioners report, that the sched- 
ule of contrats and claims enumerated above, for which appropria- 
tions are asked, may contain some items which were included in 
the list of expenditures for, which certificates had been issued by 
the commissioner ia 1841. 7 

Again, the architect siys: “Robert Jack’s contract should be 
credited with one hundred and sixty-five dollars" R. Jack's con- 
tract is entitled to no credit whatever, ond heis correctly charged 
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"with the amount aforesaid for work done on governor's mansion as 
will be seen by reference to voucher book, page 78, where it says. 
“Robert Jack was allowed $165 00 dollars for cabinet work on go- 
vernors house." 
Again he says I have made an over estimate of fifteen hundred 
dollars to completing the governor’ s mansion. What is now neces- 
sary to be done to complete said mansion, ist floor to be laid in 
the basement story of brick. 2d The basement story must be 
plastered. 3d The yard and garden to be laid off and arranged 
—trees and shrubery to be bcught and planted. out. 4ih. Severa 
out houses to erect &c.—All of which will cost much more tkan 
three thousand dollars (as I have ascertained from the ‘best judges) 
particularly if the same extraWagance is to attend their completion, 
which we have witnessed on other public buildings. This is not 
the first time that the State architect has made low estimates. It 
was by that same system that, time after time he obtained appro- 
- priations from the legislature to complete the public buildings, which 
cost the State over a half million of dollars. To have asked the 
- legislature in the commencement to have appropriated that large 
sum of money for the work, would have affrightened them as much 
as the State architect seems to be, by the estimate I have made of 
‘the amount necessary to complete the executive mansion. 

The State architect enumerates several contracts to be paid 
when completed, with town lot notes, and advancesas a reason 
why the high prices were paid for work enúmerated in commis- 

*. sioners report, that the persons who contracted to do work to be 
paid in their own notes given fortown lost, were all insolvent-- this 
is false in regard to some of them at least; Edwin. Mocdy has al- 
ways been considered solvent, and it has been but a short time since - 
he recovered judgment against the State for more than twenty thou- 
sand dollars. Thisslander in regard to the salvency of E. Moody 
was propagated to gratify the most vindictive feelings, which one, 
man can possibly feel towards another. 

l am accused of over estimating the cost of the executive man- 
sion: so far from doing this, some claims (I have since ascertained 
are not included in the list of expenditures-which should have been) 
for instance, John Long's claim for lime, amounting to more than 
three thousand dollars. 

Again, the architect says: “That ihe office of commissioner was 
in confusion when I took possession thereof" This statement ` 
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the architect knew to be falseat the time it was made, My report 
in regard to the confused condition of the commissioner's office, is 
fully sustained by the report of a committee of which the distin- 
guished gentlemen from Tishemingo [Mr Matthews] was chairman. 
My predecessor, also, fully eorgoborates my statement. He says: 

"In my report to Governor McNutt, I suggested the propriety of 
having the books of the commissioners office brought up as a mat- 
ter of economy to the State, and to enable the commissioner to 
transact the business accurately. I have had some experience in 
said office—I believe that no one man cari do the business of State 
Treasurer and Commissioner of Public Buildings, in the deranged 
state of the commissioner’s office. In my report to the Governor, 
I stated that the books and papers of the office were in such de- 
rangement that it was with great difficulty I could-ascertain the va- 
lidity of claims, &c. I now state, without the.fear of contradic- 
tion, that the books and papers of the commissioner's office from 
1836 to the time I took charge as commissioner, ‘were a heteroge- 
nous mass of hieroglyphics,—such as to give no man of business 
any or but little satisfaction as to the affairs of ‘the office, I will 
here give an example: John Long, who was contractor with the 
State to deliver forty-two thousand bushels of lime, at one dollar per 
bushel, applied to me soon after I went into office, with the archi- 
tect’s certificate for about eight hundred dollars, wishing me to 
make settlement with him on the State architect's certificate. I 1e- 
fused—I told'him he was a large contractor, and that I must ex- 
amine his account for him before 1 allowed it. On the day ap- 
pointed for the purpose, I went into an examination of Long's ac- 
court, and found from the booksthat Mr Long had delivered twven- 
ty-eight thousand bushels of lime at one dollar per bushel, and had 
drawn from the State thirty-six thousand five hundred dollars, mak- 
ing a difference in favor of the State of $8,500. It is here wor- 
thy of remark, that when Long presented his account with Mi- 
chols' certificate, for eight hundred dollars, 1 hesitated to allow the 
account. Nichols said he knew that Long's account was straight, 
up to that date. I found it to be otherwise. 1 now state in con- 
clusion, that during the year 1841, whilst Treasurer and ex-officio 
Commissioner of Public Buildings, that the business of commis- 
sioner was more trouble than all the business of the Treasurer's 
office ordinarily.” É 


Signed, J. S. CURTIS. 
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Thus, it will be seen, that Í am fully sustained in my assertions 
in regard to the confused condition of the commissioner's office by 
my predecessór. 

The architect shows plainly in his communication to your honor- 
able body, that the report was made more for the gratification of 
his private malice against your commissioner, than for the public 
good. 'He shows this conclusively, by his attack on such portions 
of my report as has no reference to him whatsoever. He impugns 
my motives in making my report to your honorable body, by stat- 
ing that my only object was “to obtain a clerk in my office This 
insinuation does not become those whose character dame rumor 
has been so busy with as with the State architects. Jt is worthy 
only of its author and need only to be mentioned to be condemned 
and disbelieved by those who know me, whether they be political 
friends or foes. i 

The cause of my offence to His Highness, the State Architect, 
is this: when I bad reached the seat of Government, and had en- 
tered upon the discharge of my official duties, I f.und the treasury 
without a dollar, and suggested to some of my friends that the of 
fice of State Architect was a sinecure, and ought to be abolished; 
that the public buildings were almost completed, and that his (Ni- 
chols) services were no longer needed. 1 did this through no ill 
feelings towards the State Architect; it was done only with the de- 
sire to relieve the State of her heavy embarrassments. 

It was to be hoped, that no man could have been found so desti- 
tute of principle, so lost to every feeling of honor, às to wish to be 
kept in office doing nothing, and for his services receiving a heavy 
salary. This was not to be expected, at least of this distinguished 
son of auld England, who has received for labor and his services 
almost a princely fortune from the State of Mississippi—who has 
been rolling in luxury and wealtb, drained from the hard earnings 


of the people of, Mississippi for the last six or seven years. Iam, 
sorry, very sorry, I have been compelled in selfdefence, to ad-' 


dress this communication to your honorable body. 1 could not, 
in justice to myself and friends, have done otherwise. I have no- 
thing to fear from the attacks of such men as Wm. Nichols. I 
shall faithfally discharge the duties of the office to which 1 have 
been elevated by the free suffrages of my fellow-citizens, regardless

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of men, who are more secure behind their own infamy than Gen. 
Jackson was behind his cotton bales at New Orleans.

7’ The following message was received from His Excellency, the 


Governor, by Mr Tucker, his Private Secretary: 
To the House of Representati.es: 

I return herewith to the House of Representatives, where it orig- 
inated, an act, entitled “An act to incorporate the Centenary Col- 
lege,” with my objections to theact becoming a law, that the Legis- 
lature may re-consider the same. 

It is with -diffidence and distrust of my abilities, and with no 
small degree of regret, that T resort to'the power conferred on me by 
the constitution of ¡he State, of refusing to give my sanction and 
approval to acts of ordinary moment; and it is particularly so, with 
regard to the present act, owing not only to its vast importance, but 
more especially on account that the piovisions of the act are inti- 
mately connected with a sect of. religionists, great in numbers, and 
powerful in talents, inteligence, and influence, and heretofore cele- 
brated for piety, «morality, virtue, and religion; being persons and 
subjects, to which, the prejudices of mankind, and particularly of 
the enthusiastic part, will not tolerate or even excuse any opposi- | 
tion that may be set up or offered, though such opposition should 
‘be designed for the most laudable objects, even for the perpetuation 
-of morality, virtue, rational liberty, and religion. - . 

"The influence of such sects of religionists, and such subjects, and 


Aca hich originated Ü the House of Representatives: 
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the prejudice or bias in their favor, have too frequently influenced 
the actions of men nof for the best of purposes, and have sometimes, 
(not unfrequently) deterred those vested with the administration ef 
governments from the performance of acts even duties, not only of 
the greatest utility, but also acts and duties, the omission to perform 
which, has blasted and perhaps defeated the legitimate designs of 
government, and has at least clogged, if not defeated, seience, intel- 
ligence, morality, virtue, rational liberty, and religion; thereby 
throwing on the mass embarrassments and burdens which have de- 
pressed and degraded them nearly to the level of the brate crea- 
tion. 

The provisions of this act are so intimately connected with a 
powerful sect of religionists, and with the religion and mode of wor- 
ship that they profess and exercise, and of which the Conference is 
the head or supreme ecclesiastica! power; and the evils that might, 
and I think very probably would, in the course of time, grow out 
of the act, are so skilfully rolled up and enveloped, a: d so dexter- 
ously secreted in the apparently ostensibleglluring objects of the 
act; which objects are on the one hand the alvancement of science, 
intelligence, virtue and good morals, and most probably of religion 
also, and on the other hand, the prevention of viceand immorality, 
and perhaps crime; all of which 1 trust, and have no doubt, so far 
asa large majority of those who originated the act are concerned, 
were the only objects in view, notwithstanding that some parts of 
the act, may and probably does evidence a different conclusion; and 
all of which, together with the common prepossessions in favor of 
morality, virtue,-and religion, may have, in this instance, caused 
the provisions of the present act to escape the scrutiny which their 
importance, in my opinion required, and which may have prevented 
the opposition that otherwise, most probably, would have been 
raised againstthem. | Whatever effectan influential, talented, nu- 
merous, and powerful sect of religivaists, and the alluring objects of 
the act may have on others, feel tbat al] these considerations 
should not and-cannot have sufficient influence on-me, to deter me 
from administering the government of this State, so far as the same 
is confided to my charge, in the mannerand with the wisdom and 
purity which the constitution of our State requires at my hands. 

The briefspace of time allowed me by the present pressure of 
official duty, prevents me from taking as comprehensive a vicw of 
the provisions of the act and the subject to which they relate, as I 
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otherwise would do, — Y shall therefore content myself by referring 
to. some of the most prominent provisions of the act, and stating 
soine of my objections to the same. : 

The first section of the act provides that certain persons therein 
named, and styled trustees, and their successors, shall be created a 
body politic and corporate by the name and style of “The Centena- 
ry College.” ; 

- The second section provides, 

Ist." That the Trustees of said corporation shall be chosen by the 
"Mississippi Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, act 
shall be subject to the control of said Conference in all matters” ` 

2d. That said trustees shall hold their offices for the period of 
time prescribed by said Conference. 

x 8d. That said corporation shall take and hold by purchase, gift, 
grant or devise, any real, mixed or personal estate, the real estate 
not to exceed five hundred thousand dollars in value, the mixed and 
personal estate not having any limit as to the amount in value, and 
power to sell, lease, mortgage ór otherwise dispose of the same for 
the benefit of the coliege. And 

4th. That the corporation may vest their funds in stock, and may 
lend money. 

The fourth section prohibits all persons from vending, either by 
wholesale or retail, any alcoholic, vinous, or other fermented liquors, 

within three miles ofsaid college, underthe penalty of fine, or im- 
prisonment, or both, at the option of the court. 

My objections tó these provisions of the act are numerous, some 
of which I will here state, and will then undertake to demonstrate 
their correctness by eonpicenng the whole under one general con- 
nected view. 

I object to the provisions of the act, 

Ist. Because they create a corporation in perpetuity, and confer 
powers on the head or supreme ecclesiastical council of a religious 
sect, by its ecclesiastical name, to appoint and control the persons 
incorporated. 

2d. Because they confer on a set of men exclusive, separate pub- 
lic emoluments and privileges from the community, without any 
consideration of public services either executory or executed, and is 

- therefore prohibited by the first section of the first article of the con- 
stitution of this State. : 

3d. Because they take (or contemplate to take) from the State a 
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portion of its sovereignty, not to be resumed by the State at pleasure. 
but which is to be held and enjoyed by the corporation created by 
the act in perpetuity. 

4th. Because they give by law, a preference to a religious sect, 
which is expressly prohibited by the fourth section of the first ar; 
ticle of the constitution of this State. : 

5th. Because they give a legal entity to a Church or religious 
sect, by name, and thereby form a link which connects Church and 
State. i 

6th. Because they create a monopoly in the hands of a religious 
sect, and place in their possession great wealth and unlimited re- 
sources, and concentrate such wealth and uulimited resources in the 
hands and control of a fewto the great detriment of the many. And 

1. Because they impose restrictions on a portion of the territory 
of the State, and penalties on the population of that territory, not 
known to any other territory or population of the State, and to 
which the other territory and population of the State are not*sub- 
ject—thus throwing burdens and penalties on some, for the-exclu- 
sive and separate benefit of others, and such others being merged 
and enveloped by a corporation, controlled by a religious sect, and 
thereby giving by law, a preference to a religious, corporation, or 
in other words, to a corporation coutrolled by a religious sect. 

From the first add most important provision of the second sec- 
tion of the'act, it. is evident, that the members of the Mississippi 
conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, dre to bear the 
same relation to the trustees that the stockholders of our monied 
corporations do to their directors. Asin the latter case the stock- 
holders are the corporators and the directors their agents—merely 
being elected by them, to transact their business; so in the former, 
the trustees are to be the agents of the members of this conference, 
as they are to be elected by them and subject to their control; al- 
though these trustees are by the aet. declared to be a body corpo- 
rate, yet in truth. and in effect, powers usually conferred on and 
exercised by corporators are, at least indirectly conferred on the 
members of this ecclesiastical body. The trustees to be the agent 
the conferrence the principal, and yetthe agent is incorporated! ! 
Why this anomoly in legislation? Why this attempt to conceal 
the real objects intended to be effected by this act? Were its origin- 
ators apprehensive, that a law plainly and unequivocally confer- 
ring powers and privileges upon the principal, which by this act 
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are thus conferred upon the agent, would be resisted even unto 
blood? Our constituents are not yet prepared to permit a nume- + 
rousand influential sectof religionists in our State, to be directly 
or indirectly converted into a corporation, with means and facilities 
sufficient to enable it to control her destinies. 

Before I proceed further in the examination of this act, it will 
be necessary to ascertain what this Mississippi Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church is, upon which it is proposed to con- 
fer such powers and.to devolve such important duties. Itis nct 
recognized nor defined by any of our statutes, nor by our constitu- 
tion. It can neither sue nor be sued, plead nor be impleaded. 
Should it fail or neglect to perform any of the duties required of it 
by the act, such for instance as the election of trustees, no proceed- 
ings can he had in our courts to coerce or punish it. Tt is then 
in legal contemplation, a nonentity. ‘The attempt to confer powers 
and impose duties on such a legal nonentity by legislative enact- 
ment, is, to say the least of it, idle if not absurd. 

In order to accomplish the objects contemplated by this act, it 
will be necessary, formally to incorporate this conference, and thus 
define by law its powers and liabilities. 

As citizens, we may know and speak of this conference, as we . 

do of the State Temperance Society, but as legislators, we can 
know neither, as an artificial person, having a legal existence. - 
Our constitution recognizes the existence of religious secis in the 
State, It will not be denied that the body of christians called 
methodist, is one of these sects. This Mississippi conferrence, as 
I understand it, is an assembly composed of all the religious teach- 
ers in this State, belonging to this sect, and perhaps one of the 
bishopsof the general methodist church of the United States, who 
acts as its presiding officer. This assembly, as I am informed, has 
supreme jurisdiction in all ecclesiastical matters pertaining to this 
body of christians. It may be said to be essential to the very ex- 
istence of this sect, it being an assembly without which this, sect 
could not exist. | : 

Suppose this act to contain a section incorporating this confer- 
rence, (and such a section must be supposed, in order that the objects 
conternplated by this act, may be accomplished) 1 would ask if it 
would not give a preference to a religious sect, It proposes to give 
to the organ or the supreme council of this sect, the power to per- 
petuate and the control overa great literay institution. Should 
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this institution be continued under the provisions of this act, it is 
reasonable to expect that it will send forth yearly one hundred or 
more young gentlemen, imbued with the doctrines or notions pecu- 
liar to this sect, and having acquirements sufficient to teach them 
with effect. Their influence whether for good or for evil would be 
great, for 1 need not remind your honorable body of the adage, the 
truth of whichis universally admitted, that “knowledge is power.” 
The act also gives or proposes to give this organ, this supreme ec- 
.clesiastical council, the control over a fund that may be indefinitely 
increased. Neither need I here remind your honorable and intel- 
ligent body of another adage equally true, that “money is power.” 
A law granting to the supreme council of a religious sect, such 
privileges and such means and facilities for controlling public opin- 
jon, and thereby acquiring political power and influence, the same 
privileges, means, and facilities having been, granted to the supreme 
council of no other sect, is, in my opinion a violation of that section 
of the constitution of the State, which declares “that no preference 
shaliever be given by law, to any religious sect, or mode of wor- 
ship." : 
I feel it my duty also, lo oppose ail legislation which shall have 
a tendency to bring into our courts questions of an ecclesiastical 
character. We have no courts ecclesiastical in our State or Union. 
Such courts are necessary, only in a State where the Chuch forms 
apart of the government. Schisms are common in all the churches 
orsectsin our country. Should this act go into operation, and 
sach a schism should happen, in the Methodist Episcopal Church, | 
the courts of our State will, in all probability, ere long be called 
upon to decide whether this or that body of men is the Mississippi 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church. The question 
has lately arisen, in the courts of a sister State, which of two bodies 
of men, sitting in Philadelphia, was the General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Chureh of the United States. From legislation al- 
ready had in this State, in relation to the solemnization of the rights 
of matrimony, our courts are liable to be called upon to decide 
what is a Christian church, and what is a regular ordination to the 
Christian ministry. The heroes and sages of our revolution, espe- 
cially he who, with propriety, is styled the great apostle of liberty, 
little dreamed that, at this early day, we should suffer our courts to 
take jurisdiction of questions which can properly arise only under 
a hierarchy. They thought they bad taught us better things. If 
they tejoiced over any one of their great achievements more than 
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over another, it was that ot a victory over the power and dominion 
of the church. When they exulted over the dissolution of the 
Union between Church and State, they af the same time besought 
us in a manner, and in a language not be misunderstood or forgot. 
ten, nevet to re-unite them. If they inculcated any one precept 
with more earnestness than another, it was to resfst, at the threshold, 
any attempt on the part of any religious sect, to enter, for the pur. 
pose of defacing the sacred temple of civil liberty. History had 
taught them, and they, by their example, exhorted their posterity 
to read and profit by it, that, every church militant is unceasing in 
its efforts to become the church triumphant in temporal affairs. 
Hence, the provision in our const:tution already cited, the disabili- 
ties to which teachers of religion are subject, under the constitu- 
tions of some of our sister States, and the repudiation of religious 
tests in all. Icannot, consistently with my feelings, close my re- 
marks on this part of the act, without again expressing my con- 
victions that this apparently insidious attempt (as appears to’ me,) 
on the part of a religious sect, to acquire undue influence, privileges, 
power and ascendency, was not perceived by your intelligent and 
honorable body, when the act was before it; and the hope that, 
being perceived, it will meet with such rebuke as will deter any 
other from essaying the like in future. 

By the fourth section of the act, citizens who may and who do 
reside within three miles of the college, are prohibited from vend- 
ing alcoholic, vinous, or other fermented liquors, either by whole- 
sale or retail, the sale of which, by wholesale at least, is a privilege 
not prohibited, but allowed, to other citizens throughout the State. 
However much I may deprecate the vice of intemperance, and 
however ‘much I might rejoice to hear a great aud overwhelming 
majority of dur common constituents, loudly and earnestly calling 
upon us to suppress it throughout the State, by penal enactments, 
similar to these contained in this section of the act, still the vending 
of intoxicating liquors by wholesale, at least, is not prohibited by 
any general law of the State; and all th's partial legislation is for the 
exclusive benefit and accommodation oí the Centenary College. 
This seciion is, therefore, partial, and, in my opinion, in conflict 
with the spirit of both clauses of the first section of the Bill of 
Rights. 

If the design of those for whose benefit the act is asked to be 
passed, was alone for the purpose of promoting education, and not 
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for the purpose of connecting Church and State, and giving by 
law, a preference to a religious sect, why was the privilege not 
asked for by them as citizens of the State, in their proper names 
and characters? or, in other woids, why was the privilege asked for 
by a sect of religionists in their ecclesiastical name and character? 
It is to be hoped, that those who required the passage of this act 
did not maturely reflect on the subject, and did not consider the 
evil consequences that might grow out of the same. Charity, and 
the fact, that the sect who, on this occasion, has required the pass- 
age of this act, has never before, within my knowledge, made such 
advances, as are evidenced by the provisions of this act, justifies 
me in this conclusion. 

However prompt I would be to oppose such ensetments as those 
contained in the provisions of this act, yet 1 would not by law, or 
otherwise, molest any one in the free enjoyment and exercise of his 
religious opinions, and mode of worship. Questions of religion are 
matters between man axis conscience; and should have no legal 
arbiter. 

The principles of our government are, that, on the subject of 
religion, there should be no legislation; that the best mode to pro- 
mote religion, pure and undefiled, is, for the government to extend 
general protection to its votaries, and toleraton to their opinions: 
that the innate purity of religion is, and should be, its only support, 
and that the laws of men add nothing to its intrinsic beauty.
